+ Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Jerty Heathcote of 4011 Hartford Rd. #31 stated his concems 
regarding the Parks and Recreation Project to build fishing piers 
along Moores RiverDr. This proposal would be situatedright where 
the river narrows. They propose to build fishing piers that would 
project 15 feet out into the river. He uses the rver for recreational 
purposes, and is concemed that this will present a sight obstruction 
for any craft on the water and become a safety issue. He asked if it 
is too late forthe project to be modified to scale back the piers, so as 
notto obstuctthe view of oncoming watercraft. 


Mr. Wiener responded to the concems expressed by the previous 
speaker, saying that the plans for the piers were approved by the 
State of Michigan Department of Natural Resources, as well as the 
Corp of Engineers, so they are presumably safe, however, He will 
bring this to the attention of the Parks Department 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. welcomed Councilmember 
Wood to the dais and congratulated Councilmembers Murphy and 
Allen on their election to President and Vice President. He advised 
them not to get angry when people criticize them,. 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood welcomed everyone to the New 
Year, and congratulated the MSU and U of MFootball Teams on their 
Bowlgame wins. He said that he has polled downtown workers and 
found that we need a grocery store in the Downtown area. We also 
need a women's apparel store. We need to put things downtown to 
bring peopleto the area. He added that most of the buildings in the 
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downtown area are not suitable for these types of businesses. Ifthe 
buildings that are in downtown right now were residential buildings, 
theywould becondemned, or red ta gged., they are in terrible shape. 
He urged Councilmemberstoreturne-mailsandvoicemailsthatthey 
receive from constituents. He has been waiting for over 10 days for 
a response to e-mail He has sent 


Eugene Buckley of N. Hayford spoke regarding businesses that are 
moving outof Lansing. He listed the namesof businesses thathave 
moved out of Lansing and intothe suburbs. He projected that the 
City of Lansing will only have 350-400 General Motors jobs left within 
the City when all is said and done. He said that the City if under- 
funding agencies for the homeless and jobless. The losers in the 
past have been small business and citizens. The City needs to 
address these problems, because when the big jobs go, small 
businesses will not be able to survive. He said that he looks forward 
to seeing all current Councilmembers replaced in the next election. 


Rick LaFountain of 3117 Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. stated that he 
goes to court on January 6, 2000 to fight the Judges decision. He 
will prove that the judge did him wrong, the police didhim wrong, and 
the landlord didhimwrong. They have puthimon the sex offender 
list. He demanded that his lawsuit be reactivated and said that He 
can prove that the LPDis trying to radioactively poison him. 


Willy Williams of 505 W. Lenawee thanked Councilmembers for 
considering the proposal for a rule change to maintain decorum 
during public comments. He congratulated Councilmember Wood 
and welcomed Her to the Dais. He congratulated Councilmembers 
Murphy and Allen on theirelection to President and Vice President. 
He congratulated City Clerk Slade on her election to Secretary of the 
Kiwanis Club. He congratulated Councilmember Meyer on his Son's 
engagement He expressed condolencesto Dr. Larry McQueen who 
lost his father over the Holiday. He congratulated Mayor Hollister 
Downtown Committee on the approval of their Housing Development 
project. 


John Sanford of the American Red Cross spoke regarding the 
funding needs of agencies who seve Lansing's homeless 
population, Their Coordinated Extended Services Program isin it's 
third year offundingthrough HUD grants. Thisapplicationis updated 
annually by the Human Relations and Community Services 
Department. They work with the Red Cross, Advent House, Loaves 
and Fishes and the Volunteers of America to provide clients with 
needs assessments, intake, and needs management. They have 
case managers that workwith the shelters and subject populations. 
They have exceeded all of the performance measures that were 
written into the HUD proposal. They have recently submitted their 
grant application for an additional 3 years. HUD applications in the 
Year 2000 require that the Agencies who receive funds provide a 
20% match of funding received. They have heard that HUD will 
continue theirfundingforthisyear, however, they have to identify the 
20% matching funds. 


Yvonne VanArsdale of the American Red Cross said that She is a 
MSU Student in the School of Social Work, and a Red Cross 
Volunteer. She said that she has a success story to relay to City 
Council. The story involves a man named Darth, referred by the 
Loaves and Fishes Ministry, whohas been homeless for 10 years. 
In that time he has held over 100 jobs, but hasbeen unableto keep 
any of them. He is a Veteran of the Vietnam War. They gothiminto 
a therapy program for post traumatic stress disorder. Theygothim 
an extended stay and treatment at the Battle Creek Veterans 
Hospital. They gothim Veterans benefits and social security benefits 
onan on-going monthlybasis. He is now working with many other 
agencies to receive treatment and help. 


Christine Timmon of 335 W. St. Joseph Ave. said it is great to be 
back tonight. She is concerned about a lack of mercy being shown 
to renters and landlords by the Code Compliance Program. She 
stated that she knows of one man who has been targeted by this 
division, because he is a black man who owns a lot of homesin the 
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downtown area. Landlords have no tools at their disposal to fight 
back against tenants who mess up their houses on purpose. The 
ity should look at ordinances that empower landlords, 
Michael John Simon of 310 Seymour congratulated Councilmembers 
Murphy and Allen on their election to President and Vice President. 
He complimented Councilmembers, saying that they did a great job 
last year. He congratulated the MSU and U of M Football teams.

‘A. Mayor Hollister, along with David Wiener, Councilmember Meyer 
and Mike Alexanian of the Sister Cities Commission, presented a 
Proclamation to Ms. Kumiko Fujiwara, an Intern with the Sister 
Cities Exchange Program, who has been visiting and working in 
Lansing for the past year. They thanked her for Her outstanding 
Ambassadorship for our City and for the Shiga Prefecture of 
Japan. Mr. Alexanian reported that Ms. Fujiwara is the first woman 
in the 30 year history of the Sister State Relationship. She has 
done valuable research on community volunteerism and other 
community activities that She will take back with her to help 
encourage volunteerism in Japan. Councilmember Meyer 
complimented Ms. Fujiwara on the excellent way in which She has 
represented Her City and Country. She has made contributions 
that will always be remembered. He reported that his family visited 
Japan with the Sister City Delegation, and they were warmly 
welcomed 


Ms. Fujiwara thanked Mayor Hollister, Councilmembers and the 
Sister Cities Commission for giving her this wonderful opportunity. 
This recognition is the greatest honor she has ever received, and 
she is just afraid that she does not deserve it. She was born in 
Otsu, Japan, Lansing’s Sister City, and until 1998 She had never 
lived anywhere else for such a long time outside of her home.

Eugene Buckley of N. Hayford said that if there is anything wrong 
with this City, it is how It treats it’s citizens. He tried to attend a 
meeting recently and was told that he was not invited. He 
attended anyway, but the issue is that Citizens opinions are not 
wanted.. For example, when Council was deliberating on the 
conversion of one-way streets to twoway streets. They held 
public hearings, but they did not take the opinions of residents into 
consideration when they made the change 


James Gorman, Director of Social Services for the Volunteers of 
America, said that He is here to represent the Homeless Network 
in Lansing. He wants to talk about the causes of homelessness 
One of the most major causes is alcohol dependence. Twenty-five 
percent of their homeless clients self report that they are alcohol 
dependent. This is a disease, and itis treatable. Treatment of the 
disease yields results. We must make a strong effort to offer more 
alcohol treatment to the homeless, in order to reduce alcoholism 
among the population. There are not enough beds in the 
community today to meet the demands of the homeless who are 
suffering from alcohol dependence. The solution is to increase the 
bed space available to the alcohol dependent homeless. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. spoke regarding an 
editorial in the December 19, 1999, Lansing State Journal 
commending the Police Department on the arrest of a suspect in 
the rape of a 10 year old girl. He criticized the Police Department 
for keeping this arrest a secret. The evidence of the guilt of the 
suspect was kept in a secret file, as well. This information should 
have been made public 

Rick LaFountain of 3117 S. Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. Lot #8, 
said that He went to court again. His petition for a jury trial in an 
eviction trial was denied. He stated that He will not move out of his 
trailer, because he did not get a jury trial. He accused the LPD of 
stalking him. He demanded that Council put him in the Witness 
Protection Program, or that they give him $200,000.00 so he can 
get his own home and protect himself. That way he will be able to 
continue to come to Council meetings. He demanded that Council 
reactivate his lawsuit. He stated that he can prove that the Judge 
and City Councilmembers, as well as the Police Department, have 
done him wrong. 


Charlene Decker of 2711 Pleasant Grove Rd. said that She is 
concerned about the statement read by the City Attorney at last 
week’s Council meeting regarding public decorum during public 
comment at meetings. We do not need another written ordinance 
to control what speakers say. Previous presidents have used the 
gavel to control comment. Council is here to here everything the 
Public has to say. If they cannot take the heat, then they should 
get off of the Council 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the rule against 
Councilmembers telling on one another is a violation of the whistle 
blower laws. The public has the right to their opinion. The reason 


they stomp and cheer is because Council has messed up so many 
times, with early retirement and the storm water system. He said 
that Mayor Hollister has gone to the Chamber of Commerce so 
many times and demanded a pay raise that they finally gave it to 
him 


Frank Curtis “X" demanded that the timer for public speakers be 
returned to the podium, where speakers can see it. He stated that 
He has been coming here for fourteen years, and wants to know 
how come everyone gets something except for the kids on the 
south side of Lansing. Citizens are paying too many taxes in this 
City for the kids on the south side not to get anything 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W. Jolly Rd. said that in December of 1999 six 
firefighters from the Boston Fire Department lost their lives in 
service to their City. Later three more died in Florida. Lansing 
firefighters are still without a contract. This is a failure on the part 
of the City to preserve the safety of it's citizens by not renewing the 
contract for the people who put their lives on the line to keep us 
safe. Firefighters have gone too long without a contract. Council 
must get this issue settled 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood said that there are a lot more 
things good about the Lansing School System than are bad. He 
wishes that we would take one hour per week and devote it to 
positive things that our kids are doing and positive things that we 
are doing to help them. He urged everyone to get out and support

4400. She reported that complaint forms are available for a broad 
spectrum of situations.

Referrals to the 
program are made by the Mayor's Office, the Public Service 
Department, the Police Department, the Code Compliance Office, 
or by Ward Councilmembers. They have not had problems so far 
with people calling in and requesting help who do not qualify for 
the service. The program is funded by a grant from the City which 
pays for equipment, salt. Volunteers are from Community Service 
Agencies and from UAW Local 652. The program is designed to 
serve seniors and disabled citizens who are not able to shovel their 
snow, nor pay to have it done.

He thanked Mr. Kibbe for getting this program up and 
going for the year and making sure that people are being taken 
care of.

> Announcement of City Events: 


Councilmember Wood announced that the Genesee Neighborhood 
Association will hold their regular monthly meeting this Thursday, 


February 3, 2000 at the Grace Lutheran Church at 528 N. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Blvd, at 7:00 PM. She reminded viewers that 
tickets are still available for the Annual Bea Christy Dinner to be 
held on Friday, February 18, 2000, at 6:00 P.M. This is a celebration 
to honor neighborhood activism. People interested in purchasing 
tickets may call the Lansing Neighborhood Council at 372-6290, or 
they can be purchased from your neighborhood organization. She 
announced that on Saturday, February 5, 2000, Okemos High 
School will host a Chess Tournament. 


Mayor Hollister reported that a Press Conference was held earlier 
today at which General Motors Corporation formally announced 
the dedication of the Lansing Grand River Assembly Plant and 
their investment of over $555,000,000 in the City of Lansing. Word 
has spread that Lansing has a special place in General Motor's 
future. We are still working on the replacement plant for the 
Cavalier and Grand Am productions, and it is looking as if all 
systems are go on that plant, at this time. 


Vice President Allen said that She had the opportunity to attend 
the Press Conference today. This was a very thrilling experience 
for her. She felt as if she were attending a marriage between the 
City of Lansing and General Motors. She thanked Mayor Hollister 
and his Staff for their leadership on this initiative, it is unbelievable 
what He has managed to do. She looks forward to a long and 
prosperous union 


> Special Ceremonies 


A. Councilmember Leeman, along with Mayor Hollister presented a 
Resolution of Tribute to Joe Damore and Larry Bass of Sparrow 
Health Systems honoring their recognition as one of our Nation's 
Top 100 Hospitals by the Health Network. 


Mr. Bass and Mr. Damore accepted the tribute and said that it is 
Sparrow's Associates and Volunteers that make the Hospital one 
of the Top 100 in the Nation. They are happy be here in Lansing, 
and it is great to see Mayor Hollister striving to make this a World 
Class place to live. 


Mayor Hollister noted that quality of life has been a very important 
issue in the discussion with General Motors. You cannot have 
quality of life without quality healthcare. Sparrow's mission adds a 
lot to the value of what we are trying to do in our City. 


B. Robert Johnson, Chief of Police, reported on the decrease in 
crime related by the 1999 Crime Study. The Police Department is 
committed to the Mayor's vision of a World Class City. They 
understand their roll and responsibility for making Lansing exactly 
that. People in Lansing are concerned with the quality of life issue. 
Crime is a quality of life issue that impacts all of our lives and what 
it is that we do. Crime can be a deterrent to activities in cities and 
it is detrimental to the quality of life that we all desire. The year 
1999 saw an 8% reduction in part-one crimes in Lansing. These 
are the more serious crimes, like murder, rape, robbery, burglary, 
auto theft and arson. This is the lowest rate in part-one crimes that 
Lansing has enjoyed in over 22 years, since 1977. The major 
decrease was a decrease in sexual assaults. Although Lansing 
had a number of “high profile” instances of sexual assault in 1999, 
overall the occurrence of sexual assaults decreased. The same is 
true for burglaries. Burglary is seen as one of the most traumatic 
crimes that can be committed on a person. Itis an invasion of your 
home and causes trauma when it occurs. Burglary saw an 8% 
reduction in 1999. There a number of high profile instances early 
in the year, but, through working with neighborhood groups and 
citizen activists, LPD was able to solve most of them and bring the 
criminals to justice. This is due to the partnership with the people 
in neighborhoods. They are all cognizant of the need to maintain 
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these relationships in order to see the reductions in crime continue. 
They all hope to be able to ensure that this happens for the year 
2000. 


President Murphy said that it was truly wonderful to see the 
headlines and crime reductions in Lansing for the second year in a 
row. He wants to acknowledge that the Community is safer today 
than it has been for 25 years 


Councilmember Benavides thanked Chief Johnson for everything 
that has been done. The improvement in response time and in 
other efforts by the Police Department have been very timely. He 
congratulated Chief Johnson on the assignment of the new 
Captains for the North and South Side Police Precincts. He is 
confident that Steve Luciano and Mark Alley will perform their 
duties very well. Both of them are young and energetic and have 
their fingers on the pulse of the community. We are fortunate to 
have young men wiling to lead our new recruits. You can already 
see the type of commitment that they have. They are showing a 
strong force that will be even stronger in years to come. When 
Chief Johnson first talked about his deployment plan in June of 
“98, everyone was sort of waiting to see if He would take the City 
in the right direction. He commended Chief Johnson on the results 
of his improvements to the Police Force 


Chief Johnson said that anytime you make changes of the 
magnitude that they made in 1998, there will be concern. They 
recognized the need to reassign people to the streets and let 
everything else follow from there 


Councilmember Wood thanked Chief Johnson for making sure that 
neighborhoods got credit for their role in reducing crime rates. As 
a neighborhood activist, she is aware of the importance of giving 
credit where it is due

ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


> Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of the City of Lansing Parks and Recreation 
Five Year Master Plan and Capital Improvement Project Schedule 


Joan Sheldon of 726 Seymour stated her support for the five year 
master plan. Especially for the improvements to Durant Park. This 
property was the gift of Mr. Durant the founder of General Motors. 
who produced the Durant and Star Cars in the City of Lansing 
Her Neighborhood Association takes care of the Park and keep it 
clean. They keep flowers planted and weeds out. The City needs 
to dedicate more money to maintenance of Park Grounds. They 
need more professional flower planting and grooming of grounds. 
Downtown Parks need to be upgraded. They should be a 
showease for the City of Lansing. She urged Councilmembers to 
increase staffing and funding to improve downtown parks. 


Ed Carpenter of 119 S. Larch congratulated Mayor Hollister on the 
General Motors announcement this morning that Lansing will be a 
Cadillac town. He stated his support for the five year master plan, 
particularly for the Turner Dodge House and the River Trail behind 
it. This is an important park for the future of Lansing 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked Mayor Hollister who invented 
the Cadillac? It was Henry Ford. So in reality, maybe we should 
call Lansing a Ford Town. He stated his support for the five year 
master plan. Parks are important to the quality of life in any city. 
You cannot have too many parks. Anytime that he has an 
‘opportunity to drive out W. Saginaw St. he enjoys the beauty of the 
sight of the Waverly Golf Course which is a haven of greenspace 
in a area that is a commercial jungle. Parks aver very important, 
and Council should support this master plan. Lansing has one of 
the best parks systems in the State of Michigan, even in the 
Country. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that the Parks and Recreation 
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Department used to provide neighborhood associations with 
summations of their Master Plan, but this year they have to pay to 
get a copy. This plan should be free to neighborhood 
organizations. At least a synopsis of it should be available for free. 
She did not see anything in the plan about a play area for North 
Lansing. Also, she wants the bathrooms that are located along the 
river trail fixed and maintained so that they can be opened to the 
public. Right now they are closed and they are not taken care of. 
People who use the trail now do not have anywhere they can go to. 
use a bathroom 


» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that She wants Council 
to know that the respect that they ask for from the public is a two- 
way street.. Voters elect Councilmembers and they want to be 
respected too, She stated her disappointment that the chairs in 
the lobby area of City Council Offices have been removed. She 
stated that she hopes that Council does not use the revisions to 
Tule 19 to violate the public's right to free speech. Slander is 
something that must be proved in court. She hopes Council will 
Not use the revised rules to pass onerous ordinances. Rather, they 
should listen to the public more closely, especially on the 
landlordfenant issue 


Eugene Buckley of N. Fairfield said that He also has a concern 
with the revision to Council Rule #19. The old rule is inclusive 
enough. You cannot prevent people from making comments about 
elected officials. He asked who decides what is contrary to the 
normal conduct of business? This whole ordinance is 
constitutionally unenforceable. It is too vague and has no clear 
definition. Who decides what is personally abusive and what is 
not? This needs a more clear definition of what is permitted and 
what is not permitted. It needs to have the understanding that 
questioning of the office of elected officials is always appropriate.

Rule 1, Sessions of Council, Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter. 


Rule 2. Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council, Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 
adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 

Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions. The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 
Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 


President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President. 


Rule 4. Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note-Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.8. 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 
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Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 
to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the 
City Charter).

Rule 7. Staff Operations, The President of Council shall be 
responsible for Council staff operations.

Rule 8. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees, The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 
meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk, The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council. (Res. No. 151-A, 3-9-92; Res. No. 7, 1-9-95) 


Rule 10. Preparation of Agenda. The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 
agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate. (Res. No. 92, 3-4- 
96) 


Rule 11, Items Upon Agenda’ Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 
accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. Individual 
Councilmembers or committees may sponsor resolutions or

agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees.

When the Presiding Officer desires to 
speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule_14. Compulsory Vote- Conflict_of Interest, When a 
question is put to vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 
shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
Councilmember with the City Clerk within the appropriate time 
frame.

Its 
primary charge is to lead in the exploration of intergovernmental

Committee on Council Personnel. This Committee shall be 
comprised of four members and shall include the President, the 
Vice-President, one At-Large Councilperson, and one Ward 
Councilperson.

Rule 18. Duties of Committees" Quorum Discharge of 
Committees.

All committees appointed by Council, other than standing 
committees, shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such 
times unless extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members present 


Acommittee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of twothirds of the Councilmembers at the 
Committee of the Whole or City Council meeting 


No Council committee, ad-hoc or standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council committee, ad-hoc, standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure whenever applicable. Every committee, 
standing or ad-hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to 
speak on items designated for action by the committee. The 
Chairperson of each committee, standing or ad-hoc, shall be 
responsible for setting and enforcing the rules governing public 
comment at his or her committee.

Rule 19. Rules of Decorum for Meetings: Address by Persons. 
The presiding officer shall conduct Council meetings in an orderly 
manner.

Citizens attending Council 
meetings may have up to three opportunities to address Council 
Speakers are requested to print their names and addresses on 
registration sheets to assist in the accuracy of the Council 
proceedings.

Citizens 
may present facts and opinions on legislative matters (consent 
matters, resolutions and ordinances) listed on the Council agenda 
and on such late legislative matters as may be added to the 
agenda. Each speaker is limited to five minutes total on legislative 
matters. 


3. Comment on communications, petitions, and other city related 
matters, including reports from Council Committees, City Officers, 
or Boards and Commissions. Citizens may speak on any City 
government related matter. Each speaker is limited to three 
minutes total. The presiding officer may rule any speaker out of 
order for failing to speak on City government related matters

5. Final reading and passage. 


These five steps shall take place in not less than two regular 
meetings of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by 
the affirmative vote of six Councilmembers. 


Rule 24, Manner of Introduction” Form, Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading, Referral and Report. All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 
appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage. 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
‘or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading, No amendment shall be 
received for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 


recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment. 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule 26. Final Vote; Publication. On final passage of all

upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared

Rule 27. Chairperson of Committee, When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 
except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside.

Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table. A decision to lay upon the

A motion to postpone 
indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 
resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered.

3. To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained; 


4. To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
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detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body; 


5. To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
or appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting. 


6. To consider material exempt from discussion or disclosure by 
State or Federal law. 


Acclosed session may be requested by the Mayor, the President or 
any two Councilmembers at any regular or special meeting. The 
person requesting a closed session shall state the purpose of such 
session. The stated purpose of the closed session shall constitute 
the only agenda items for the closed session 


A majority roll call vote of the entire Council shall be required to call 
a closed session for purposes set forth in paragraphs 1. and 2 
hereof. A twothirds roll call vote of the entire Council membership 
serving shall be required to call a closed session for purposes set 
forth in paragraphs 3. through 6. hereof. Council may adjourn a 
closed session or open the meeting to the public upon the vote of 
five Councilmembers. Council may deliberate during the closed 
sessions. However, all decisions, determinations, actions, votes or 
dispositions upon a proposal, recommendation, resolution, order or 
ordinance must be made at a meeting open to the public. A 
separate set of minutes of the closed session shall be taken by the 
designated secretary of the Council, shall be retained by the City 
Clerk, shall not be available to the public and shall only be 
disclosed pursuant to a court order.

Rule 47. Compensation of Judges. If Council is requested or 
desires to appropriate money for the purpose of increasing the 
salary level of the Judges of the 54-A District Court, before action 
is taken thereon, the President of Council shall appoint an ad-hoc 
citizens advisory committee of five members, which committee 
shall examine the Judges' salaries and any proposals to raise 
them and recommend to Council what, if any, increase is 
appropriate. Council shall consider the recommendation of the 
committee in determining what, if any, increase in the Judges’ 
salaries should be granted 


Rule 48. Physical Presence Required, A member of Council 
must be physically present at any Council meeting, any Committee 
of the Whole meeting, any standing Council meeting or any special 
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ad-hoc Council meeting, in order to vote or be counted as part of a 
quorum. (Res. No. 151-A, 3-9-92)

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Kirk Kunkleman of 911 W Hillsdale stated his support for the Parks 
and Recreation five year master plan. He asked that Council set 
up a meeting with the Parks and Recreation Director to arrange for 
his mental health group to do volunteer work in the parks. He 
reported a dangerous situation at the comer of Massachusetts and 
Grand River Ave. where the stop sign was taken out. There is 
going to be an accident there, ifthe stop sign is not put back in. He 
said that the house at 909 W. Hillsdale is boarded up. This is next 
door to him, and he wants to know when this house will be 
demolished 


Eugene Buckely of N. Fairview said that one thing that the City 
does not do is listen to it's residents. He believes that the City’s 
solution to every problem is beating up on citizens and punishing 
them when they speak out about it 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he failed to sign the sheet to 
speak on action items, and He wanted to speak on the Council 
Rule revision. He does not know what caused Council to try to 
change rule 19 again. He has personally been the cause of 
changing this rule three (3) times. Council should leave this rule 
alone. It should be left up to the Council President as to what He 
feels is proper conduct at meetings. The President can use the 
gavel to control meetings. These changes are arbitrary and 
capricious. It is a bad idea. If the President feels that someone is 
out of line, He should pound the gavel and tell them so. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. spoke regarding the need for traffic 
control in the Sheridan Rd. area. Two kids in this area have been 
hit by cars in recent months, because they do not have sidewalks 
they walk down snowy, messy slippery roads when they go to 
school and they have to walk down the middle of the road to get 
there. Something needs to be done to protect these children 


Michael J. Simon of 310 Seymour thanked Councilmembers and 
everyone else who attended the State of the City address last 
week. He is real happy about Oldsmobile being here too. His dad 
retired from Oldsmobile after 30 years on the job. There are a lot 
of exciting events going on here in Lansing in the past couple of 
weeks. He thanked Councilmembers for the great work they have

Frank Curtis "X” said that they need a pool room for the black kids 
on the south side to go to. There is nothing for black men between 
the ages of 18-35 to go to. He stated his opposition to the 
changes to rule 19. He has first amendment rights to free speech 
He said that government is too intrusive.

Beverly Wiener of 311 S. Jenison, speaking on behalf of Haven 
House Shelter for Homeless Families, said that they have been 
coming to Council for the past couple of months from agencies that 
serve the homeless to inform Councilmembers and the community 
about programs that exist in the Lansing area.

She particularly 
wants to thank the staff of the Human Relations and Community 
Services Department. In 1996 HUD made funding available to the 
Network, and HRCS acted as fiduciary agent for them. Lansing 
was awarded $4,400,000.00 for new programs that had not existed 
before. They appreciate the help that they have received. They 
lost alittle bit of state money here and there, so they hope that the 
funding from the City of Lansing will continue. They meet in the 
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basement of the Westminister Presbyterian Church. Many 
services are coordinated at these meetings and they have an 
opportunity to work together and communicate with each other. 
She would like to see some of their programs featured on City TV. 
Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that the crime rate 
decreases can be attributed to welfare reform. The State of 
Michigan is a state for workers. It will not tolerate having 
candidates shoved down their throats by the Governor.

Councilmember Wood expressed her condolences to the family of 
Brenda Hall, a longtime employee of the City who passed away 
last week from cancer. Brenda was a valuable volunteer and will 
be greatly missed. She was so dedicated that even as very ill as. 
she was, she passed out refreshments at the Festival of Lights 
during the Holiday Season. She reported that former City 
Councilmember Bob Brockwell is recuperating from quadruple 
open heart, by-pass surgery. She wished Bob a speedy recovery. 
Tickets are still available to the Bea Christy Dinner to be held on 
Friday February 18, 2000, at 6:00 P.M., interested parties may call 
372-6290. 


Councilmember Allen announced that Lt. Ray Hall of LPD is here 
to speak to the number of letters and calls that have been 
generated by the introduction of an amendment to the ordinance 
on unattended vehicles and on the importance of having an 
ordinance of this nature on the books. 


Lt. Hall reported that over the weekend a car was stolen on the 
south side of town. The owner had left the car running, with the 
keys in the ignition and their 10 year old child in the backseat. This 
is a worst case scenario illustration of the importance of this law 
and the need for such an ordinance. The Lansing Police 
Department does not take pleasure in issuing tickets in these 
cases. This incident could have included an accident in which 
someone had been injured or killed. This type of ordinance is 
important for the safety of the community. The LPD does not 
enforce this ordinance with regard to remote starters. 


Councilmember Allen stated her support for the “unattended 
vehicle” ordinance in an amended form with provisions that pertain 
to remote starters. She witnessed an incident last weekend in 
which a van was left running with a small child in it. 


Mr. Wiener announced that this Thursday is the Annual 
Daddy/Daughter Valentine Dance at the Lansing Center. To date, 
350 tickets have been sold and only 40 are left. You can get 
tickets at any community center. He reported that the Turner 
Dodge House Moonlight Serenade has already sold out. 


City Clerk Slade announced that due to the Oliver Tower Fire, the 
Voting Precinct for Ward 4 Precinct 11 that is normally located in 
their lobby during elections will be located in the Lobby of City Hall, 
for the February 22, 2000 Presidential Preference Primary Election 
only. Alll registered voters in Ward 4, Precinct 11 are instructed to 
come to the City Hall Lobby to vote on February 22. If you use a 
City Parking Ramp to park in, bring your parking stub with you to 
vote and pollworkers will validate it.

» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


David L. Zimmerman of 1145 S. Grand Ave. spoke regarding the 
Krentel Block Historic Study. He is the President of the Riverpoint 
Neighborhood Association. Their neighborhood wishes to be 
designated and included in the Rycus historic district designation 
Riverpoint is a lost neighborhood and historic district designation 
would be good for the area. It would get the area blooming again 
Their business district is starving. They have history over there, it 
is the oldest piece of dirt in town. R.E. Olds used to be located 
there. He stated his opposition to the formation of a new Study 
Committee for the Krentel Block. No one who is active in the 
Riverpoint Neighborhood Association has been recommended for 
appointment to the new committee. This is a rubber stamp 
committee. He asked members of the audience present to support 
this request to stand in a show of support. Approximately 5 people 
stood 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W Lapeer said that Mr. Rycus has waited 
for over a year for some kine of designation to come about on this 
building. She cannot see why there is an objection to having 
someone come forward and ask for historic designation on their 
piece of property. As long as the property meets the criteria the 
designations should be granted. She has no problem with the 
Riverpoint Neighborhood Association trying to get their 
designation, but She does not see why the Rycus property should 
wait for designation in order for that to happen 


Ellen Sprouls of 616 W lonia said that once an area has been 
given historic designation people want to live and visit there. This 
can only happen when all people in an area come together to 
make it happen. The people on S. Washington would like to be 
included in the historic district designation with the Krentel Block 
She believes that we should all work to revitalize all of the areas of 
the City. The Krentel Block area is significant in our heritage 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. lonia said that She cannot say 
much more than Mr. Zimmerman has already said about the 
Riverpoint Neighborhood Association. They want to be a part of 
this district. There are business and residential properties in this 
area that want to be a part of this and receive some of the benefits 
of an historic district. ‘These people have struggled and are just 
trying to ensure that their neighborhood survives. The Rycus 
property does not and cannot qualify on it's own for designation 
Whatever Council does will take as much time as the previous 
study took in November. They cannot avoid sending this back to 
the planning board, back to the state and back to the historic 
district commission and waiting another 60 days. They will not 
help Mr. Rycus by adopting the resolution before them tonight 
The proposed resolution appointing new committee members to a 
study committee will not pass the state. The people being 
appointed do not have the requisite credentials. She quoted from 
a letter from the Historic District Office. | Why would 
Councilmembers want to do this wrong, when they could help Mr. 
Rycus. She urged Council to amend the resolution before them to 
use the boundaries of the Grand River, the Red Cedar River and 
the Railroad Tracks. Also, they should limit the language on the 
members until after the commission has had a chance to compose 
a list of qualified individuals 
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A collaborative di 


Emly Horne of 110 W. Hodge stated her support for the inclusion of 
the Riverpoint Neighborhood Area into the Krentel Block Historic 
District. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in opposition to the formation 
of a new Krentel Block Historic District Study Committee. We have 
already had one committee. This is a big long process, and the 
Committee went through it and issued a report. The report said 
that this building, in and by itself, does not meet the criteria of a 
single source structure historic district. A lot of Councilmembers 
got upset and thought that the committee was wrong and are trying 
to get around it's recommendations. They are attempting to 
appoint a new committee, or 28 of a new committee. This is 
government at its worst. The hundreds, even thousands of 
volunteers who work for the City are going to get a bad message 
from Council's actions tonight. They are sending the message the 
they do not like the work of the historic district study committee and 
do not like their decisions, and if they do not like the work of a 
committee they will just nullify it. He met with Mr. Rycus and asked 
him why he did not come to the Neighborhood Association and 
enlist their help by increasing the area of the district. Mr. Rycus 
said that because of time constraints, he thought that he would be 
better off asking for a single source district. Now Mr. Rycus is in a 
pickle because he made a tactical error. It is Mr. Rycus' error, not 
Council's error, and not the Historic District Study Committee's 
error. There is money available that we will lose after February 14, 
2000. In State law there is a limitation set on some of the benefits 
of historic districts that expire in 2003. There can be a windwin 
situation for everyone in this. If Council expands the district to 
include more of the neighborhood then everyone can win. The 
proposed committee is a stacked committee. 


Councilmember Adado said that the money that has been 
mentioned as being in Ways an d Means refers to the Study 
Committee that was formed, and when they came to Council, they 
did not include an expanded intent, they only encompassed the 
Krentel area. 


Deborah Makahy of 1200 S. Genesee said that she is a strong 
supporter of historic preservation. She does not like the way that a 
few in the City have continued to foster their own agendas. If 
someone has requested an historic district designation, and the 
property meets the criteria, Council should honor their request 
Approval of a district for one property does not prevent others in 
the same area from making application. She owns property in a 
historic district in Lansing. She asked Council to do something 
about the way the Historic District Commission is allowed to 
function 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Bares Ave. said that He is very 
interested in this issue. Lansing is behind a lot of cities in 
addressing this problem.

Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that the Council and the 
Administration are all struggling to find history in Lansing. There is 
no history in Lansing. We have torn it all down. North Lansing has 
some history, but even those buildings are in such a state of decay 
that we do not know if we can save them. The reason that the City 
cannot find board members is because the City does not treat 
them nice. Council overrides their decisions consistently and talks 
bad about them. Regarding the special assessments in the 
Sheridan Rd. area, every time the City does something for a 
neighborhood, the residents have to pay for it. The City has 
dumped tons of money into the Old Town Neighborhood and those 
people were given 10 years to pay their special assessments 


Melanie Rogers of 409 W. Willow asked for clarification on the 
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subject of “unattended motor vehicles.” It seems to her that this 
ordinances is trying to shoot flies with a shotgun. It seems to 
infringe on personal rights. The proposed amendment seems to 
favor rich residents who can afford to spend $300 to retrofit their 
cars with remote starters 


City Attorney Smiertka responded to the comments from Ms. 
Rogers, saying, there is a lot of confusion about this issue. Our 
ordinance provides for citation, if the vehicle is unattended. If you 
are 2 feet away from your vehicle, but not sitting in it, that is not 
unattended. If you have a remote starter and your vehicle is sitting 
in a parking lot. it is unattended 


Frank Curtis "X” no address given, said that this meeting has 
sounded more like American History Week, not Black History 
Week. The City needs to put a moratorium on churches. It is not 
fair for a church to be able to move in on a whiskey store, but a 
whiskey store cannot move in on a church. He displayed a 
selection of books that he feels make good reading in 
commemoration of Black History Month 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope accused the Council of having 
been bought off, and of trying to keep the rich, rich in the matter of 
the Krentel Historic District Designation. He said that he believes 
that Mayor Hollister moved his State of the City Address to the 
Kellogg Center because a lot of his campaign contributors are from 
outside of the City. 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W Jolly Rd., Lot #15, said that Council owes 
Councilmember Leeman an apology. This Council is rushing into 
things just like the Council that approved the early retirement 
fiasco. 


William Whitbeck of 608 W lonia, President of the Michigan 
Historical Commission, commended Councilmember Allen. for 
being consistent on this issue. Other members of Council have not 
been. It is surprising to him that Members who are opposed to 
historic districts in other circumstances are now in favor of this one. 
The creation of a single historic district is a bad idea. They spent 
two years lobbying the State for a tax credit act. They got it 
passed, but the State felt that people would abuse it and provide 
for single resource districts and take the tax money and use it for 
their own agenda. The action taken by this Council tonight will 
mean that this act will go away. This is a sunset act and it will be 
wiped out because of Council's actions tonight. He has always 
said that locals should be trusted to set up their own districts, but 
when a local council acts irresponsibly, they will be responsible for 
taking away the act in it’s entirety. He urged Council to reconsider 
their actions and broaden this district. They can achieve the same 
results, benefit a larger community and preserve the act by doing 
so. 


David Zimmerman of 1145 S. Grand criticized Councilmembers, 
saying that they do not listen to what people say. They are not 
jumping on Mr. Rycus’ good deal, they are asking him to jump on 
their good deal. If the only way to get historical status for the 
Rycus building was to throw in with the neighborhood, they are 
ready, willing and able to do so. The Riverpoint Neighborhood 
Association asked for historical status. They have spoken with 
several different people in their efforts. They did not know that 
they had to petition City Council. They are trying to save 
endangered buildings, and to increase their property values and 
residency in their neighborhood, as well as increasing business in 
the business district on Washington Ave. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph congratulated 
Councilmembers Bauer and Leeman for standing up to the power 
bosses on this.

» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an Amendment to Chapter Five, Section 5.58 
of the Traffic Code for the Purpose of Limiting the Definition of the 
Term “Unattended” 


Kelly Stironek of 3018-3E Trappers Cove Rd. said that She was 
visited by two Lansing Police Officers on New Years Eve and 
advised that it was illegal for her to leave her car running in her 
parking lot, despite the fact that She has a remote starter system 
which is necessitated by a medical condition. She was not ticketed 
at the time, but She was advised that she was violating the law and 
could be ticketed in the future. She had been previously unaware 
of the ordinance for unattended vehicles, and would not have 
spent the $300 to have her car retrofitted, had She known of it 
She got the remote starter because she was a victim of severe 
frostbite on her toes and cannot take the chance of getting it again, 
because now she is susceptible to losing her toes if she does. 
When a remote starter is installed on a car, there is no key in the 
ignition and the doors are locked.

Lansing City Council Rules 
(With proposed amendments as of Friday, January 28, 2000) 


Rule 1. Sessions of Council, Regular meetings of Council, unless 
otherwise set forth by resolution of City Council, shall be held on 
Monday evenings of each week at a time, place and date to be set 
by resolution of Council. Special meetings may be called as 
provided in Section 3-202 of the City Charter. 


Rule 2, Quorum; Attendance; Call of Council, Five members of 
Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
but a lesser number may compel the attendance of absentees or 
adjourn any meeting or hearing until a later date 


No Councilmember shall absent himself or herself from the Council 
meeting without first having obtained leave from the Presiding 
Officer. The Presiding Officer may revoke leaves of absence at 
any time 


A call of Council may be ordered by the majority of 
Councilmembers present, whether a quorum or not, and in 
pursuance thereof, the Chief of Police, or any other person duly 
authorized by a majority of the Councilmembers present and 
voting, may be dispatched for, and take into custody and bring 
before Council any Councilmembers absent without leave 


THE PRESIDENT - POWERS AND DUTIES 


Rule 3. Presiding at Sessions, The President of Council shall 
preside over all sessions of Council, or, in his or her absence, the 
Vice President shall preside. If both the President and Vice 
President are temporarily absent, then the most recent past 
President shall preside as Acting President. 


Rule 4. Decisions Subject to Appeal. (Repealed) 


Editor's note-Rule 4 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1.8. 


Rule 5. Appointment of Committee Members; Creation of Ad- 
Hoc Committees. The President shall appoint all Councilmembers 
to the standing committees, any Council ad-hoc advisory 
committee and to any outside agency (see Section 3-102.6 of the 
City Charter). The President shall appoint the Chairperson and 
Vice-Chairperson of each standing committee and any ad-hoc 
advisory 

committee. Each standing committee of City Council shall consist 
of three Councilmembers. The President may, at his or her 
discretion, create or discharge any ad-hoc advisory committees 


Rule 6, Recognition. (Repealed) 


Editor's note-Rule 6 was repealed by Resolution 327, passed 
June 7, 1993. See Rule 19.1. 


Rule 7. Staff Operations. The President of Council shall be 
responsible for Council staff operations. The President may, at any 
time, delegate in writing the responsibility for Council staff 
operations to the Vice President 


THE CLERK'S DUTIES 


Rule 8. Calling the Roll and Noting Absentees. The Clerk, or his 
or her Deputy Clerk, shall call the roll at the opening of each 
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meeting of Council and announce whether or not a quorum is 
present. He or she shall announce the names of the Council 
members absent and enter the names of all absentees upon the 
record of proceedings 


Rule 9. Notice by the Clerk, The Clerk shall give notice, in writing, 
to committees, members of Council and City officers concerning 
the agenda items which have been referred to them by City 
Council. (Res. No. 151-A, 3-9-92; Res. No. 7, 1-9-95) 


Rule 10. Preparation of Agenda, The Clerk's office shall prepare 
and provide copies of packets to Council and the Mayor of an 
agenda of business to be considered at each regularly scheduled 
Council meeting and any special meetings of City Council. No item 
of business shall be placed on the agenda for a regular meeting of 
Council unless the original document, annotated with such 
approvals as may be required, shall have been filed in the office of 
the Clerk by 4:00 p.m. on the second official business day, usually 
Thursday, immediately preceding the business day of the Council 
meeting. The agenda for each such meeting shall be posted in 
the lobby of City Hall and Council Chambers not later than 
eighteen hours prior to the time of each such meeting, and at such 
other places as Council may deem appropriate. (Res. No. 92, 3-4- 
96) 


Rule 11, Items Upon Agenda; Designated Items for Action. Any 
item of business not placed upon the Council agenda in 
accordance with the terms of Section 3-103.2 of the City Charter 
and the provisions of these Rules shall not be considered at any 
meeting of Council, unless this Rule is suspended by the 
affirmative vote of six members of Council. Individual 
Councilmembers or committees may sponsor resolutions or 
ordinances (except initiatives and referendums presented by the 
citizenry) and place them on Council agendas. 


Resolutions may be sponsored by the Committee of the Whole if 
placed on Council agendas by the President, or, in the President's 
absence, the Vice President, or by any four Councilmembers when 
their names are typed at the top of each resolution so sponsored 
Committee reports may be sponsored and placed on Council 
agendas by committee Chairpersons or by any two members of 
the appropriate committees. Any committee report can be 
removed from the Council agenda at the committee Chairperson's 
discretion. City Council staff shall inform the Clerk's office of those 
items upon which action is to occur at the Council meeting. The 
Clerk or his or her Deputy shall be responsible for designating 
those items which are on the Council agenda for action with an 
asterisk 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS. 


Rule 12. Powers and Duties. A police officer shall be present at 
all meetings of Council. The police officer shall be under the 
direction of the Presiding Officer, shall serve as security and as 
Sergeant-at-Arms of Council and shall have general charge and 
supervision of the Council Chambers, Councilmember offices, 
committee rooms, Council staff offices and work areas and all 
connecting hallways and passages. 


COUNCILMEMBERS 


Rule 13. Speaking. When a Councilmember desires to speak, he 
or she shall first address the Chair. Debate shall be governed by 
Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure, except where 
superseded by these Rules. When the Presiding Officer desires to 
speak on any agenda item identified as an action item, he or she 
shall turn over the Chair to the Vice Chair. 


Rule_14. Compulsory Vote; Conflict_of_Interest, When a 
question is put to vote by the Chair, every Councilmember present 
shall vote, unless because of an actual or apparent conflict of 
interest, he or she is excused by an affirmative vote of five 
members of Council. Such interest shall be stated by the 
Councilmember for the record in his or her request to be excused 
to the Council, and an affidavit of disclosure shall be filed by the 
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Councilmember with the City Clerk within the appropriate time 
frame. In the event that a Councilmember is present at the Council 
meeting but not in the Council Chambers at the time a vote is 
taken, the vote will be recorded by the City Clerk as a "no" vote 
unless the Councilmember has been excused by the Presiding 
Officer. 


Rule 15. Important Items; Vote Requested. Any matter of 
business requiring the vote of more than five members of Council, 
which is defeated at a meeting at which all members of Council are 
not present, may be reconsidered at either of the first two meetings 
thereafter. (Res. No. 151-A, 3-9-92; Res. No. 7, 1-9-95) 


ORDER OF BUSINESS 


Rule 16, Generally, The order of business of the City Council shall 
be on a printed agenda prepared by the City Clerk. The order of 
business for Council meetings shall be as follows 


1. Roll call; 
2. Invocation and Pledge of Allegiance: 
3. Reading and approval of printed Council proceedings; 
4. Consideration of late items 
5. Tabled items, if any. (Tabled items are to be considered as part 
of the regular portion of the meeting to which they relate) 
6. Special ceremonies and announcements of city events (from 
Councilmembers, Mayor or City Clerk). 
7. Public and Mayor comments on legislative matters (this 
includes: Scheduled public hearings, consent matters, resolutions, 
ordinances for introduction and ordinances for passage.) A person 
may speak for up to three minutes on public hearings and up to 
five minutes on legislative matters. 

a. Scheduled public hearings; and 

b. Other legislative matters, collectively; 
8. Council consideration of legislative matters: 
Consent matters; 
Resolutions for action: 
REPORTS FROM COUNCIL COMMITTEES; 
Ordinances for introduction and setting of public hearing; 
Ordinances for passage 
LATE ITEMS 
9. Reports from City Officers, or Boards and Commissions, 
communications, petitions, and other city-related matters. (Public 
may comment for up to three minutes.) 
10. Motion of excused absence; 
11, Remarks by Councilmembers. 
12. Remarks by Mayor or Executive Assistant; 
13. Adjournment. (Res. No. 214, 5-20-96; Res. No. 037, 2-3-97) 
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Rule 17. Standing Committees. The standing committees of 
Council and their functions are as follows: 


Development and Planning. Reviews economic development 
matters, E.D.C. projects and the five-year plan covering 
development goals, policies, services and overall direction; reviews 
all matters having to do with land use, including zoning, plats and 
historical designations; reviews proposed modifications to the 
Master Plan; reviews acquisition and disposition of public property, 
and reviews changes to C.D.B.G. programming 


General Services. Reviews licensing and regulation matters, 
personnel matters and human services; reviews matters pertaining 
to the arts, cultural and communitywide activities, special events 
and leisure time programs; has general oversight of City 
government operations (except those more specifically covered by 
another standing committee); reviews and prepares amendments 
or revisions — to Council Rules; and develops policies that would 
turn over routine matters to the Administration wherever possible 


Intergovernmental Relations. Represents Council in outreach 
efforts to improve working relationships with other political entities, 
with regional agencies and, internally, with such bodies as the 
Board of Water and Light, the Housing Commission and the 
Lansing Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority. Its 
primary charge is to lead in the exploration of intergovernmental 
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cooperation, toward provision of needed services in the best 
manner by the most appropriate jurisdiction with the least 
duplication of effort, to include specific emphasis on achieving a 
regional approach to various issues 


Public Safety. Reviews service levels and issues related to public 
safety, including police, fire, ambulance, emergency services, 
traffic environment and the building inspection program 


Public Services. Reviews all matters pertaining to wastewater 
treatment, sewer and street needs, long range infrastructure and 
parks and recreation needs and development and the Municipal 
parking system, including parking enforcement and policies. 


Ways and Means. Reviews all proposed modifications to the City's 
annual Budget and program audits prepared by the Internal 
Auditor, the City’s short-range and long-range financial condition, 
workforce needs for City operations and financial impact 
statements developed on proposed actions; and reviews and 
develops policy recommendations on City financial and budget 
matters. (Res. No. 765, 12-18-95) 


Committee on Council Personnel. This Committee shall be 
comprised of four members and shall include the President, the 
Vice-President, one At-Large Councilperson, and one Ward 
Councilperson. The Vice-President shall serve as Chair of the 
Committee. 


The Committee on Council Personnel shall consider, study and 
recommend with respect to the following Council staff matters 
recruitment; selection; discipline; performance evaluations; job 
descriptions; policy and procedure manual development; any other 
personnel matter referred to it by the Council 


Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the President shall 
appoint a Chairperson and Vice Chairperson of each standing 
committee. In the temporary absence of the Chairperson, the Vice 
Chairperson shall act as Chairperson. The standing committees’ 
functions shall be reviewed by the Council President and shall be 
adopted by resolution of Council during January of each year. 


Rule 18. Duties of Committees; Quorum; Discharge of 
Committees. All committees appointed by Council shall thoroughly 
investigate such matters as are referred to them and report their 
findings in a timely manner. 


All committees appointed by Council, other than standing 
committees, shall have a fixed term of life and shall expire at such 
times unless extended by a majority vote of Council 


A quorum of a committee shall be a majority of the committee 
members present 


Acommittee shall be discharged of any matter referred to it by an 
affirmative vote of twothirds of the Councilmembers at the 


Committee of the Whole or City Council meeting 


No Council committee, ad-hoc or standing, shall meet during a 
session of Council unless prior permission has been granted by 
Council. Any Council committee, ad-hoc, standing or Committee of 
the Whole, shall follow these Rules and Mason's Manual of 
Legislative Procedure whenever applicable. Every committee, 
standing or ad-hoc, shall provide an opportunity for the public to 
speak on items designated for action by the committee. The 
Chairperson of each committee, standing or ad-hoc, shall be 
responsible for setting and enforcing the rules governing public 
comment at his or her committee. (Res. No. 151-A, 3-9-92) 


Rule 19. Rules of Decorum for Meetings; Address by Persons. 
The presiding officer shall conduct Council meetings in an orderly 
manner. Members of Council and others in attendance shall obey 
directions of the presiding officer. Citizens attending Council 
meetings may have up to three opportunities to address Council 
Speakers are requested to print their names and addresses on 
registration sheets to assist in the accuracy of the Council 
proceedings. Extensions of speaker time limits are permissible at 


63 
the discretion of the Council. Opportunities to address Council are: 


1. Public hearings. Scheduled public hearings are held on specific 
legislative matters under consideration by Council. A three-minute 
time limit is imposed per speaker. 


2. Comment on legislative matters scheduled for action. Citizens 
may present facts and opinions on legislative matters (consent 
matters, resolutions and ordinances) listed on the Council agenda 
and on such late legislative matters as may be added to the 
agenda. Each speaker is limited to five minutes total on legislative 
matters. 


3. Comment on communications, petitions, and other city related 
matters, including reports from Council Committees, City Officers, 
or Boards and Commissions. Citizens may speak on any City 
government related matter. Each speaker is limited to three 
minutes total. The presiding officer may rule any speaker out of 
order for failing to speak on City government related matters 


THE PURPOSE OF THE CITY COUNCIL MEETING IS TO 
DISCUSS CITY BUSINESS AND NOT TO DEAL WITH 
INDIVIDUAL PERSONALITIES. CONSEQUENTLY, DURING ANY 
CITY COUNCIL MEETING, THE CITY COUNCIL SHALL NOT 
PERMIT A PERSONALLY-ABUSIVE ATTACK UPON ANY 
PERSON DURING DEBATE OR PUBLIC DISCUSSION. 
NOTHING HEREIN IS INTENDED TO LIMIT OR RESTRAIN 
NEGATIVE, POSITIVE OR NEUTRAL COMMENT ABOUT THE 
MANNER IN WHICH AN INDIVIDUAL EMPLOYEE, OFFICER, 
OFFICIAL OR COUNCILMEMBER CARRIES OUT HIS OR HER 
DUTIES IN PUBLIC OFFICE OR EMPLOYMENT. 


CONDUCT CONTRARY TO THE NORMAL PRESENTATION OF 
BUSINESS DURING A COUNCIL MEETING WHICH DISTURBS 
OR INTERRUPTS THE ORDERLY PROCESS OF THE 
PROCEEDING IS NOT PERMITTED A-DISTURBANGE. NO 
SPEAKER SHALL MAKE ANY SLANDEROUS OR PROFANE

IMPEDES THE ORDERLY CONDUCT OF ANY COUNCIL

NO PERSON IN THE AUDIENCE AT A COUNCIL MEETING 
SHALL ENGAGE IN DISORDERLY CONDUCT, INCLUDING THE 
UTTERANCE OF THREATENING OR ABUSIVE LANGUAGE, 
WHISTLING OR STOMPING OF FEET, OR ANY OTHER ACT 
WHICH DISTURBS, DISRUPTS, OR OTHERWISE IMPEDES 
THE ORDERLY CONDUCT OF ANY COUNCIL MEETING OR 
THE PRESENTATION OF ANY SPEAKER. 


ORDINANCES 


Rule 20. Introduction’ Consideration. Ordinances may be 
introduced by Councilmembers at any regular meeting of Council 
in the regular order of business. All ordinances must be in writing 
and shall be approved as to form and section numbers by the City 
Attorney, 


The regular order for consideration of ordinance proposals shall 
be 


1. Introduction, first reading by title; 
2. Referral to the appropriate committee; 

3. Public hearing on the ordinance scheduled by Council, which 
hearing shall be scheduled to be held not sooner than five days 
after notice of the hearing is posted on City bulletin boards; 

4. Report on the ordinance in writing; and 

5. Final reading and passage 


These five steps shall take place in not less than two regular 
meetings of Council. This Rule shall not be suspended except by 
the affirmative vote of six Councilmembers. 


Rule 24. Manner of Introduction; Form. Each ordinance 
introduced shall be accompanied by three true copies, and a copy 
shall be provided to the Mayor and to each Councilmember by the 
City Clerk. In each ordinance amending an existing ordinance, 
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changes or new matter shall be placed in capital type, and matter 
which has been omitted shall be indicated by printing in stricken 
through type. Every ordinance shall have endorsed thereon the 
name of the Councilmember introducing it. In the drafting of 
proposed ordinances, the lines on each page shall be numbered 
consecutively. Proposed ordinances shall be reproduced and 
deposited in the City Clerk's office in sufficient quantity to meet 
reasonable requests for copies. They shall not be printed in 
Official Proceedings of the City Council of the City of Lansing until 
they are finally enacted 


Rule 22. First Reading Referral and Report, All ordinances, on 
introduction, shall be read by title and may be referred to the 
appropriate committee and be reported on in writing by that 
committee before final passage 


Rule 23. Readings. Every ordinance shall receive two readings 
previous to its being passed, and no ordinance shall be amended 
or committed until it has been read once. The first reading shall be 
in full unless otherwise ordered by Council 


Rule 24. Amendment at Final Reading. No amendment shall be 
Teceived for discussion at the final reading of any ordinance 
recommended for passage unless supported by a majority of the 
Councilmembers present and voting thereon, and a vote of five 
Councilmembers is required to adopt any such amendment. 


Rule 25. Commitment Before Final Passage. It shall be in order 
at any time before the final passage of any ordinance to move its 
commitment or recommitment 


Rule 26. Final Vote Publication. On final passage of all 
ordinances, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays and entered 
upon the record of proceedings. No ordinance shall be declared 
passed unless five or more Councilmembers have voted therefor. 
Upon passage, all ordinances shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the City with notice of their passage. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


Rule_27. Chairperson of Committee, When Council resolves 
itself into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall preside, 
except that in his or her absence, the Vice President shall preside. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice President, the 
most recent past President of Council shall preside.(Res. No. 151- 
A,, 39-92) 


Rule 28. Rules in Committee. The Rules of Council shall be 
observed in the Committee of the Whole except for limiting debate 
and moving to vote immediately. A motion that the Committee rise 
shall always be in order and shall be decided without debate 
Motions recommending action by Council shall take precedence in 
the same order as analogous motions in Council. A motion to 
reconsider shall be in order in the Committee of the Whole. (Res. 
No. 92, 3-4-96) 


MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Rule_29. Statement’ Reduction to Writing; Withdrawal, No 
motion or resolution shall be adopted until stated by the Chair. A 
motion shall be reduced to writing if required by any 
Councilmember, and, when presented in writing, shall be read by 
the Clerk before the same shall be open to debate. A resolution 
shall always be reduced to writing before being adopted. Arequest 
by any Councilmember for a reasonable recess to reduce a motion 
or resolution to writing shall always be in order and shall be 
granted. Any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the 
sponsor at any time before decision or amendment 


Rule 30. Precedence of Motions. When a question is under 
debate, no motion shall be received except: 


1. To adjourn; 
2. Totake a recess; 
3. To lay on the table; 
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4. Call to question; 
5. To postpone toa day certain; 
6. Torefer or re-refer; 

7. To amend; or 

8. To postpone indefinitely. 


Such motions shall take precedence in the order in which they 
appear above. 


Rule 31. Motion to Adjourn; Non-debatable Motions. A motion 
to adjourn shalll always be in order. A motion to adjourn, to recess, 
to lay upon the table or to vote immediately, and all questions 
relating to the priority of business, shall be decided without debate 


Rule 32. Motion to Lay on the Table, A decision to lay upon the 
table shall carry with it all questions to which it is attached, except 
in the case of laying an appeal (as explained in Rule 40) on the 
table 


Rule 33. Indefinite Postponement. A motion to postpone 
indefinitely the further consideration of any ordinance, motion, 
resolution or other matter shall require the votes of five 
Councilmembers to carry it, and the vote upon such a motion shall 
not be reconsidered. A motion to lay on the table, or a motion to 
reconsider the vote by which any ordinance, motion or resolution 
has failed to pass Council, if agreed to, shall have the effect of 
postponing indefinitely the consideration hereof, and shall require 
the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 34. Reconsideration, When a question has been once 
decided, it shall be in order for any Councilmember to move the 
reconsideration thereof, but no motion for reconsideration shall be 
in order unless made on the same day the vote was taken, or at 
the next regular meeting of Council. No question shall be 
reconsidered more than once. A motion to reconsider the vote by 
which any ordinance, motion or resolution has passed Council 
shall require the votes of five Councilmembers to carry it 


Rule 35. Effect of Tabling Motion to Reconsider. It shall not be 
in order to take from the table a motion to reconsider, nor shall the 
vote whereby any motion to reconsider was laid on the table be 
reconsidered. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


n, Any Councilmember may call for a 
division of any pending question, which shall be divided if it 
comprehends propositions so distinct that if one is taken away, a 
substantive proposition shall remain 


Rule 37. Roll Call Vote. The affirmative and negative votes shall 
be taken and recorded on all ordinances, and whenever requested 
by one or more Councilmembers, on any other matter. 


Rule 38. Other Business Cannot Interrupt Roll Call. When the 
yeas and nays are demanded upon any question, and after the 
question is stated by the Chair, the Clerk is directed to call the roll 
After the first vote is given, no Councilmember shall be entitled to 
speak on the question, nor shall any motion be in order until such 
roll call is completed and the result declared 


Rule 39. Appeals. Any Councilmember may appeal from any 
decision of the Chair. On all appeals the question shall be: "shail 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of Council?” 
Appeals shall be debatable except when Council is under 
operation of the order to vote immediately, or when the decision 
appealed from relates to the priority of business. 


Rule 40. Laying Appeal Upon the Table. Any appeal may be laid 
upon the table, but it shall not carry with it the subject matter 
before Council at the time such appeal is taken 


Rule 44, Suspension of Rules. Any Rule may be suspended by a 
vote of six Councilmembers 
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Rule 42. Amendment; Repeal and Re-Adoption of Rules. A 
motion to amend or repeal any Council Rule shall require the votes 
of five Councilmembers. These Rules may be revised or amended 
and re-adopted by Council as it deems appropriate. A motion made 
under this Rule shall not be considered for adoption sooner than 
the next Council meeting 


Rule 43. Parliamentary Practice. The rules of parliamentary 
practice comprised in Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure 
shall govern in all cases in which they are not inconsistent with the 
standing Rules and orders of Council or the City Charter during all 
meetings of Council and its committees and committees appointed 
by Council 


Rule 44. Closed Sessions. Council shall meet in closed session 
for the following purposes only. 


1. To consider the dismissal, suspension or disciplining of, or to 
hear complaints or charges brought against, a public officer, 
employee, staff member or individual agent, when the named 
person requests a closed hearing; 


2.For strategy and negotiation sessions connected with the 
negotiation of a collective bargaining agreement when either 
negotiating party request a closed hearing; 


3. To consider the purchase or lease of real property by the City up 
to the time an option to purchase or lease that real property is 
obtained; 


4. To consult with the City Attorney or any of his or her assistants 
regarding trial or settlement strategy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only when an open meeting would have a 
detrimental financial effect on the litigation or settlement position of 
the public body; 


5. To review the specific contents of an application for employment 
or appointment to a public office when the candidate requests that 
the application remain confidential. However, all interviews by 
Council for employment or appointment to a public office shall be 
held in an open meeting.

Jenny Leaf of 1800 E. Grand River Ave., Coordinator for After 
Hours Emergency Services at the Red Cross said that emergency 
shelter is their most frequently requested service. They are funded 
by the Family Independence Agency. They received a $98,000,.00 
grant for this year, and by the end of January the entire amount 
was used up. Their caseload has increased dramatically this year. 


Catharine Mulder a volunteer at the After Hours Emergency 
Services Program at the Red Cross, said that it is more difficult to 
provide shelter for families because they are unable to be sent to 
homeless shelters. 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. lonia thanked Councilmembers 
Leeman and Bauer for their votes on the Historic District Issues 
last week. She thanked the Mayor for the letter notifying Council of 
the withdrawal of Mr. Rycus’ petition. His recommendations are 
positive and provide a way for everyone to move forward. They 
need an opportunity to talk to each other. The general public and 
City Council must dialogue together about what historic districts 
are. Alot of people are scared of historic districts because of the 
codes that govern them. Everyone has to live with codes. Zoning 
codes, building codes, housing codes, etc. These codes are all 
much more extensive than the historic district code. She opposes 
the denial of the Riverpoint request for designation, and any ill 
conceived moratorium on historic districts 


Ellen Sprouls of 616 W. lonia thanked Councilmembers Bauer and 
Leeman for their votes last week, and Mayor Hollister for his letter 
tonight. She read a definition of the purpose of a historic district 
ordinance and urged Council to do what they can to promote 
historic districts. She opposes the establishment of a moratorium 
on historic districts because the Ordinance has a sunset clause 
and the City could lose tax dollars if a moratorium is adopted 


Robert Morse of 311 Seymour, an Historic Preservation Officer, 
said that he is a former member of the Historic District 
Commission. He spoke regarding the Krentel Block District 
recission letter that the Mayor sent to Councilmembers. He wants 
the record to correctly reflect that at no time did the Study 
Committee consider the value of a Riverpoint District in it's 
consideration of the Krentel Block District. They considered this 
application on it's own demerits. This was one of the saddest 
presentations he has ever seen in 20 years of dealing with Historic 
Preservation. It would have been inappropriate for the Committee 
to consider the balance of the neighborhood and it's wishes with 
respect to the Krentel Block application. The criteria they used 
was defined by the ordinance. He outlined the criteria that would 
be improper, if used. Councilmembers need to read this 
ordinance, and so does the administration 


Willy Williams of 505 W. Lenawee said that he has tried for many 
years to get churches to open their doors as shelters for the 
homeless at night. They refuse because of the potential for 
vandalism. He wished “Happy Valentines’ to Alexis and Jessica 


Paul Novak of 1132 S. Genesee spoke regarding the designation 
of Historic Districts. There are 718 houses in East Lansing that 
have received historic district status. There currently are only 28 in 
Lansing. We are underutilizing this tax program in Lansing 
Assuming a median income of $37,000.00 per year, over a course 
of 5 years the City of Lansing and home owners, with homes that 
qualify to receive historic status, could be eligible to receive 4.13 
million dollars in recovered tax dollars that could be put back into 
their homes and increase investment in housing in the City. He 
encouraged people watching this meeting tonight who have a 
house that is over 50 years old to look at their 1998 income tax 
forms and look at line 25 and see how much money they paid to 
the state government that they could have been able to invest in 
their homes rather than having it go to state government. We need 
to look at what we want to do in this city. We need to leverage 
investment in our housing. Historic district status has to be looked 
at 
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Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope thanked Councilmembers 
Leeman and Bauer for their wisdom in the past few days. People 
have a right to tell Council what they are doing wrong. This has 
gotten some people off of council. Councilmembers are not 100% 
accurate, but some people listen to them. He does not have time 
to figure out what to recycle and what not to recycle. He keeps 
trying to recycle but the items he is recycling keep coming back to 
him 


Kelly McKeever said she is a business owner in Lansing. She 
‘owns Indigo 7, which is a non-alcoholic dance club. She has been 
getting harassed by certain City Departments and is being 
subjected to unfair treatment. She has received two citations for 
violations of the noise ordinance. She asked for Council's help. 


Joan Sheldon, a Member of the Board of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association, read a letter from their President, 
Monica Slowinski, reaffirming their commitment to Historic 
Districts. They support the Riverpoint Neighborhood Association's 
request for historic district status. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that she wants to know if the 
City would consider paying for the sidewalk work on Sheridan Rd 
The residents over there need help.

Five years ago, they had a crisis about how to provide 
essential services without raising taxes. Now they have reduced 
their taxes without a reduction in services. They were invited to 
come and tell their story at an afternoon seminar for managers, 
fiscal analysts and planners. This will be an afternoon session that 
is free and open to the public. Anyone interested in learning from 
our Canadian brothers and sisters about the same issues that we 
are struggling with, is invited to attend 


Councilmember Bauer urged members of the audience to attend 
the Housing Seminar that will be held this Saturday, in Council 
Chambers. Representatives from the firm that performed the 
research for the City Council Study will be on hand to discuss 
demographics, plans for the future and where we are now

Section 1. That Chapter 5, Section 5.58 of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be read as follows 


Sec. 5.58. Requirements when leaving motor vehicle 
unattended; violation as civil infraction. 


(1) Aperson who has control or charge of a motor vehicle shall 
not allow such vehicle to stand unattended on any street or any 
other place without first stopping the engine, locking the ignition, 
removing and taking possession of the ignition key, effectively 
setting the brakes thereon, and, when standing on any grade, 
turning the front wheels of such vehicle to the curb or side of the 
street. The provisions of this section that pertain to the locking of 
the ignition and removing and taking possession of the ignition key 
do not apply to motor vehicles that are manufactured with an 
ignition 3ystem which does not have a key and which is incapable 
of being locked 


FOR PURPOSES OF THIS SECTION, THE TERM 
“UNATTENDED” SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO MEAN A 
MOTOR VEHICLE WITH AN ENGINE THAT HAS BEEN 
ACTIVATED BY A REMOTE STARTER SYSTEM, WHEN THE 
VEHICLE IS LOCKED, AND WHEN THE IGNITION KEYS ARE 
NOTIN VEHICLE. 


(2) A person who violates this section is responsible for a civil

Fishes Overnight Emergency Shelter located on the Comer of 
Oakland and Sycamore.

This is held annually to give young people a sense of real world 
work experience, and a sense of what jobs and careers they might 
pursue would look like. 


c. President Murphy along with Councilmember Meyer, Police

Deb Frederick, Chair of the Board of Police Commissioners, said 
that She has been on this Commission for around 4 years. Mr. 
Walker has served as Her mentor and shared very willingly of his 
professional experience and his good common sense, which is 
hard to come by these days. He’s provided a lot of experience on 
their board, She read a resolution adopted by the Board of Police 
Commissioners lauding Mr. Walker's service on the Board. 


Chief Johnson extended his appreciation on behalf of the men and 
women of the Lansing Police Department. They are better at 
providing customer service to the community because of Mr. 
Walker's service on this board. Sometimes people do not 
understand the role of the Board of Police Commissioners, and 
how impactful their influence is on the Police Department. Mr. 
Walker has moved the Department towards being more open and 
cooperative with the Citizens of Lansing. He wishes him well in all 
of his future endeavors. 
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Pete Canady commended Mr. Walker, saying, that He has been a 
constant source of support for this Board, and they will still count 
on him for advice. 


Andy George, Assistant Chief of Police, stated his appreciation for 
Mr. Walker's support, and thanked him for it 


Willard Walker said that most of his family is in Florida, however, 
his Grandson Brandon is here tonight. He introduced Brandon 


Walker to the audience. He thanked Council and the 
Administration for their kind words on his behalf, and said that he 
accepts their comments with humility. Being a Police 


Commissioner is not an easy job, but you do not ask for such a 
thing when you perform public service. You just do the job you are 
given. The Police Department is in good shape. He met wonderful 
people in his service to the City and has had opportunities to do 
things that he would not have otherwise had. It is good to know 
how the Police Department works. He thanked everyone for their 
time and kind words. 


d. Sandra Hearns, Coordinator for the City of Lansing on the 
Census 2000 Complete Count Committee, said that she is here to 
make sure that every man, woman, boy and girl is counted in this 
year's census. There will be two models of the Census form this 
year, the short form and the long form. This is big because of what 
it can do for the City of Lansing. The count of people in a 
particular area dealing with race, age, sex, etc. is used by the 
Federal Government to help bring Federal dollars into the State 
and thus into the cities. It decides the Federal share of funds to be 
used for roadwork, etc. and generates maps to be used for 
analysis. It can help businessmen and investors decide where to 
locate new businesses and plan for housing developments. It 
helps the school district plan programs and millages. Additionally, it 
generates temporary jobs. The number to call to work for the 
Census is will be aired over the City Television station for those 
interested in securing temporary employment. It only takes about 
10 minutes to fill out the short form, but even if you get the long 
form, please fill it out. In the last Census there were hard to count 
areas in the central core of the City. There will be assistance 
centers this year for those who require assistance in completing 
their forms. In the last few months General Motors has decided to 
build a plant here, Old Town has been improved, Potter Park and 
Foster Park have been improved and there are more 
improvements coming off the drawing boards. We want to keep 
making it happen in Lansing, so please fill out your form and make 
your mark so that the census is accurate. She asked 
Councilmembers to serve as ambassadors and urge people to fill 
their census form out and mail it back.

PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an Amendment to Chapter 630 by Adding a 
New Section, 630.15, for the Purpose of Providing for the Seizure 
and Abatement as a Public Nuisance of Vehicles used or Intended 
to be Used for Lewd Conduct, Assignation, Solicitation or 
Prostitution, and Establishing a Procedure for Redemption of Such 
Vehicles 


Kathy Curtis of the Riverpoint Neighborhood Watch stated her 
support for this amendment. She sees how Police have tried to 
stop prostitution and drug sales only to arrest people and then 
have them released back onto the street again. In Riverpoint, they 
can tell when something is going down because of the heavy 
traffic. 


Antonia Miernik of 629 W. Lapeer, President of the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association, said that they support this amendment 
too. When spring comes you can count on two things, flowers 
blooming and prostitution and loud boom boxes. 
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Ty Sanford, a resident of the Cherry Hill district stated his support 
for this amendment. He is angry with prostitutes and pimps in his 
area. He is also angry with himself for not doing something to put 
a stop to this before now. He supports this amendment. This is 
not a victimless crime. Neighbors, johns and prostitutes are all 
victims. This is something that needs to be worked on beyond this 
ordinance, but this is a very good first step. 


Penelope Godfrey of Cherry St. said that she has had problems 
with prostitutes working the streets in her neighborhood. Last 
week a prostitute approached her and asked if she had been the 
one to turn her in 


Ruby S. Brown of 615 Hilliard said that she supports this 
amendment. She is concerned that she will get even more 
prostitutes in her neighborhood now that a Liquor Store has moved 
in 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that She has been 
talking about this for years. She blessed Councilmember Bauer for 
introducing this amendment. This will empower the police and the 
neighbors. State law gives the same authority to impound these 
cars for probable cause. Hopefully we can move foward and get 
people out the Lansing that do not belong in it 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that we need solutions, 
not more problems. This is a worthy endeavor, but she has done a 
lot of reading on civil forfeiture, and this will cause problems. We 
need to get back to the goal of modifying behavior. Civil penalties 
that deprive people of legal representation are not the way to go. It 
can be very difficult to get to court to defend yourself. There is still 
a bill pending before the Senate to put an end to Civil Forfeiture. 
This will not end prostitution. People are subject to lapses in 
judgement. Just because you put the car on the line, it will not 
deter them. People put their lives and homes on the line for this all 
the time. We should enforce the laws that we have and not take 
away any more civil liberties by doing something that should have 
been done under criminal procedures

Councilmember Bauer announced that Jack Nelson, Manger of the 
Building Safety Division is here to answer any questions members 
of the audience might have. We are currently enforcing the 1999 
Edition of the National Electrical Code. This is the same Code. 
That is the same code that the State of Michigan is under and 
wants us to adopt

» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


David Zimmerman of 1145 S. Grand Ave., President of the 
Riverpoint Neighborhood Association, thanked Councilmembers 
for the resolution approving historic grant funds for his 
neighborhood. This will be a good thing for his neighborhood. He 
does not have all the facts yet, but he feels that this should be 
studied. They have a lot of problems in the Riverpoint area, but 
their biggest one is an undeserved reputation. Pretty soon there 
will be a spotlight on Riverpoint. There may be an inter-city train 
that will run between Lansing and Detroit stopping at the old depot 
on Washington Ave. People will be able to view a beautifully 
restored Riverpoint Neighborhood 
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Kevin Smith, Chair of the R.E. Olds Transportation Museum Board 
of Directors, said that their roof is leaking severely. They rent this 
facility from the City of Lansing. They are asking for temporary 
funding to fix the roof. They are committed to sitting down with the 
Mayor's Office and look at how to fix their problems. They have 
had $165,000.00 worth of work done on this building, and they 
want to stay in it 


Councilmember Adado said that he has their bids for roof repair. 
The General Services Committee reviewed this issue last week. 
He would like to have Mr. Smith's material added as a late item 
and referred to the General Services Committee. 


Ellen Sproul, Director of Impression 5 Science Center, and 
President of their Condominium Association stated her support of 
City Funding for Roof Repair at the R.E. Olds Transportation 
Museum . She urged Councilmembers to support the transfer of 
funds that will be necessary to fix their roof, and to support 
continuation of their lease for the building. They have invested a 
lot of money into these sites and they bring in 250 visitors to the 
City per month. The Rivertrail runs along this property, one of the 
best points on the Rivertrail is between this property and the City 
Market. Over $1,200,000.00 has been spent by cultural institutions 
for improvement of this site. They work very closely together. 
They moved into these sites at the urging of the City and with the 
assurances of the City Council. She hopes their work has not 
been in vain. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes Ave. said that he comes to a lot of 
ballgames. He walks from downtown to the Ballpark along 
Michigan Ave. He supports the placement of skateboard parks in 
Ranney Park and Davis Park so that kids will stop skating on 
downtown streets. He urged Councilmembers to remember what 
happens when bonds are sold for the CSO Program and the 
money is used for construction of the project, Last year they had a 
real problem with construction on the North End with businesses 
being disrupted for months on end. Council needs to provide a 
severe penalty for contractors who do not complete their jobs on 
time. This is costly to businesses. There was a great article in 
today's newspaper about Saturnino Rodriguez. He commended 
Dr. Rodriguez on his commitment to our kids. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated his support for skate parks. 
He wants roller skating rink too. He is concerned about fund 
raising, because not a lot of people in lansing have a lot of money 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. Ionia stated her support for the 
transfer of funds for the R.E. Olds Transportation Museum roof 
repair. This is a former industrial area of the City that brings in 
nearly 1/4 million people per year. The Greater Lansing 
Convention/Exhibition Center mentions these places when they 
bring groups into the City. There is an article in today's newspaper 
about the Arts Center. The river is a true asset to the City, the site 
that these cultural attractions are located on is on the low bank, 
which is the floodplain. It is also a contaminated site. There are, 
or were, underground tanks located on these sites that were used 
by the bus company when it was located there. Any changes to 
this site would need to be thought out beforehand, because costly 
remediation would be necessary. This is an historical site where 
the patent on the gasoline automobile engine was obtained in 
Lansing. 


Pete Boscheff of 227 Custer said that the skateboard parks are a 
citizen driven project. They came to the City and asked for Skate 
Parks and came forward to help get the job done. This has been 
an 18 month process. He thanked everyone who worked on this 
project, especially the Board of Directors, who have worked 
tirelessly. This is the final move for the first phase of the project. 
He urged Councilmembers to approve these plans. 


George Likewise 118 Lexington in E. Lansing, Chair of the Finance 
Committee and a member of the Steering Committee on 
Skateboard Parks thanked Councilmembers andthe 
Administration for supporting their project. This can be an example 
for other cities to help them improve their quality of life. We have a 
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large wave of young people coming on that will take advantage of 
these parks. This will spur on improvement of other parks as well 
They will improve participation of entire families doing activities all 
together. He thanked Parks Director Reickel for his vision in 
supporting activities for today’s youth. He will be missed in years 
to come after he retires. He thanked the volunteer steering 
committee for their enthusiasm for this project that can bring 
families and the community back together 


Rod MacDonald of 615 Westmoreland said that he is the Father of 
Andy MacDonald, number one ranked skateboarding champion of 
the world. When his son was growing up he had a very difficult 
time finding a place to skate. Now he feels that he owes it to the 
community to help move this project forward. They had over 1,000 
kids come out a few months ago to see Andy skate. This shows 
that these kids just need a place to skate. Andy has pledged his 
support to this park. Additionally Sobe and Airwalk, two of Andy's 
Sponsors are willing to help Andy in his home park in California 
and may be willing to help Lansing too. 


John Slowinski of 6501 Rosedale, Lansing Resident for 27 Years, 
member of the location Committee and Director of the Steering 
Committee for Skateboard Parks, thanked Councilmembers, Parks 
Director Reickel and former Councilmember Ellen Beal for their 
guidance on this project. He is proud to be a part of this 
community. They will finance and build quality facilities at these 
locations. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph stated her support for the 
reappointment of Dr. Calvin Anderson to the Board of Ethics. They 
need someone strong on this Board because they are going to get 
a lot of complaints. 


Councilmember Meyer thanked the City of E. Lansing for working 
closely with the City of Lansing on the Skateboard Park issue. He 
also thanked Mr. MacDonald and His Son, Andy for their 
contributions.

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. NU 0023400 (the 
"NPDES Permit") requiring the City of Lansing (the "City") to 
develop a final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
"CSO Control Program") to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (subsequently 
restructured and renamed the Department of Environmental 
Quality and collectively hereafter refer-red to as the "DEQ") for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, 
DEQ, acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality 
Division, has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the 
City in compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of 
Michigan 1994 ("Act 451") enables a city to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit issued 
by the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council has stated its intention to authorize 
the issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds in one or more 
series pursuant to Act 451 in an amount not to exceed Twelve 
Million Dollars ($12,000,000) for the purpose of financing the 


Moore's Park Trunk Sewer and Red Cedar Area K Improvements 
(the "Improvements", included in Phase Ill, Segment 2 of the 
Combined Sewer Overflow Improvements Project Plan required by 
the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City's consulting engineers and submitted for 
approval by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council previously approved a Notice of Intent 
to Issue Bonds for Public Service Department Combined Sewer 
Overflow Project Resolution (the "Notice"), which, in compliance 
with the requirements of Section 5(g) of the Home Rule Cities Act, 
Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended ("Act .279"), 
required the City Clerk to cause to be published, on Friday, 
February 4, 2000, in the Lansing State Journal, an official notice to 
electors and taxpayers of the City of Lansing of intent to issue 
bonds (the "Notice of Intent") which describes the bonds to be 
issued to finance construction of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, based on the Bids, the City now estimates that the 
amount of bonds necessary to be issued to finance the 
Improvements will not exceed $10,000,000, and wishes to formally 
limit its authorization to issue such bonds to such lower amount; 
and 


WHEREAS, the DEQ has requested that the City confirm, prior to 
the March 2, 2000 date that the DEQ is scheduled to issue its 
Order of Approval. the City’s intent to proceed to finance OF the 
Improvements as described above, so long as no petition is 
received under Act 279 requesting a public referendum with 
respect to such issue pursuant to the Notice; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter Ill, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance 
Act, Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, 
permits a municipality to authorize, within limitations which shall be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete the authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, PROVIDED THAT NO PETITION IS 
RECEIVED BY THE CITY PURSUANT TO THE NOTICE AND 
SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, IT |S HEREBY RESOLVED THAT: 


1. The Improvements. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program 
approved by DEQ in accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City 
shall acquire and construct the Improvements. The estimated 
period of usefulness of the improvements is not less than forty (40) 
years. 


2. Authorized Officer. The term “Authorized Officer" as used in 
this Resolution shall refer to any one of the following city officers: 
the Finance Director, the Director of Public Service, the Mayor, or 
the City Clerk. 


3. Authorization of Bond Issuance. A bond of the City 
designated Combined Sewer Overflow Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond (Phase Ill, Segment 2) Series | (the "Bond") is 
authorized to be issued for the purpose of paying a portion of the 
costs of the Improvements, including costs incidental to the 
issuance, sale and delivery of the Bond 


THE BOND SHALL NOT BE ISSUED: (A) IF ANY PETITION IS 
RECEIVED PURSUANT TO SECTION 5(G) OF ACT 279, 
REQUESTING A REFERENDUM WITH RESPECT TO SUCH 
ISSUE, (B) UNLESS THE CITY HAS RECEIVED AN EXCEPTION 
FROM PRIOR APPROVAL FROM THE LOCAL AUDIT AND 
FINANCE DIVISION OF THE STATE OF MICHIGAN 
DEPARTMENT TREASURY AND (C) UNLESS THE CITY HAS 
RECEIVED APPROVAL FROM THE DEQ -;OF THE PLANS AND 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR THE IMPROVEMENTS. 
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4. Bond Details, The Bond shall be issued in the aggregate 
principal sum not to exceed Ten Million Dollars ($10,000,000) or 
such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the "Principal Amount") and approved by 
the DEQ and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 
“Authority"), pursuant to the Notice of Intent. 


The Bond shall be issued in substantially the form of Appendix A, 
with such modifications as may be necessary to reflect changes in 
Bond terms or details determined by an Authorized Officer at or 
prior to the time of sale pursuant to authority granted by this 
Resolution. The Authorized Officer shall have the authority to 
make such changes in the form of Bond as shall be requested by 
the Authority, deemed reasonable by an Authorized Officer and not 
in conflict with the law or provisions of this Resolution. The Bond 
shall be in the form of a single fully-registered, nonconvertible, 
non-chargeable Bond of the denomination of the Principal Amount, 
dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, or such other date as 
may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of 
the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


The Bond shall be payable in serial principal installments on 
October | of each year beginning October 1, 2002, or on such 
other dates as may be determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by the DEQ and the 
Authority. The schedule of serial principal installments shall be 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by DEQ and the Authority. Interest on the Bond will 
be payable as provided under Section 5, on October 1, 2000, and 
semiannually thereafter on April 1 of and October 1 of each year 
until maturity or earlier prepayment of said installment, or on such

The Bond or serial principal installments thereof will be subject to 
prepayment prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as. 
provided in the form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by the DEQ and the Authority. 


Final determination of certain Bond details, including the Principal 
Amount and the dates and amounts of principal installments, shall 
be evidenced by execution of the purchase contract to be executed 
between the City and the Authority as described below. 


5. Sale of Bond Calculation of Repayment Obligations. The 
City shall sell the Bond to the Authority at par value and at an 
interest rate of not to exceed two and one-half percent (2.50%) per 
annum. The Bond shall be delivered in accordance with the 
delivery instructions of the Authority, 


Proceeds of the sale of the Bond shall not be received in one lump 
sum. Rather, the Authority shall purchase principal installments of 
the Bond (the ‘Purchased Principal Installments") from the 
Authority as such purchases are approved by the DEQ. These 
Purchased Principal Installments shall be deemed to correspond to 
the serial principal installments contained in the Bond in direct 
chronological order of said serial principal installments. The City 
shall have no obligation to repay any serial principal installments 
for which the City did not receive proceeds from corresponding 
Purchased Principal Installments of at least a like amount 


Interest on the Bond shall only accrue on the purchased 
installments, and shall accrue based on the amount of and 
purchase date of such installments. In the event less than the 
Principal Amount of the Bond is purchased by the Authority, any 
portion of the Principal Amount is prepaid as provided below, or 
any serial principal payment becomes due before the City has 
received proceeds from corresponding Purchased Principal 
Installments of at least a like amount, then the Authority may 
prepare a new serial principal installment repayment schedule 
acceptable to the City. 


6. Bond Register, Record of Payments. The Bond shall be 
registered on the bond register maintained by the finance director. 
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The finance director shall record on the bond register payment by 
the City of each installment of principal or interest or both when 
made and the canceled checks or other records evidencing such 
payments shall be returned to and retained by the finance director 
and shall be conclusive evidence of such payments and the 
obligation of the City with respect to such payments shall be 
discharged to the extent of such payments.

7. Execution and Delivery, The Bond shall be executed in the

8. LTGO Nature of Bond. The Bond is anticipated to be paid from 
funds lawfully available to the City for this purpose such as 
revenues derived from the operation of the City's sewage disposal 
system, and ad valorem taxes pursuant to a pledge of the City's 
limited tax full faith and credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax 
general obligation of the City. As such, it shall be payable as a first 
budget obligation from the general fund of the City and from taxes 
imposed on all taxable property in the City, subject to applicable 
constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate limitations 
Commencing with the year 2000, there shall be levied upon the tax 
rolls of the City in the manner required by the provisions of Act

due prior to the next annual tax levy; provided, however, that if at

9. Debt Retirement Payments. The Finance Director is authorized 
and directed to open a separate depositary account with a bank or 
trust company to be designated CSO Debt Retirement Fund (the 
"Debt Retirement Fund’), the moneys to be deposited into the Debt 
Retirement Fund to be specifically earmarked and used solely for 
the purpose of paying principal of and interest on the Bond and 
additional future series of bonds issued by the City for the 
purposes of completing construction of the Improvements as such 
principal and interest become due. The Finance Director is further 
authorized and directed to pay, or cause to be paid, from the Debit 
Retirement Fund or other available funds, all payments of principal, 
if any, and interest on the Bond to the Authority's depository, or in 
the event the Authority is no longer the owner of the Bond, to the 
owner of the Bond, in accordance with the requirements of the 
Bond 


10. _ Construction Fund. The proceeds of the Bond and the 
prior series of bonds issued by the City for the purposes of 
completing construction of the Improvements and no other moneys 
shall be deposited in a fund designated as the CSO Limited Tax 
General Obligation Bond Construction Fund (the "Construction 
Fund"). Said moneys shall be used solely for the purposes for 
which the Bond, and other bonds issued for the CSO Control 
Program, are issued. Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of 
the sale of the Bond remaining after completion of the 
Improvements herein authorized may be used at the discretion of 
the Director of Public Service for further Improvements included in 
the CSO Control Program required by the NPDES Permit. Any 
remaining balance after such expenditure shall be used for the 
prepayment of installments of the Bond or the purchase of 
installments of the Bond at not more than the fair market value 
thereof. 


The appropriation of moneys for "eligible" (not to exceed the 
maximum Principal Amount of the bond) and "ineligible" costs of 
the Improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority and 
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DEQ) is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used solely for 
the purposes of making Improvements included in the CSO Control 
Program required by the NPDES Permit, and ancillary related 
expenses. After completion of the Improvements and disposition 
of remaining proceeds, if any, of the Bond pursuant to the 
provisions of this section, the construction fund may be closed 


11, _ Mutilated, Lost, Stolen or Destroyed Bonds. In the event 
any Bond is mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed, the Mayor and the 
City Clerk may, on behalf of the City, execute and deliver a new 
Bond having a number not then outstanding, of like date, maturity 
and denomination as that mutilated, lost, stolen or destroyed.

> Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Richard Leeper of P.O. Box 26134 in Lansing said that he has 
spent the last 3% weeks watching people snag fish from the 
Brenke Fish Ladder. He found out that in 1986 an ordinance was 
passed preventing fishing from the ladder, but no warning signs 
were ever posted. He has found that the ordinance is inadequate 
and needs to be amended to extend the boundaries to create a 
rectangular zone 182 by 22'. His investigation has shown that 7- 
8 people out of 10 that fish by the ladder are snagging. We need 
to make sure that there is no chance of someone being hit by a 
fish hood. We need more enforcement of the parks ordinances. 
Prostitution goes on in City Parks, and that would be helped by 
increased patrol of parks too 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Dr. spoke regarding the need 
for increased business in the downtown area. The reason 
downtown does not get more business is because they do not 
have free parking. The malls all have free parking and the 
Principal Shopping District does not. He came to tonight's meeting 
by bus, because he does not want to pay to park. He reported 
some signs that are posted on light posts advertising sales 
promotions to the Public Service Department. They told him that 
light posts are under the jurisdiction of the Board of Water and 
Light and they do not get involved. The Board is not in the 
downtown area anymore. There are already parking problems in 
downtown and now they want to use one of the parking areas that 
we have to put a building on, across from the baseball park. You 
cannot solve the problems downtown until there is free parking. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes said that the Citizens for a Better 
Lansing have discussed the issue of hiring a new Police Chief. 
They wrote a letter advocating that the new chief be selected from 
within the ranks. Also, they want a return to community policing 
like theprograms in Sparrow Estates, Neighbors United in Action 
and Fabulous Acres has. They do not want a national search 
They want the decisions made about the new chief in a public 
meeting, rather than in closed session 


Frank Curtis “X" no address given, said that Council treats them 
like second class citizens, He lost his oldest brother last week 
Chief Johnson did a lot for this city. He supports the promotion of 
Andy George, Assistant Chief of Police to the Chief's job. He 
agrees that they should promote from within so that the new chief 
already has knowledge of the City. He is still trying to get a cultural 
center on theSouth Side. They need something for their kids to do. 
They need a place to go and play and dance 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes spoke regarding a recent 
trend to make everything upscale. This just means that someone 
wants to drive prices up. This is good if you want to sell 
something, but bad if you are trying to buy something. The tax 
assessor likes it and the City Treasurer likes it, so does the Mayor. 
But it is bad if you are looking to buy an affordable house or to rent 
an affordable house. It is bad if you are on a fixed income and not 
riding the tide of inflation to the good life. Increases in real estate 
prices and the wages everyone needs are bad news if you are 
being taxed out of your home. She does not want an upscale 
Lansing. She wants an affordable Lansing where futures are built 
and people can get themselves on their feet. You would find less 
women going out on the streets to sell themselves for money. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph thanked the voters for the 
message they sent to Governor Engler. This is the biggest turn out 
ever. She is really happy that people decided to come out and 
vote. It is silly to make excuses for law breakers. She is glad that 
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the Police want to have these laws. This is not going to make the 
police corrupt. They are not talking about civil forfeiture, they are 
talking about civil detention. A few months at a time is all, they are 
not taking cars away from people forever. We need to study this 
much further. This works well in many larger cities. The Senate 
law that was mention would not have anything to do with this 
ordinance, it is a whole other issue. She urged Councilmembers to 
give this law a chance.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO. 
AMEND SECTIONS 1424.01, 1424.03, 1424.10, 1424.13 and 
142414 OF CHAPTER 1424 OF THE LANSING CODE OF

NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Sections 1424.01, 1424.03, 1424.10, 1424.13 and 
1424.14 of Chapter 1424 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan be amended to be read as follows: 


1424.05 


(A) PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY VESTED IN THE CITY BY

1424 03 DEFINITIONS. 


For the purpose of this chapter, certain terms, phrases, words and 
their derivatives shall be construed as specified in this section 
Where terms are not defined, they shall have their ordinarily 
accepted meanings within the context in which they are used. 
Webster's Third New International Dictionary of the English 
Language, Unabridged, copyright 1986, shall be considered as 
providing ordinarily accepted meanings. Words used in the 
singular include the plural, and the plural the singular. Words used 
in the masculine gender include the feminine, and the feminine the 
masculine. 
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a. "Approved agency" means an established and recognized 
agency regularly engaged in conducting tests or furnishing 
inspection services, when the agency has been approved by the 
Building Official 


b. "Approved as to materials, equipment and method of 
construction" means approved by the Building Official as the result 
of investigation and tests conducted by the Building Official, or by 
reason of accepted principles or tests by recognized authorities or 
technical or scientific organizations 


c. "Building Code" means the Uniform Building Code promulgated 
by the International Conference of Building Officials, as adopted by 
the City, 


d. "Building Official" means the BUILDING SAFETY MANAGER 
charged with the administration and enforcement of this Electrical 
Code, or a duly authorized representative. He or she is the 
authority having jurisdiction over this Electrical Code. 


e."Chief Electrical Inspector" means the person providing 
expertise for the Building Official in the area of electrical 
regulations. 


f. "Code enforcement agency" means the BUILDING SAFETY 
OFFICER OF THE CITY, WHICH IS charged with the function of 
code enforcement AND IS under the administration and 
operational control of the Building Official 


g. “Electrical Code" means the STATE APPROVED MICHIGAN 
STATE ELECTRICAL CODE. 


h. "Electrical contractor" means any person, firm or corporation 
engaged in the business of erecting, installing, altering, repairing, 
servicing or maintaining electrical wiring devices, appliances or 
equipment 


i, "Electrical journeyman" means any person, other than an 
electrical contractor, who, as his or her principal occupation, is 
engaged in the practical installation or alteration of electrical wiring 
An electrical contractor or master electrician may also be an 
electrical journeyman 


j. “Electrical wiring" means all wiring, generating equipment, 
fixtures, appliances and appurtenances in connection with the 
generation, distribution and utilization of electrical energy, within or 
‘on a building, residence, structure or property, including service 
entrance wiring 


k. "Firewall" has the same meaning as an “area separation wall," 
as used in the Building Code. 


|. “Listed and listing" are terms referring to equipment and 
materials which are shown in a list published by an approved 
testing agency, qualified and equipped for experimental testing and 
maintaining an adequate periodic inspection of current 
productions, which listing states that the material or equipment 
complies with accepted national standards which are approved or 
standards which have been evaluated for conformity with approved 
standards 


m."Master electrician" means a person having the necessary 
qualifications, training, experience and technical knowledge to 
supervise the installation of wiring and equipment in accordance 
with the standard rules and regulations governing such work 


1424.10 BOARD OF APPEALS. 


a. In General, In order to determine the suitability of alternative 
materials and methods of installation and to provide for reasonable 
interpretations of this Electrical Code, there shall be and is hereby 
created a CONSTRUCTION Board of Appeals, ELECTRICAL 
DIVISION, consisting of members who are qualified by experience 
and training to pass upon matters pertaining to design, 
construction, installation and maintenance of electrical systems 
and equipment. The Chief Electrical Inspector shall be an ex officio 


member and shall act as Secretary of the Board, but shall be 
appointed by the Council and shall hold office at its pleasure. The 
board shall adopt rules of procedure for conducting its business 
and shall render all decisions and findings in writing to the 
appellant with a duplicate copy to the Building Official 


b. Limitations of Authority. The CONSTRUCTION Board of

1424.13 AUTHORITY OF BOARD. 


The Electrical Board shall be an advisory board and shall have all 
the responsibilities and duties identified in the City Charter, 
including, but not limited to, the following: 


a. The Board shall advise the Manager of the Office of Building 
Safety regarding interpretations of the STATE APPROVED 
MICHIGAN STATE ELECTRICAL CODE. 


(B) If a vacancy occurs in the position of Chief Electrical 
Inspector, the Board may submit names of qualified individuals to 
the Department of Personnel and Training for consideration by the 
City. In addition to any requirements set forth in the job description 
by the City, the Chief Electrical Inspector shall have a master 
electrician's license

1424.14 ELECTRICAL WORK; LICENSE AND 
REGISTRATION OF LICENSE REQUIRED; EXCEPTIONS. 


a. No person shall engage in the business of or perform the work 
of electrical contracting, unless the person has first registered his 
or her electrical contracting license with the Building Safety Office. 


Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, a person, firm or 
corporation shall not engage in the business of electrical 
contracting unless the person, firm or corporation has received 
from the Electrical Administrative Board of the State or from the 
CITY an electrical contractor's license in accordance with Act 217 
of the Public Acts of 1956, as amended 


Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, a person, other than 
a person duly licensed by the STATE Board or the CITY and 
employed by and working under the direction of a holder of an 
electrical contractor's license, shall not in any manner undertake to 
execute any electrical wiring 


No person, other than a licensed electrical journeyman registered 
with the City, or a person duly licensed and employed by and 
working under the direction of a holder of an electrical contractor's 
license registered in the City, shall in any manner undertake to 
execute any electrical wiring, except that no registration shall be 
required for the following: 
(1) A bona fide owner personally installing electrical wiring, 
facilities or fixtures in his or her own home or on his or her own 
premises at which he or she presently resides or is about to 
reside, provided that such owner: 

a. Furnishes a signed affidavit stating that the work is to be 
done by himself or herself in accordance with this chapter in his or 
her own home in which he or she and his or her family reside or 
are about to reside; 
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b. Applies for and secures a permit; 
c. Pays the required fees; 

d. Applies for inspections; and 

e. Receives the approval of the Chief Electrical Inspector. 


Such homeowners’ privileges shall extend to single-family 
residences only and shall not apply to any residence or structure 
from which any monetary gain is being received or which is 
being used for commercial purposes. 


(2) The manufacture, including test or repair, of new electrical 
equipment; 


(3) Work involved in the operation of signals or the 
transmission of intelligence by a utility providing such service, but 
not including an A.C. power supply or distribution panels; 


(4) Electrical installation or repair for a public utility specifically 
exempted by this chapter when performed by employees of such 
utility; and 


(5) The installation of elevators or dumbwaiters or the erection 
of signs, but not including the connection to a current supply. 


No license shall be required to execute work covered by 
subsections a to h of Section 7 of Act 217 of the Public Acts of 
1956, as amended. 


b. Registration forms shall be approved by the Electrical Board. A 
licensed electrical contractor shall be registered with the Building 
Safety Office only after the payment of a fee established by 
resolution of Council. A licensed master electrician shall be 
registered with the Building Safety Office only after the payment of 
a fee established by resolution of Council 


c. The Building Safety Office shall allow to be registered, pursuant 
to this section, only those persons with a current electrical 
contractor's license or a master electrician's license issued by the 
Electrical Administrative Board of the State, or an electrical 
contractor's license or a master electrician's license issued by any 
municipality in the State having standards for licensing not less 
than those established by the Electrical Administrative Board of the 
State 


d. Each registration shall expire on the date the applicable license 
expires 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of 
the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so

Frank S. Curtis "X", no address given, stated that he was arrested 
last weekend because a bus driver refused to let him ride the bus, 
saying his bus pass was expired. However, the bus pass was 
good until March 1, 2000, and this took place on February 28, 
2000. Later the Police Department forced him to remove his hat, 
which is a violation of his civil rights 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. reported attending the 
Committee of the Whole on the Go at Cavanaugh School last 
week. They talked about a traffic problem in his neighborhood and 
promised to make a site visit and meet him at 10:30 AM. this 
morning. They did not show up. There is a problem with 
accountability among City Employees. It used to be that the City 
Council had oversight of employees. Now employees are shielded 
by layers of bureaucracy and their unions. It is too much to see 
public service trucks parked at Meijers and local restraints. He 
followed a pothole repair truck around and watched the workers 
attend yard sales. He wants to know who is in control here 
Employees are ultimately responsible to the citizens who pay their 
wages. He has been trying to get a street sign on his street fixed 
for five years. Medical professionals cannot find patients because 
they cannot get the street sign fixed. When someone dies will they 
fix the sign? 


Councilmember Allen responded to Mr. Andrews, saying, that she 
talked with Jim at Public Service on Friday and found that the 
inspectors had already been out there and a work order was 
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placed to fix the sign. She asked Mr. Andrews to contact her if that 
work is not done. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke regarding the tear gas 
incident at Melling Forge. These strikers should not have been 
tear gassed. Scab labor does not do anything for a striker. They 
just make the company money. The Police are letting the rich get 
richer. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that the PSD wants the City to 
continue to fund Old Town Main Street. She hopes Council does 
not have any intention of doing that. They money they have 
already spent went to promote art statues rather than rehabilitation 
of buildings. They were supposed to teach organizations how to 
raise funds to promote their own areas and districts. The City gave 
them $60,000.00 per year for the five year period. That is a 
quarter of a million dollars. Alot of money. How much did the City 
give neighborhoods to rehabilitate their neighborhoods. The City 
keeps dumping a lot of money into businesses so as to make 
businesses successful. They should make the business make a 
go of it on their own. If the City wants to give money away, she 
runs a neighborhood that could use some rehabilitation 
Regarding the letter from students at the Walter French Academy, 
her grand son went to a charter school and she found out that they 
were not teaching him math because their math teacher quit. 


Eugene Buckley spoke regarding the fleecing of tax payers. The 
campaign contributors should be happy that the Council exists, 
because nothing good or bad ever happens without Council's 
approval, 

Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that She advocates civil 
rights because we need to fight for the rights of others, in order to 
protect our own rights.

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 
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Eugene Buckley of N. Hayford St. said that when the General 
Motors project was announced two years ago, he wrote his own 
proposal, and it did not include the tax payers picking up the tab for 
the cleanup of brownfield areas where no jobs are located. He 
stated that 4,000 GM jobs will leave this City with the stripping of 
plants that was announced last week. The plants that are closing 
in this area are serious business. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes urged all residents to attend 
the Public Safety Committee Meeting this Wednesday at 4:00 PM. 
where they will discuss the civil forfeiture ordinance that they are 
considering. She read portions of an article from The State 
Journal regarding the proposed ordinance. She is opposed to civil 
forfeiture because people lose protections guaranteed to them 
under the constitution. 


Curlada Eure-Harris of 801 N. Chestnut said that she is here to 
address young African American residents. She said that we need 
to get back to logic in our communities, and urged everyone to 
meditate on the thoughts she has expressed. 


Dr. Saleef Kafajouffe of 801 N. Chestnut said that he lived in 
Lansing for 15 years, He began working with youth when he 
moved here. He has worked with more than 35 organizations, and 
currently serves as Chair of the Social Science Department at 
Olivet College. He teaches issues of ethnicity and racial and social 
justice. He said that there are three or four individuals in his 
community that have taken it upon themselves to see that his 
house at 809 N. Chestnut gets shut down. One woman has stated 
that she spends 24 hours per day watching his house. What is 
going on at his house is shameful. 


Raymond Kenny of 6011 Hilliard said that on March 9, 2000 at Dr. 
Kafajouffe's house at 801 N. Chestnut they had a barbecue. The 
Lansing Police Department showed up and had a problem with 
them having a backyard BBQ. There was no drinking and no 
drugs, but the police had a big problem with these things going on 
in this neighborhood. The police watched them for the whole time 
that the BBQ was going on. This is wrong. Something needs to 
be done 


Shermayne Gardner of 801 N. Chestnut said that he has been 
harassed by cops all of his life. Even drug dealers have the right 
to walk down the street and to have BBQ's. He has small 
children. He does not do drugs. He does not need this kind of 
problem around his children. 


Joseph Rice of 732 Wisconsin stated his objection to what is going 
on onN. Chestnut. They are not being treated equally. The police 
department can just come in and run over their neighborhood. 
They need someone to look into this. He asked Council to help 
them. 


Keegan Hinton of 1001 N. Martin Luther King Jr., Blvd. Said that he 
understands that the police need to pay attention when they see a 
big group of young kids, but they have been watching them for 
years. Why do they keep watching them? They do not do 
anything wrong. The couple who live in this house are raising their 
son and living their lives. They are not selling drugs or doing 
anything wrong. 


Cordell Lewis of 1019 Daleford said that at the BBQ party that was 
thrown at her friends house the police were picking on them 
because they sit outside and hang out a lot. This is a big drug 
area and a lot of people walk the block. The police are watching 
them do the same things day after day. Drug users and sellers 
were standing at another house, right in front of the police, but the 
police did not care because they were watching the party. 


Jnacbab Harris of 6125 Farrington Ct. said that she was at the 
BBQ and saw what went on. This was not right. There is a lot of 
talk in school about how they should get along with cops and work 
with them and not be scared of them. That they should interact 
with them. It is not reasonable to expect kids to work with cops 
when they see them do things like this. This is one of the reasons 
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that kids do not get along with cops. They were not doing anything 
wrong at this house. Why do the cops keep watching everything 
they do? 


Saleem Shabazz of 801 N. Chestnut said that the police do not 
care whether they are doing anything wrong or net. If they want to 
hassle you, they are going to hassle you 


Sineh Wurie of 1219 W. Kalamazoo St. stated his support for the 
residents at 601 N. Chestnut. The things they have told him are 
fridiculous and absurd. He performs with the Mallika African 
Dancers. 

President Murphy urged all of the speakers here tonight to address 
the issue of 801 N. Chestnut to attend the Public Safety Committee 
Meeting this Wednesday at 4:00 P.M., or formalize their complaint 
by putting their concerns in writing. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that police do not like it when. 
young people get together and try to have a good time. He said 
that minimum wage salaries are not good pay. He has seen more 
Ford police cars than Oldsmobile police cars lately. This is not 
good. We need to thank GM for staying in Lansing. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. spoke regarding the Mayor's 
recommendation for amendment to the criteria for issuing liquor 
licenses. Council already has all the power they need. It is harder 
to get a liquor license than any other kind of license. They 
approved the placement of the Spiral Bar in North Lansing without 
following the criteria that had been established requiring adequate 
parking. This bar could be shut down, because they have violated 
a lot of ordinances, and violation of ordinances is one of the criteria 
for removing a liquor license. Mr. Donall does not have adequate 
parking, and never has had. 


Willy Williams of 505 W. Lenawee spoke regarding the letter on 
last week's agenda from the students at the Walter French 
Academy. This letter was not from the students themselves. Most 
students did not know what they were signing. He warned 
Councilmembers who may be planning to cooperate with the video 
being made by Mr. Burgess, to be careful if they cooperate with 
this video, because what they say will be twisted. 


Harold King of 1563 N. High St. spoke regarding a “backdoor 
meeting between General Motors and Councilmembers.” He is 
disappointed that Council would take 6 members and go to Detroit. 
He is disappointed that the State of the City Address was not held 
in Lansing. He is disappointed in the changes being contemplated 
by the Community Development Block Grant program and that 
they will no longer sponsor the paint blitz program. The City can 
use CDBG monies to buy out adult businesses over and over 
again. They bought one man out three times, but they cannot put 
cout the money to paint needy houses. 


Dr. Willy Davis, Jr. of 505 W. Lenawee said that he supports Dr. 
Kafajouffe’s protest about what is happening at his house on N 
Chestnut. What Council has seen tonight is young black men 
showing the strength of their community. These are the people 
who are being harassed. It seems as if drug dealers are the ones 
who are being protected. Once you take all of these young people 
who work out of the community, all you have left are drug dealers. 
Police need to make links with the young people in the community. 
They need to ask the new Police Chief what he will do in terms of 
relating to the youth. It is nice to see these young people coming 
forward and expressing their needs without fear. We need to 
rectify this situation and prepare for the future. 


M.S. Allaire of 1535% S. Lyons commended the young people who 
came and spoke about the BBQ on N. Chestnut. He is here 
tonight representing Lamair Properties LLC in reference to their 
real estate holdings. They recently expanded into the City of 
Lansing. They had an opportunity to meet with Mike Gillison, Code 
Compliance Officer about one of their rental units. They had done 
some plumbing work without pulling a permit, and they were cited. 
The City needs to work with these codes to give landlords a break. 
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Jayson Holt of 1206% Glenn St. spoke in support of Dr. Katajouffe, 
and read a poem he wrote. 


Melissa Cumpian of 2523 Newark said that she was stopped at the 
door by a police officer who knew her byname. She did not come 
here looking for any trouble. She just wants her kids back. She 
asked that Councilmember Benavides investigate why her kids 
were taken away from her by a City Employee and her son, who is 
an abuser. 


Michael J. Simon of 3200 S. Washington said that the last two 
weeks have been very hectic for him because of the fire at Oliver 
Towers. He hopes that this kind of crime does not happen to his 
building again. He wants to protect 3200 S. Washington and 
thanks the community for helping him find housing there. He 
thanked President Murphyfor going to the Red Cross to check on 
the people who were displaced because of the Oliver Towers fire. 
There were a lot people at Oliver Towers, he is not sure if everyone 
got housing. 

Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that the Lansing State 
Journal editorial on the lewd conduct ordinance can be ripped to 
shreds. Police do not need City Council to pass this ordinance. 
They can affect the same consequences by strengthening the laws 
we already have and getting tough on “johns.” These people 
cannot claim innocence when they live in Okemos and they are in 
Lansing at 4:00 A.M. with no reason to be here.

$20,000 because of the lead abatement. This is why they are 
looking at not doing the paint blitz this year. There have been 
suggestions that they not do so many houses. People with input 
are urged to contact the LNC. 


Councilmember Bauer reported having received several calls 
regarding the regulation of garage sales. She informed the 
listening audience that you cannot have more than 7 sales per 
year, they cannot last more than three days at a time, and they 
cannot be within 30 days of each other. She urged residents to 
attend the Reception scheduled for April 13" to Honor Volunteers 
who serve on City Boards and Commissions and in 
Neighborhoods. She thanked the Public Service Department for 
taking quick action on the trash and litter issue that she reported 
last week. The main streets are being swept and look much better. 
The secondary streets still need to be swept. The trash on the 
highway has been cleaned up. 


Vice President Allen said that she is appalled at the amount of 
trash out in front of business establishments. She urged business. 
owners to get out and clean up the trash in and around their store 
areas. 


President Murphy announced a time change for this week’s 
Committee of the Whole Meeting. They will meet at 2:30 rather 
than 1:30 PM.

This is a free presentation, He urged 
everyone to attend. The following Friday will see the Annual Dinner in Commemoration of the 
Cesar Chavez Memorial. 


Councilmember Wood announced the River Forest Neighborhood Association Monthly Meeting 
at the North Side Police Precinct this Wednesday at 7:00 P.M. 


Councilmember Bauer wished long-time Lansing resident Elsie Semrau a happy 95" Birthday. 


President Murphy said that today’s State Journal reported that the Council would take up the car 
seizure ordinance that would amend Chapter 630 of the Code of Ordinances tonight. That is not 
the case. This item is not on the agenda for tonight. It will be on next Monday’s agenda. They 
will take it up at the Committee of the Whole Meeting this Thursday at 1:30 PM. Consequently, 
comment on this item will not be taken during public comment on legislative items. If anyone is 
here tonight to address this issue, their comments may be made under public comment on city 
related matters. He reported that He and Vice-President Allen hosted Ms. Kristine Grimes Third 
Grade Class from Gunnison Elementary School for a visit to Council Chambers. The students 
were given a tour of Council Offices and Chambers, and even sat in Councilmembers Chairs.

Vice President Allen said that She was very impressed with the questions these kids asked and

» Special Ceremonies 


A. Councilmember Wood presented a resolution of tribute to Phyllis Shantz, Vickie Plummer, 
Helen Mitchell, Ruth Hettinger and Betty Boyce of the American Red Cross Disaster Services 
Volunteer Team. She thanked the volunteers for stepping forward to help the residents who 
were displaced by the Oliver Towers fire. 


Ms. Shents said that their volunteers arrived at the scene shortly after the fire began, and by 
2:30 A.M. they had a shelter open in their Chapter Building. The first night 56 people stayed 
overnight at their Shelter. They had many volunteers staying overnight with the residents 
helping to make them comfortable. The next issue they had to work on were the pets that were 
left behind. Nineteen pets were taken out of the building. Within two days they had moved the 
displaced residents into motels and over the next 2% weeks 37 volunteers served 2019 meals to 
the residents of Oliver Towers who were staying at the Deluxe Inn. She thanked the LFD, LPD, 
Human Relations and Community Services Department and the Lansing Housing Commission 
members who were very helpful. She thanked CATA for providing transportation, Community 
Mental Health and the Capital Area Critical Incidents Stress Management Team, Resident 
Johnny A. Andrews, Sparrow Hospital and the Tri-County Office on Aging Meals on Wheels 
Program, Ingham Regional medical Center, Hungry Howies and the Subway Sandwich Shop, 
who helped provide meals. She thanked the Humane Society and the Animal Shelter for 
providing shelter for the pets. She thanked the Community for providing funding for these 
agencies. She thanked the 9-10 Red Cross Volunteers who went above and beyond the call of 
duty and the 120 Red Cross Disaster Volunteers who respond to fires every day of the week. 
Anyone interested in making donations to help support their agency may make them to the 
American Red Cross at 1800 E. Grand River, Lansing, MI 48909. 


Councilmember Wood expressed her appreciation to Council President Murphy who was on the 
scene as soon as he heard about the fire. 


B. Councilmember Bauer, along with Mayor Hollister and Mr. Wiener introduced Everett High 
School Principal, Mr. Glenn, Ed Fedewa and Judith Moore and student musicians from the 
Greater Lansing Symphony Orchestra Student Mentoring program. They will conduct a 
combined concert at Everett High School on March 28, 2000. Mr. Glenn said that Everett is 
very proud to have this program. He thanked Mayor Hollsiter and the City Council for their 
support, because without them, it would not exist. 


Mayor Hollister reported that He has attended the joint concert for the past couple of years, and 
it is a rare treat to see these young people respond in a very mature way. They are remarkable. 
Also, Mr. Fedewa is his Brother-in-law. He thanks Him and the Symphony for all they have done 
in going into the schools and giving of their time to be role models. 


Mr. Fedewa said that He feels privileged to be able to go into the schools and give private 
instruction. Students need private instruction to get the most out of their instruments. 
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Two Students, Sara Glaski and Angalie Thomas invited everyone to attend their concert next 
Tuesday morning. 


C. Councilmember Allen introduced Michelle Larkins, Student Council President at Everett High 
School, who thanked Councilmembers for their support of the Theatrical Program at Everett. 
She, and Principal Glenn are here on behalf of their Performing Arts Program. Their band 
competed ina District Festival and received all top scores. 


D. President Murphy introduced Terry Milton the U.S. Census Bureau, and asked him for an 
update on the Census. Mr. Milton reported that the Assistance Centers were opened up today. 
They are strategically located through out the City. There are 22 locations currently open, and 
more will open in the next few weeks. Residents can take their forms to any Assistance Center 
and get assistance with language, etc. They are there to help anyone who needs help in filling 
out the forms.

President Murphy said that He wants to be sure that everyone gets counted. 

Councilmember Bauer reported hearing that several people have called local radio stations to 
say that as a form of protest, they will not complete their census form. This is very short sighted 


on the part of citizens. Government is not trying to get into your personal business. They are 
conducting the census to help appropriate funding for the community. 


Mr. Milton said that he has heard some negative comments from people in the community. 
However they will strive for a complete accounting of residents because it is critical for the City 
to get the funding that it deserves.

He said that he wants more 
information on the 425 Agreement. The book in the back does not have adequate information 
as to the location of the property. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph St. said that she was at the Committee of the Whole 
meeting last week. She agrees with the request by the Ethics Board for outside legal counsel. 
It would be a conflict of interest for the City Attorneys office to investigate one of it’s own 
employees. 


Councilmember Bauer objected to the content of Ms. Timmons's comments and the conjecture 
she has supposed. This is a confidential matter and no one has details on it.

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. thanked Councilmember Allen for resolving the street sign 
issue in his neighborhood. His neighbors are concerned about the gas station at the corner on 
Cedar Street. They passed out a flier advertising free gas. This business is the second one in 
their neighborhood to close. Now they are flanked on each side by closed businesses. This isa 
nice neighborhood and they try hard to take care of it and keep their homes nice. Their home 
sales turnover is one of the best in Lansing. Now they are wondering if these abandoned 
businesses will have a negative impact on the market if someone should choose to put their 
home up for sale. They do not like having these businesses abandoned. The decisions were 
made with no concern or regard for the neighborhood. No one is going to want to buy a house 
in a brownfield area. No one is going to want to buy this closed up gas station, or the closed up 
restaurant that has been cited by Code Compliance. 


Chad Downs of 587 N. Hagadorn spoke on behalf of LCC Students. They are receiving parking 
fines around campus. Some students are being fined $15/$25 per instance if they are 3-4 
minutes late in getting to their car after a four hour class. They would like some leeway wherein 
they could pay the ticket within an hour and receive a reduced fine of $1.00. It is hard to pay 
these violations and fines while you are paying tuition too. 


Tony Edly of 2756 E. Grand River Ave. said that he likes the development in the Old Town area, 
it looks very nice. He likes the pedway on Michigan Ave. too. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine, a member of the Capital Area Rail Council said that last week he 
watched a replay of the City Council Meeting. The Rail Council will be forwarding to Council a 
resolution in support of continued funding of the Amtrak Station in E. Lansing. They will include 
a history of the Rail Council and their plans for the station in E. Lansing. They have many 
pokers in the fire right now with a General Motors train and the train from Lansing to Detroit. He 
hopes they can get the money to keep the trains going. He urged Councilmembers to consider 
putting pedestrian crosswalks in on the newly converted two-way streets in downtown. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes asked the City Attorney and his staff to focus on serving 
the interests of the Citizens, not just defending the rights and abilities of local government to 
trample the rights of citizens. The citizens are his clients too. 


Shane Loch of 934 Attwood spoke in support of the performing arts center that has been 
proposed for the parking lot across from Oldsmobile Park. Tax payers will foot a good chunk of 
this bill. A year ago at this time we had a place to honor war heroes, but today we do not. They 
tore down the building that attracted performing arts from around the world. Now the 
$40,000,000.00 cost of a performing arts center could go a long way to restoring the Lansing 
Civic Center. The last election results showed 18% voter turnout. If you do not vote, you do not 
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have the right to complain about how City Officials behave, or how your money is spent. If you 
had voted in the last election, we might still have a place that honors war heroes. He likes the 
City of Lansing, but he fears the government. He hopes that with the power of the people, this 
will change. 


Frank Curtis “X” no address given, said that he is concerned about the complaint of Dr. 
Kafajouffe from last week. He wants to know what the police are doing watching this man’s 
house. The kids on the south end still do not have any place to go. He will not attend any more 
meetings. He is not interested in anything except a cultural center for our kids. He said that he 
will sit out on the mall in downtown and play crap games to raise money if necessary. 

Milissa Cumpian of 2523 Newark thanked everyone from the community who came to her 
assistance in her time of need. She hopes to get justice. The perpetrator has been arrested. 
She hopes that she can get her kids back and live a normal life. 


Michael J. Simon of 3200 S. Washington Ave. said that he is here to thank the Red Cross and 
everyone who helped the residents of Oliver Towers. 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect spoke regarding comments made by a speaker at last week's 
meeting that suggested that he would edit an interview of Councilmembers into a lie. He would 
not edit a truthful interview into a lie. This person attacked his good reputation. He wants 
Council to enforce the Council rules with regard to everyone. This was slander. He wants 
Council to prevent people from spreading lies about him. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding city officials who abuse their authority 
over citizens.

She hopes we can stop this kind of thing from 
happening and move the opportunity for the use of these funds forward. She answered the 
question from the LCC Student about parking fines. If paid within one hour parking fines can be 
paid for $5.00 at any Municipal Parking System lock box. There are some parking meter maids 
that are over-zealous at times and they are looking into that. 


Councilmember Meyer thanked his colleagues for their comments at last Thursday Night's SLBA 
meeting. He appreciates their remarks. He said that the news of the remediation effort by the 
State at the Drakes Market site is very good news. They will stay on top of this issue until it is 
accomplished.

She thanked Mr. Ferdick 
the MSU Student who helped make the video, her Student Teacher 
Ruth Riddle, Carolyn McCarthy, District Chair for the Lansing 
School District and Post Oak Principal Ms. Weinberg.

In the two years that He was 
Chief of Police in Lansing crime has gone down and diversity and 
morale have gone up. The relationship between the Community 
and the Police Department is improved. He believes that they 
have a good leadership team in place. They also have great 
cooperation from Neighborhood groups who want to make the City 
better. They also have the cooperation of City Council. This is as 
good, or better, City Council than he has seen in any place that he 
has been. The credit for the improvement in the City goes to 
Mayor Hollister who is a visionary whose commitment to public 
service is unparalleled. He will always believe in Mayor Hollister's 
vision of Lansing as a “World Class City.” It will come to pass. He 
thanked everyone for giving him this opportunity and wished God's 
blessing on them. 


C.President Murphy, Vice President Allen and Mayor Hollister 
presented a Resolution of Tribute to; R. Eric Reickel, Director of 
Parks & Recreation Department for the City of Lansing. Vice 
President Allen lauded Mr. Reickel saying that He is responsible for 
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making the parks in Lansing a “Crown Jewel.” She commented on 
how well respected and loved Mr. Reickel is. She attended his 
retirement party on the Michigan Princess and could not believe 
the number of people who turned out to wish him well. 


Mayor Hollister noted that Mr. Reickel was the last Department 
Head to carry over from the previous administration when He came

educated him as to what a jewel Mr. Reickel was and advised him 
to be patient. This tumed out to be truth. Mr. Reickel is a State 
Wide and National Resource and we will miss he and his Wife, 
Muriel, who made the Hollisters a beautiful teddy bear for 
Christmas.

President Murphy thanked Mr. Reickel for the great services he 
has given to the City, and wished the Reickels’ all the best.

Mr. Reickel said that it is not easy for him to say goodbye, He is 
very emotional. He told the representatives from General Motors 
that are in tonight's audience that just because Chief Johnson and 
Himself are leaving, that does not mean that the City is failing. He 
urged Murdock Jemmerson to take good care of the Parks System 
and to get the millage passed. There are a lot of grants coming 
up. He thanked the Mayor and the Council for everything, and said 
that this has been a labor of love for him. Lansing has one of the 
finest parks systems in the Country. 


D.Mayor Hollister, along with Councilmember Benavides 
presented a resolution of tribute to Lorenzo Lopez and Santiago 
Villarino from the Cesar Chavez Holiday Commission, who 
reported that for the past five years this community has been 
celebrating the life and mission of Cesar Chavez.

He thanked them for 
keeping Cesar Chavez's dream alive. 


E. President Murphy introduced Terry Milton, Office Manager for 
the Census 2000 in Lansing. Mr. Milton stated his commitment to 
achieving a complete count in Lansing. He urged everyone to fill 
out their census form, of, if they are having difficulty, to get in 
contact with one of the service centers that have been set up to 
assist people in filing out their census. This Is vital to our future 


PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an Agreement for the Conditional Transfer of 
Property pursuant to PA 425 of 1984 between the City of Lansing 
and Delta Township 


Mayor Hollister told Councilmembers that this is an historic 
evening. We have celebrated young people and technology and 
Adults who have given many years and so much to the community. 
Now he is putting an historic agreement before them, as well. This 
is an agreement to transfer 1,300 acres in Delta Township to 
facilitate the development of a second General Motors Automotive 
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manufacturing facility in the region. Five years ago, we read that 
there was no production guaranteed in Lansing past the year 2003 
This created a challenge to the region. Fourteen thousand jobs 
were at stake. The community rallied and created the Blue Ribbon 
Committee to represent the best interests of the Community, 
Labor, Schools, Neighborhoods and Lansing Community College. 
They began the hard work of convincing General Motors that this is 
a good community for them to be in. After 18 months of intensive 
discussion, the Supervisor of Delta Township, and Himself, are 
here to say that they have struck an agreement for the transfer of 
property that will facilitate the construction of another General 
Motors Facility for our region. He has asked City Attorney 
Smiertka and Finance Director Swanson to address Council with 
the details of the agreement. Additionally Steve St. Angelo is here 
to address Council on behalf of General Motors. Mr. St. Angelo will 
be here tomorrow, as well, to attend the Committee Meeting. This 
is definitely a team effort that requires the collaboration of all of it’s 
partners represented in the Blue Ribbon Committee and the 
Community. He thanked Councilmembers for the role they have 
played and said that He hopes to keep this process rolling. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that this agreement for the conditional 
transfer of property is pursuant to State Law, according to PA 425 
OF 1984. Council can consider this agreement at any time after 
the public hearing is held, however, they cannot act on it until after 
30 days from the date of the Public Hearing. There are documents 
in the back of Council Chambers describing the agreement. These 
are for the consumption and examination of the public. They have 
been on file with the City Clerk since last week. Council is required 
to consider certain factors before entering into such an agreement. 
Those factors are set forth in 14.2 of the Agreement. This deals 
with the land transfer area and the need for services and the affect 
on nearby neighbors. He urged Council to consider all of these 
factors in their deliberations. 


Bob Swanson, Director of the Finance Department of the City of 
Lansing, added that the agreement before Council conditionally 
transfers 1,300 acres to the City of Lansing from Delta Township. 
The property is bounded by |-96, Davis Hwy., Millett Hwy. and 
Nixon Hwy. The chart shows the entire area. The term of the 
agreement is 25 years, with an optional extension by both parties. 
Under the law, no annexation can take place. Electric services 
would be provided by the Board of Water & Light, water would be 
provided by the township, sewer service would be provided by the 
Township and the City of Lansing would pay up to $1,000,000.00 
toward the cost of sewer service extension. The transfer area 
would be zoned heavy industrial. After four years jurisdiction 
would revert back to the Township. Emergency services, library 
services and medical services would be provided by the Township. 
The streets would belong to Lansing and portions of Millett Hwy. 
and Guinea Hwy. would be vacated by the agreement. Plan 
review would be the joint responsibility of the Township and the 
City. Real estate taxes would be with the City of Lansing. Lansing 
would provide a 50% industrial tax reduction and a 100% 
exemption for new machinery and equipment. There was a 
separate agreement that was submitted as a late item tonight, the 
Tri-Party Agreement between General Motors Corp., Delta 
Township and the City of Lansing, deals with infrastructure issues, 
property tax and industrial tax revenues that would be shared 
between the City and the Towns:hip. 


Jim Ruff of the Planning and Neighborhood Development 
Department said that he is here to fill Councilmembers in, or 
summarize the plans with regard to the transfer area. There are 
1,300 acres representing 2 square miles that is currently 
surrounded by approximately 35 homes and the Sun Dance Riding 
Stables. The demographics show 2.5 persons per household in 
the area. The land is level to faintly rolling and is presently zoned 
residential. The development is scheduled for the Parcel A site of 
the area. The public services and facility have been outlined as 
well as the characteristics of the Township as they currently exist 
and showing the changes that will take place after the transfer. 
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Steve St. Angelo, Project Manager for General Motors North 
American Project Center in Pontiac, introduced the other members 
of the General Motors Project Team. They are developing the 
North American Car Site proposed for the Lansing region. They 
operate in a competitive industrial market that needs new 
programs and facilities to support it. This facility will produce 
vehicles not currently produced in this area, It will include a 
stamping facility and they will employ 2,800 people between the 
two plants. They will begin working on the site as early as June 
and operations could begin at the plants as early as 2002 and go 
‘on for an undetermined amount of time. They know that noise and 
traffic impacts will be of a concern to the surrounding area and 
they have included buffers to mitigate their impact on the 
neighborhood. There are a lot of trees on the site already, and 
they will add more to provide an environmental screening and 
buffering. They plan an extensive greenbelt buffer with a minimum 
‘of 300’. Their investment could reach one billion dollars. General 
Motors needs the support of the region. The proposal they are 
considering tonight provides a critical framework and may result in 
a great opportunity for the community. Economic incentives 
provide an exponential retum in the regional business 
development. They need a viable business case that includes tax 
abatements, site approval and regional approval. The 
collaboration with General Motors in this region by State and Local 
Government, as well as by the Labor Unions, is one of the reasons 
that General Motors has selected this area to consider a plant of 
this kind. Council’s cooperation is essential to ensure that this site 
is selected. This is critical element of the business case 
development. 


Councilmember Meyer announced that this issue will be on the 
Agenda of the Development and Planning Committee Meeting 
Tomorrow morning at 8:30 AM. They look forward to seeing Mr. St. 
Angelo there. 


Jack Davis, Chair of the Blue Ribbon Committee for the Retention 
of General Motors, said that this was a collaboration between the 
City of Lansing, the State of Michigan, General Motors, 
Neighborhood Associations and Lansing Schools, Over two years 
ago they became aware that at some point this agreement would 
be the focal point of what was needed to retain General Motors in 
the area. We need to move from a “World Class City” to a “World 
Class Region.” The City needs the support of Delta Township and 
we are fortunate that we did not have any regional competition. 
The loss of tax revenues, if we lost this project, would damage the 
entire region. Whenever there is a jurisdictional issue there are 
difficult negotiations. He is proud to be a part of this presentation, 
and certain that we will get great cooperation out of both 
governments. He is proud to be able to save this very important 
jewel for our region 


Ray Tadgerson, President and CEO of Capital Consultant 
Engineers and President of the Blue Ribbon Committee urged 
Council's affirmative vote on this 425 Agreement. This is the 
consummation of years of hard work on the part of many people. 
This is a complex piece of work, and it speaks well of the 
cooperation they have been striving for. This agreement is one 
more key towards the result they have been working for. 

Joe Drolett told Councilmembers they are making history. He 
wants to make this @ “World Class Region.” He thanked General 
Motors for taking a look at what we have to offer and considering 
this region. This agreement will decide the economy of this region 
for the next 50 years. 


Jim Donaldson of the Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation, urged Council’s support of this historic agreement for 
the World’s largest corporation. This is a wonderful opportunity 
that is before all of us that every state in the country and every 
country in the world would like to have. Now we have to craft an 
incentive package that will keep General Motors interested. This 
agreement has state wide implications. Suppliers, vendors and 
other businesses around the state will depend on this plant. He 
urged Councilmembers to vote affirmatively on this, when it is time 
to vote. 
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Bob Tresize, Jr., Vice President of Economic Development for the 
Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce, on behalf of their Board 
and their Regional Offices thanked Councilmembers, Mayor 
Hollister, and the Delta Township Board and Managers. We are 
setting a new standard of excellence in the world. We have the 
most progressive labor unions and labor management negotiations 
in the world. We are set up to handle this better than any where in 
the world. We have the best Mayor and Township Manager in the 
Country. He urged Councilmembers to approve this agreement. It 
is the best 425 agreement ever crafted in the State of Michigan 
This will be a model. A new standard for 425 Agreements in the 
‘State of Michigan. He congratulated Council 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood stated his support of this 
historic agreement. This seems to be an agreement in which 
everyone wins. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that she read the 
entire thing and she could nitpick, but that is not in her best 
interests. This is a wonderful agreement and she supports it. This 
is just what a 425 Agreement should actually mean. This situation 
will bring jobs to Lansing and to the Township. She hopes to see 
more minorities in managers positions. If it were not for General 
Motors, she does not know what the City of Lansing, the City of 
Detroit, or the State of Michigan would do. 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood said that he is retired from GM. 
We must do this. He wants to begin the ground breaking. This 
agreement does not let us off the hook. We have to get a work 
force ready to take these technical jobs. General Motors is 
competing in a world wide market. We need to get our children 
educated. General Motors is the best. They are known world wide. 
Where ever he has gone and talked about Oldsmobile, people 
always knew about General Motors. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she looks at the 425 
agreement from a different perspective, We need a sustainable 
economy. This tax break will go to benefit Delta Township. Why 
doesn’t General Motors do a redevelopment in Lansing? It is 
cheaper to develop greenfields than it is to redevelop brownfields, 
that is why. This will just lead to more urban sprawl. This is not 
regionalism, this is the misuse of the concept of regionalism. 


Dianne Byrum, State Senator, said that she is here to support this 
425 Agreement and encourage Council's favorable action on this 
historical development which will direct the economic future of the 
region for the next 50 years. She thanked Councilmembers, 
Mayor Hollister and the Blue Ribbon Committee. They are 
together in a point and place in time that will really make a 
difference to this region. This is for the benefit of all of the citizens 
in our region. She is proud to be able to say that she is a State 
Senator in this region. She offered any assistance that she can 
give to this issue. 


President Murphy announced that Development and Planning will 
take this issue up at their meeting Tomorrow, Tuesday, March 28, 
2000 at 8:30 AM. The Chair is Larry Meyer. It will then come 
back out for a vote of Council next week at 7:00 P.M. He urged all 
interested parties to attend the committee meeting. 


» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Nadine Ritter of 911 Eureka St. #2A spoke in support of the 
amendment to chapter 630. She lives between Pennsylvania and 
Eighth St. Their neighborhood is rampant with ladies of the 
evening. She does not want Arts Bar or the Sunset Market in her 
neighborhood. They have worked hard to clean this neighborhood 
up. 


Councilmember Meyer thanked Ms. Ritte for coming down, and 
stated his appreciation of her activism. 


Rick Kibbe of 300 Shepard said that it is a real tribute to the city 
that we can hear the implications of global changes in the auto 
industry and then hear about neighborhood problems with 
prostitution. This problem has been with them for as long as he

is a tool used to accomplish the crime. They do not just cruise 
walkers. They cruise every woman on the street. There is a 
strong correlation between the use of the care and the commission 
of the ctime. Police need to make arrests using this ordinance. 
The City Attomey needs to take this seriously. You have to decide 
if you want to make a difference. The City did that with the adult 
entertainment issue. They got rid of the pornography on Michigan 
Ave. 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood stated his opposition to this 
ordinance. It takes constitutional rights away. These are civil laws 
that violate civil rights. It violates the right to due process. Police 
should be enforcing current laws. Declaring part of a 
neighborhood a red zone is not the answer, Anyone can spot a 
prostitute in any city in any state in any country. If it walks like a 
duck, talks like a duck and looks like a duck. It is a duck. He 
urged Councilmembers to consider this matter carefully. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that she does not get excited 
when council passes ordinances. They do it all of the time. But 
they are not enforced. The City already has a nuisance ordinance, 
but they do not enforce it. There is a state law against prostitution, 
but the City does not enforce it. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that regardless of 
whether you are for or against civil forfeiture, everyone is entitled 
to their day in court before you can seize their car. She has been 
reading about civil forfeiture on the Internet. All this is going to do. 
is cause prostitutes and johns to move from area to area. 


Ruth Hallman of 1014 W. Lapeer stated her support of this 
ordinance. She has been listening for weeks now to those who 
oppose this ordinance. They should look at this from a women's 
perspective. These women are not prostitutes because that is 
what they want to do with their lives. They do it because they think 
it is all that they can do. Maybe this will give some of them the 
incentive to change their lives. We arrest these women. The men 
who proposition them should be getting arrested too. If the men 
were not out there the women would not be out there either. If 
these women could not eam a living this way, we might be able to 
turn their lives around. We all have civil rights, including the 
people who live in the neighborhoods. They have the right to walk 
down their street without being propositioned. They have the right 
to have their grand kids in their homes without worrying that they 
will be propositioned, They have the right to have weekend visitors 

ifwe are setting up sting operations, there will be no question of 
guilt, it will be established. 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 N. Walnut. President of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association and the Lansing Neighborhood Council 
said that she is aware of a lot of the problems that the residents 
and neighborhoods are facing in trying to address this situation. 
This ordinance is one more tool that will be used to control the 
damaging affects of prostitution. She is concerned that this 
ordinance could be one more that will not be fully used. She urged 
Councilmembers to work with neighborhoods and police to gauge 
it's effectiveness over the next three years. 


Christine Timmeon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that this law is used in 
Saginaw and in Detroit. Lansing just has not done it yet. The 
Police are trying their best. She would not like to see an innocent 
person lose their car, but if the cars were not there, the prostitutes 
would not be there either. When she leaves her house and gets 
accosted twice before she gets to Davenport College, it is time for 
the Police to enforce the law to it's fullest extent. If Council does 
not pass this and she is accosted again, she will file a harassment 
suit against the City because Council is not following the law.

THE PUBLIC SAFETY COMMITTEE, to whom was referred an 
ordinance to amend Chapter 630 of the Lansing Code of 
Ordinances for the purpose of adding a new section, 630.15 and 
630,16 to establish that a place used repeatedly for lewd conduct, 
prostitution and solicitation for prostitution is a public nuisance and 
to provide for the seizure and abatement of any vehicles used or 
intended to be used for said nuisance. 


The Committee reviewed similar ordinances by other communities, 
received public testimony and heard from the City Attorney, Police 
Department and the Ingham County Prosecutor, and debated 
whether a person's due process rights would be greatly affected. 


REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The City Attorney, Police Department 
and the Ingham County Prosecutor maintain that the ordinance will 
greatly aid in their fight against prostitution. By defining an area 
where prostitution has occurred, the ability of the City Attorney and 
the Police Department to prosecute ‘johns" will be enhanced. The 
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ordinance clearly sets a standard of zero tolerance for prostitution 
in the City. Since police will only use this ordinance to nab 
"johns" in sting operations, there will be limited impact on a 
person's due process. The ordinance includes a three year 
sunset to permit a review of the effectiveness of the ordinance.

PROSTITUTION, IS APUBLIC NUISANCE, 


630.16 ABATEMENT OF PUBLIC NUISANCE. 


THE CITY ATTORNEY MAY BRING A CIVIL ACTION IN CIRCUIT 
COURT IN THE MANNER AND AS PROVIDED BY PUBLIC ACT 
389 OF 1925, AS AMENDED; MCL 600.3801, ET SEQ., TO 
ENJOIN AND ABATE A PUBLIC NUISANCE DESCRIBED IN 
SECTION 630.15, INCLUDING THE SEIZURE AND SALE OF

Mayor's Budget Message for Fiscal Year 2000-2001 
President Murphy, Council Members and Citizens of Lansing 


In this time of unprecedented excitement and development in 
Lansing and the Mid-Michigan region, | am pleased to present to 
you my seventh consecutive balanced budget that enables us to 
live within our means and maintain the policies and directions that 
we have established together over the past years. 


This year we faced new constraints as we prepared the budget. | 
want to express my appreciation to all city departments who 
concentrated on controlling costs and carefully prioritizing their 
needs for the coming year. We are constantly seeking ways to 
continue to provide excellent services to the citizens of Lansing 
while holding the line on rate and cost increases, with a few 
necessary exceptions. 


The budget recommendation for the General Fund budget is $98.5 
million, but only a 1.9% growth in operating costs in accordance 
with the Council's budget priorities. This General Fund budget is 
fully funded by projected revenues of $98.5 million. 


In accordance with state requirements, | report to you and the 
public that our operating millage continues at 14.90 mills. With our 
continuing 2.06 mills for debt service, we maintain our total millage 
rate at 16.96 mills, the lowest rate since 1991 


Assumptions and Principles 


The budget is based upon a number of key assumptions and 
principles. First, it is based upon a modest increase in overall 
revenues, although we will see an actual year to year reduction in 
property taxes. Second, as was the case last year, the budget 
continues to build upon the programs and initiatives we have put 
in place over the past six years, without any major new programs. 
Third, we continue our commitment to setting aside funding for 
infrastructure improvements. Consistent with our policy of 
dedicating at least 4% of the General Fund budget to infrastructure 
projects, | am proposing to spend $4.6 million, or 4.9%, on capital 
projects. 


As | reported in the State of the City Address, we have been 
fortunate to be selected by General Motors for its new Catera 
plant. In addition, you have before you the proposal to establish a 
425 tax sharing agreement with Delta Township which will support 
a second General Motors plant to build the new generation of small 
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cars after the Grand Am and Alero lines are phased out in 2004. 


While these projects bode well for our future, this coming fiscal 
year is a transition year and we are receiving less property taxes 
from General Motors while they build their new plant. Furthermore, 
while we have new property taxes from the new legislative office 
building and other new construction downtown, these increases 
are part of our TIFA district and are dedicated to financing the new 
Consolidated Courts Building 


A booming economy and full employment is likely to continue 
through the coming year. But, because we are basically in a full 
employment economy, our personal income tax revenues reflect 
only growth equivalent to inflationary wage increases. This trend 
will begin to change in the Fiscal Year 2002 with the opening of 
Jackson National Life’s new world headquarters, the possible 
addition of Chevrolet Malibu to Lansing’s G.M. product line, and 
the opening ofthe Lansing Grand River Plant. 


The only major growth in our revenues is from State Shared 
Revenues which the state will fund next year at the full statutory 
amount after years of under funding. However, the outcome of the 
2000 Census will effect final revenue sharing revenue for next 
year. 


The rest of our revenue increase is insufficient to cover cost of 


living and merit increases that are built into our employee 
contracts. 


As aresult, even though the economy is strong, the city is growing 
and our future looks good, the budget | am proposing is 
constrained by limited revenue growth and our contractual 
commitments to our employees and retirees. 


Lansing's Fiscal Health Report 


Through prudent management, sound policies and responsible 
budgeting, we have continued to enhance our strong and 
respected financial position. As continued demonstration of this our 
credit rating was upgraded from AA to AA+ last Fall by Fitch. No 
city in Michigan is rated as highly as Lansing by the three major 
credit rating agencies. 


Lansing's finances are strong because of our practice of 
maintaining balanced budgets; our commitment to enhancing the 
Budget Stabilization Fund; our sound retirement board, including 
the program to pre-fund retirement health care; our commitment to 
devote a minimum of 4% of General Funds to infrastructure 
improvements: and our responsible long term collective bargaining 
contracts which maintain wage and benefit growth at the rate of 
inflation 


Our Budget Stabilization Fund is currently funded at $8.934 million 
which is 8.9% of our General Fund budget. We continue our policy 
of putting 25% of our into the BSF 25% which we estimate will be 
approximately $250,000 for FY 2000. And we will continue this 
policy next fiscal year. 


We continue to move toward fully funded retirement systems. 
Currently, the Police and Fire Retirement system is 99.3% funded, 
the highest level since 1970. The General Employees Retirement 
System is 83.9% funded, its highest level since 1990. Pension 
fund assets as a whole have increased by more than 84% or over 
$208million since | became Mayor. And we have pre-funded our 
retirement health care at 100% of normal costs. 


Our total capital improvement budget for FY2001 is over $33 
million. This includes $2.8 million in general infrastructure funds 
for basic facility maintenance and improvement; $2.3 million in 
parks improvements: $9.6 million in our Parking system and street 
improvements; $15 million in sewer improvements including 
separating sewers and $2.5 million in public safety, most of which 
goes to the new radio system for the Police Department. We have 
put more money into infrastructure in the past 6 years than in the 
previous 30. 
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Future Challenges 


Among the challenges facing us in the coming years is the health 
of our enterprise funds: our parking system; the zoo, cemetery and 
golf courses; recycling and our waste water treatment system 


As the result of refinancing the debt and introducing modest fee 
increases as needed, our Parking System is fiscally sound. Next 
year we continue an aggressive capital improvement and 
maintenance program which will require some reduction of working 
capital reserves and a small increase in monthly permit parking 
rates. The Council has already approved a small increase in our 
hourly attended parking rates. We are pursuing discussions with 
the State and the Blue Ribbon Committee for Downtown 
Revitalization to expand and make more customer friendly our 
parking services. 


Potter Park Zoo continues to grow in quality and attendance. With 
the newly opened Education Center we increase our ability to 
provide programs to Lansing area youth and we expect even more 
attendance and enhanced use of the zoo by schools and other 
organizations. The Friends of the Zoo do an outstanding job in 
marketing and providing a quality volunteer and docent program. 
They, and the Zoo staff, continue to be creative in offering special 
programs such as Boo at the Zoo and Winter Wonderland of 
Lights. 


The Zoo is a regional asset, but is underwritten by a $1.5 million 
General Fund subsidy by Lansing taxpayers. Our ongoing 
challenge is exploring how the costs of operating this wonderful 
asset can be shared by the region. 


The City also maintains three municipal cemeteries that benefit the 
entire region. As with the Zoo, the taxpayers of the City underwrite 
the cemetery with a $450,000 General Fund subsidy. Over the 
past two years consultants have examined our operations and cost 
structure. They have urged us ‘to run the cemetery more like a 
business” in line with the practices of other private cemeteries. 
During the coming year we will be examining new management 
strategies as well as enhancing services at the cemeteries that will 
bring in additional income and reduce the General Fund subsidy. 


Now that the first stage of renovations at Groesbeck Golf Course 
are complete, we project an increase in revenues. But to reduce 
the $600,000 General Fund subsidy to the Golf Course system we 
must be willing to explore options such as creating a Parks Trust 
Fund from the proceeds of the sale or development of Park land or 
finding alternative uses for one or more golf courses. 


During the past year, we have been engaged in an extensive 
discussion of the recycling system as the result of my proposal to 
purchase a bailer. We have not concluded that discussion, but 
have leamed much about recycling operations and the options 
open to us to make them more efficient and increase our income. 


Recently we have been approached by the Ingham County Solid 
Waste Committee and Ingham County Commissioners to explore 
possible partnerships with the County in recycling programs. 
Furthermore, Michigan State University is interested in expanding 
its recycling programs and also might be interested in a 
partnership with us. If these partnerships occur, they will increase 
the need for a bailer. | urge Council to continue its deliberations on 
the operations of the recycling system and broaden its discussions 
to include these possible partnerships. 


Since the Michigan Supreme Court decision in the Bolt case, we 
have funded the capital costs of our CSO project through a 
combination of sewer rates, sewer working capital funds and state 
revolving loan funds. We have been able to maintain our project 
time lines this past year and expect to meet them in the coming 
year using the same funding system. Operating costs of our storm 
water system have largely been transferred to the General Fund or 
Act 51 


Consistent with the compromise reached in last year's budget on 
this issue, | am recommending that we limit the increase in sewer 
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rates to 5% in each of FY2001 and FY2002. | also concur with the 
Council's recommendation that we create a sinking fund of 
$250,000 with any surplus from the General Fund to help offset 
future increases in sewer rates. 


In the meantime, we still face the long term challenge of how to 
fund our sewer separation project. We must plan for the future in 
order to meet our obligations and the federal mandate for a clean 
river for the sake of the quality of life of our community and the 
benefit of coming generations. This is a challenge that will test our 
creative ingenuity and our political will. 


Continuing Themes and Council Priorities 


During the past six years we have established a number of 
priorities in our budgets. The collective decisions of Council and 
the Administration, supported by the public, have strengthened our 
community and improved our quality of life. I will now review some 
of the key elements of both Administrative and Council priorities as 
they appear in my budget proposal for the coming year. 


Education, Youth and Recreation 


We continue to build our excellent park system through the publicly 
supported parks millage. We have also heard the concern of 
Council that we not exceed our ability to maintain our parks while 
we expand our system. This coming year we will focus upon 
maintenance and repair while we complete the major unfinished 
projects at the Moores River Park and Riverpoint Riverwalk areas 
and the Francis Park shoreline. 


To meet our priority for quality youth programming | am 
recommending an increase in wages for summer seasonal youth 
workers so that we can be competitive with other employment 
opportunities in the area and can attract the most qualified staff. | 
am also recommending the expansion of the girls basketball 
program and a partnership with the youth football program. And 
we are picking up costs for continuing summer youth kids camps 
that are no longer being funded by the Lansing Youth and 
Recreation Fund. 


We will maintain our commitment to partner with the Lansing 
schools by supporting the middle school sports program, after 
school programs, continuing education programs and our share of 
funding to carry on the work of the Commission for Lansing School 
Success. 

We stand behind the strategies of the Human Relations and 
Community Service Department to establish innovative youth 
programming through a Request for Proposals and through the 
collaborative work that HRCS Director Genice Rhodes Reed and 
her staff are doing with various community agencies, including the 
Southwest Youth Strategic Planning project with the City’s Parks 
and Police Departments, the Boys and Girls Club, the Lansing 
School District and area churches. This project has begun to 
explore needs for facilities and activities for teenagers, and teens 
from the Southside have been actively participating in the 
meetings 


This summer we will initiate a major music festival along our 
Riverfront. Called Common Ground, this new event will bring into 
‘our community top flight musical entertainment designed to appeal 
to our diverse community. It is also a family-oriented event that will 
bring children and their parents downtown. The City is contributing 
$75,000 to this effort to cover some of the basic services that are 
necessary for its success. 


Human Relations and Community Services 


During the past year we have seen an expansion of the work and 
potential of the Department of Human Relations and Community 
Services. This staff, working with local unions, have redoubled 
their efforts to monitor prevailing wage and affirmative action 
practices of city vendors. In addition, the Department has 
recommended a strategy for increasing the purchasing contracts 
the City has with minority and women-owned businesses. 
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The Department has begun a comprehensive analysis of all city 
funded programs and introduced outcome measures in the City’s 
contracts with those agencies. They have changed the historic 
expectations that certain agencies will receive funding simply 
because they were funded in previous years. 


Department staff have also been actively involved in representing 
the City in projects as diverse as Youth Violence Prevention, the 
Homeless Resolution Network, the Mayor's Drug Free Youth Task 
Force, the Ingham County Health Department Ingham Health Plan 
and the Ingham County Community Corrections Board. 


The Department has assisted the Mayor's Office in establishing the 
Mayor's Youth Advisory Board. This Board has begun to work with 
the Mayor and City Departments to review City programs and 
services to youth. In addition, members of the Board are assisting 
in the Community Assets Work project that the City, the School 
District, Michigan State University and local SEARCH team 
members have begun 


Human Relations and Community Services partners with the 
Police Department in planning and facilitating the annual Police- 
Community Relations Conference and has developed a joint 
committee between their citizens board and the Board of Police 
Commissioners. 


In addition the Department has played a more active role in 
responding to community emergencies, such as the tragic fire at 
Oliver Tower this past winter. The activity and potential of the 
Department in serving the community is growing significantly. 


To continue these efforts and to restore resources to the 
Department that was most impacted by the Early Retirement 
program of the early 90s, | am recommending that we establish the 
position of Deputy Director in the Department of Human Relations 
and Community Services. | recommend that we begin this position 
half way through the fiscal year which will give us time to properly 
recruit for it. 


Quality of Life, Neighborhood Safety and City Beautification 


We will continue to support the variety of services and programs 
that make our neighborhoods the heart and soul of our city. 
Funding is proposed for traffic calming programs, speed wagons, 
as well as for the study of converting one-way to two-way streets in 
our downtown. We have intensified our patrol of residential streets 
in order to reduce speeding. An index of this is the increase in 
traffic tickets given during the past year. 


We are always working to improve the efficiency of our housing 
inspections and strengthened the cooperation between Code 
Compliance in the Planning Department and the Police 
Department through the Decentralization Teams, the LAND 
Committee and the new Police Department training program which 
teaches landlords to screen for problem tenants. 


To enhance positive police community relations | am supporting 
the Council recommendation for TV cameras in police cars by 
establishing a pilot program for the coming year. 


There are a number of items in the budget which respond to the 
Council's priority for greater City beautification efforts. First, | am 
recommending an increase in the Forestry budget to continue the 
clean-up from the windstorm of Spring 1999. Second, we are 
continuing the neighborhood clean-up projects and the 
Neighborhood in Bloom program funded through our Community 
Development Block Grant. Third, we are encouraging more home 
improvement projects along major city corridors through the 
Neighborhood Enterprise Zone incentives. Fourth, | recommend 
increasing funding for alley way and sidewalk improvements. And 
fifth, we have intensified our public meeting and monitoring 
programs for construction sites throughout the city. 


In the coming months | will ask the Public Service and Parks

Departments to begin a quality improvement project to strengthen 
‘our city beautification efforts. | ask that the Committee on Public 
Service participate in this process. We already have specific 
schedules for street clean-up, park and sports field maintenance 
and other city clean-up and beautification efforts. But, by bringing 
the analytical techniques of quality improvement to these 
programs, | believe we can find creative ways to improve our 


efforts. | propose setting aside $50,000 to implement the 
recommendations that emerge from this process. 
Infrastructure 


Although we have a more limited budget this year than last we still 
have set aside 5.0% of our General Fund budget for infrastructure 
improvements. Our major investment continues to be in our eight 
year, $49 million road reconstruction program. Other major Capital 
Improvement projects are: continuation of the City’s Master Plan; 
study and conversion of one to two-way streets downtown; 
$100,000 set aside for downtown improvements as part of our 
Downtown Revitalization efforts. 


| am also recommending funds to maintain the Fire Department 
training tower, to renovate the South Street Operations and 
Maintenance building and Salt Shed, and to repair and renovate 
the Oak Park yard and sheds. 


As part of our commitment to the County Hawk Island Water Park, 
| am recommending funds to build sidewalks along Cavanaugh in 
order to make the park accessible and safe for foot and bicycle 
traffic. And | am recommending funding to continue the clean-up 
of stumps and other debris that has been accumulating at Crego 
Park. 


| also recommend that we fund a position in the Department of 
Management Services - Computer and Communication Services 
for a specialist to support the development of Geographic 
Information Systems and network systems as well as City website 
maintenance and design. As we expand our computer network 
systems and make more use of our website, we must commit to 
fund these efforts. This position would be funded for half the year 
with the expectation that we can sustain full funding for it in 
subsequent years. 


To improve services and access of District Court's Probation 
Department we plan to move Probation into the Police Building in 
the coming year. | have asked the Police Department and District 
Court to explore how this can best be accomplished. It is my hope 
that we will be able to use funds saved from renting space for 
Probation and expenditures avoided by not hiring a security guard 
to cover the renovations necessary to relocate Probation 


Conclusion 


President Murphy and members of City Council, this is my budget 
message for fiscal year 2001. As you see, it focuses on improving 
existing City services rather than initiating new ones. The budget 
carries forward our major policy commitments and sustains our 
principles of a balanced budget with no increase in taxes and only 
limited increases in rates for sewer, parking and recycling. 


| believe that this is a budget which will enable the city to continue 
to provide quality service to our citizens, to sustain our strong fiscal 
health and to live within our means. 


My Administration and | look forward to working with you in the 
coming months as we deliberate on the budget and continue to 
build a strong and vibrant city for the future. 


OTHER BUSINESS 


» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Nadine Ritter of 911 Eureka St. spoke about the need for repair at 
the Railroad Tracks on Pennsylvania near DeMarco’s. These 
tracks tear the hubcaps off of cars. They used to have a 
Community Policing Officer that would park his car and walk the 
neighborhood. This worked well. Then another Officer was 
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assigned to them. Then He was taken away. They need an officer 
in this neighborhood. The show on City TV about the Police 
Department was very helpful. The Police deserve a round of 
applause. 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood responded to comments made at 
the end of the Council meeting last week by Mr. Wiener about 
listening to the complaints of citizens. On March 13, 2000, Dr. 
Kafajouffe was here with young people and the very next night one 
of the young men was harassed by the Police Department. The 
Human Resources and community Services Department did not 
call Dr. Kafajouffe back like they were supposed to do. What about 
the property that Mrs. Washington lost because of a contractor 
hired by the City. Frank Curtis “x” is here weekly He offered the 
City $1.00 per year for the Fire Station on Pleasant Grove Rd. He 
asked about the appointment of Freddie Thomas to the South Side 
Ad Hoc Business Development Committee. He was told that 
Freddie was there to represent people of color, but Freddie stated 
that He was there to represent the Mayor. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope objected to the wording in the 
Council Agenda with regard to the Emergency Management 
District. There was nothing in the agenda that referred to 
hazardous materials. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that one of the youths 
down here speaking on behalf of Dr. Kafejouffe was told by a 
Police Officer that they witnessed him speaking at the City Council 
meeting. She stated her respect for this youth and encouraged 
him to continue to speak out and let us know how they feel about 
being a part of the community. Neighborhood groups can do harm 
as well as good. It takes effort to keep a group from forming into a 
clique. It is the City’s responsibility to make sure that these groups 
receive the proper training and do not become tattletale 
organizations. She hopes that neighborhood associations become 
committed to assisting their neighbors and not just targeting people 
they do not like. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. noted that the River Forest 
Neighborhood has a problem again with noise. Fifteen years ago 
Summit Steel had a problem with noise so the City built huge 
mounds to try to buffer noise from the neighborhoods. She said 
that kids in her neighborhood are having to cross train tracks to get 
to school. This should never happen 


Patty Smith of 848 W. Edgewood #173 said that they are having a 
lot of problems where she lives. They need a place for their kids to 
hang out. She has a fourteen year old sone whose friend was beat 
up by Police Officers a few months ago and now her son is afraid 
to leave the house. Police always harass her son. She is tired of 
her son coming home and telling her about the harassment he 
suffers from police every time he goes outside. They need a place 
for their kids, because she does not want to lose one of her kids in 
the court system. 


Curlada Eure-Harris said that her husband, Dr. Kafajouffe, came 
her a few weeks ago. One of their neighbors use the police to 
harass others in their neighborhood. Police should not be used to 
replace the need for dialogue in the community. She is here 
tonight to point out their concerns. They have had positive 
experiences in the past week with the Public Safety Committee. 
She thanked Councilmembers Bauer and Wood and Police Chief 
George, their Community Policing Officer, the Mayor’s Office and 
the North Side Neighborhood Liaison . The Police Officer admitted 
to being called to the scene by a complainant and not finding the 
situation that they were call for. She appreciates the multi-cultural 
dialogue in the community. 


Gary Hartman of 2311 Barstow said that the River Forest 
Neighborhood Association held a meeting last week. He thanked 
Mr. Wiener, President Murphy and Councilmember Wood for 
attending and for their interest in the noise situation that they have 
over there. They want a partnership and trust that Padnos and the 
City will work together for a viable solution to the problem. He 
looks forward to an expert opinion. He is looking for input on a 
hearing with the Public Safety Committee. The three hundred

signatures that they solicited were taken from all neighborhoods, 
not just theirs. They understand that Lansing is an industrial City, 
They are looking for a compromise to this problem 


Reverend Patrick of 1134 S. Washington said that He watches 
Council Meetings all the time. He is concerned about Dr. 
Kafajouffe’s situation and the requests made by Frank Curtis “Xx” 
for something for the youth of the City. He said that if you are 
really concerned about kids and their welfare, you must truly get 
involved in it and make places for them. When he was a young 
man Richard Letts had a place for kids on William Street where 
young boys could box and do a lot of things. The ministers in the 
community can get involved and do something about the problem. 
There are people concerned about what is going on in our 
community. The Chief of Police was a black man. An African 
American. They will get a new Police Chief and the new Chief 
should pursue sensitivity training of Police Officers towards African 
American citizens. Let us not be so hasty to use the kids when we 
need them to politicize an issue, but lets get involved and get a 
place were these kids can actually go. Get people involved from a 
ministerial capacity, as well as from the City and from sororities 
and fratemities. 


Michael J. Simon of 3200 S. Washington thanked Council for their 
support. He used to live downtown, now he lives on the South 
side. He cannot do as much. It is good for the City of Lansing. 
There is a lot of construction in Lansing. He went to Oldsmobile 
Park today. It is a beautiful park. He thanked Council for it. He 
urged all Churches to join together to do God's work. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph stated her respect and 
admiration for Judge Garcia.

» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes said that he is here tonight to talk 
about the PA 425 Agreement for the conditional transfer of property 
between Delta Township and the City of Lansing for the General 
Motors project. General Motors is at the top of the Fortune 500 
Companies with revenues of over 189 billion dollars. The City has 
been had in this whole process. Now the City will rope in the Delta 
Township Board so that they can be had too. Public Officials 
should be taking a much closer look at this deal. They should take 
a good hard look at the amount of land available to the City of 
Lansing. They should look at the Lindell Drop Forge property. 
This is entirely within the City of Lansing, and this property could 
be utilized for this plant. Government needs to quit being hand 
maidens to General Motors and go back to the negotiating table 
and tell them that we want something from them. We want to be 
full partners in this deal. We want 5 shares of common stock in 
General Motors to be given to every single resident of the City of 
Lansing. They want to tie our future to General Motors, then their 
future should be tied to ours. There should be a citizen on the 
Board of Trustees of General Motors. They are screwing us. We 
have no guarantee that they will actually build these plants. We 
should insist on a better deal for the citizens of Lansing. The City 
of Lansing asked, many years ago, for them to clean up the 
pollution problem at the Fisher Body Plant. They have still not 
taken care of it. They thumb their noses at government 
cooperation. The agreement should not be approved until every 
resident of Lansing has stock in the company and has 
representation on their Board. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said that she does not get excited about 
425 Agreements. We always have to give up a lot and we do not 
ever get anything back. We provide this and that and fix up a lot of 
stuff. The only reason that the City is involved in this one is 
because the Township cannot provide the big abatement that 
General Motors will need. She did the math, and the numbers do 
not come out right. The number of jobs provided are lower than 
the jobs that already exist in current plants. What is the reason for 
that. How many jobs are really going to be provided by this 
factory? Taking into consideration the way that unions work, those 
jobs will not be provided for people in Lansing. The workers in 
factories that are closed in Flint and other Cities have a better 
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change of getting these jobs than people who live here. There 
may be room for a few new workers, and she hopes that GM will 
look for them right here in Lansing. Where can you get an 
application to work for General Motors? Where do you go to apply 
for a job with General Motors in Lansing? How many jobs are 
there really going to be? 


Paul Pratt, Ingham County Commissioner whose District is on the 
West Side of Lansing said that their Board will be happy to see this 
resolution passed. He personally supports it. In addition to 
General Motors jobs, it will include a net decline in the number of 
GM jobs the region will lose. There will be spin off jobs. The case 
has been made that this is a solid investment in tax payer dollars. 
Now the only concer is the idea of corporate welfare. The City 
provides human services to the community. We need to make 
projections in the sense that we should not be so eager to dismiss 
spending on human services and not look at these investments as 
welfare. We should pay more attention, as a society, to the need 
for investment in human services. Then, we would not have 
resentment for the investments that are needed here. It's true, you 
can still occasionally smell paint fumes from the Fisher Body plant. 
We have a responsibility to keep up with the impacts on 
neighborhoods by any corporation. We should not loose sight of 
the over-all benefit that this facility can provide to the whole region 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. said that she has been to 
a lot of training classes and brownfield redevelopment. She 
believes that redevelopment of brownfields are a better idea than 
development on greenfields. Development on greenfields will just 
produce more brownfields. This is a Humpty Dumpty effect, 
wherein once greenfield conversion gets started, it just keeps 
going on and more and more greenfields get tumed into 
brownfields and natural habitats are lost or destroyed. There has 
been no attempt by General Motors to locate a suitable brownfield 
site for this development. She does not thing that General Motors 
needs 1,300 acres in one contiguous site. She thinks this could be 
split into 13 one acre sites. Another problem she has with this 
agreement is that the term is only for 15 years. The City will only 
benefit from this project for 15 years. This development will 
contribute to urban sprawl, not development of inner cities.

WHEREAS, a proposed draft of the Agreement was placed on file 
with the City Clerk on March 21, 2000 and 


WHEREAS, the City held a public hearing on March 27, 2000 at 
the regularly scheduled Council meeting regarding the proposed 
Agreement, preceded by notice in accordance with the 
requirements of Michigan’s Open Meetings Act; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed Agreement has been presented to 
Council for review and approval; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the City finds that the 
conditional transfer of property from the Township to the City 
pursuant to the Agreement on file with the City Clerk will provide 
for the division of municipal powers, functions and responsibilities 
to allow for the joint administration of the transferred area and will 
assist economic development and be beneficial to the residents of 
the City and the Township, and will work to prevent conditions of 
unemployment.

Also the South % of the Southeast % of Section 29, T4N, 
R3W, Delta Township, Eaton County, Michigan, and the 
South % of the Southwest % of said Section 29, except 
the North 150 feet of the West 291 feet thereof; also 
except those parts conveyed or used by the public for 
road purposes along the East, West and South lines of 
said Section.

OTHER BUSINESS 


» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


James Gorman, Director of Social Services for the Volunteers of 
America said that their Homeless Shelter provides beds for 75 
Emergency Shelter Grant patrons. They are partly funded by City 
Funds. They are taking steps to be a good effective neighbor. 
They recently received a complaint from a landlord whose property 
on Larch St. borders their property. He complained about some 
homeless people loitering on and leaving trash around on his 
property. Namely empty liquor bottles and cigarette stubs. The 
landlord thought it was a VOA concern, because they are a magnet 
for homeless people. The VOA agreed to accept a degree of 
responsibility for this problem and sent him over to try to do some 
outreach and encourage these homeless people to cease their 
nuisance behavior and educate them on the problems this type of 
behavior can create. He went to the site and met with some of the 
people and convinced them to leave the subject property and clean 
it up before doing so. There were liquor bottles all over the 
property. They cleaned it up and resolved a potential conflict for 
the neighborhood. He has agreed to continue to monitor the 
situation to make sure that the property is kept clean and free of 
homeless people. Their services cannot continue to be effective 
unless they are able to offer treatment on demand for the 
homeless. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope spoke regarding the increase in 
his property assessment. He thought all he had to do to appeal his 
increase was to show up for the Board of Review Meetings. He 
found out that he was supposed to have made an appointment 
He could not get a homestead exemption because he bought his 
house prior to 1994. The Treasurer's Office claims to have sent 
him a letter about his homestead exemption. He cannot 
understand any of the letters he gets from the City unless he hires 
an attorney to interpret them for him. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. stated her opinion of legalizing the 
sale of beer and wine at the Potter Park Zoo Discovery Center. 
This will provide a nice place for the homeless to drink at. She 
said that her daughter-in-law got a notice about the rezoning that 
Mr. Donall applied for, but she did not. They live next door to each 
other. She does not understand why Mr. Donall even needs this 
variance. She asked that she be provided with documentation 
showing that Mr. Donall is in compliance with the parking 
requirements for the bar that he owns. She left a petition with 
Councilmember Leeman regarding this request. They are asking 
that the City make Mr. Donall comply with the City’s Ordinances or, 
shut him down. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she attended the 
housing symposium last Saturday at the Black Child and Family 
Institute. There was a lot of information available about programs 
through Advent House and the Lansing Housing Coalition that con 
help people save down payments and show them how to get 
forgivable loans. Representative Paul DeWeese was there and is 
planning to sponsor more symposiums. This is a very positive 
approach. She agrees with it. Last week a representative from the 
Colonial Village Neighborhood Association showed pictures of 
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code violations in their neighborhood that they need to have 
enforced. She commends everyone who wants to improve their 
neighborhood, but neighborhood associations cannot be two 
faced. They depend on the good will of their residents, and you 
cannot ask them to go out and do the work of code compliance. 
Code Compliance is a scam. It is revenue driven and suspect. 
With regard to houses that have been damaged by fire: they need 
a better procedure for procedure for dealing with these properties. 
We may see the same problem that we have seen with trash 
hauling where people are not given proper notices. 


Dorethy Cooks of 520 Baker St. said that she brought 
documentation concerning 6 different instances of contact with the 
Police Department that she believes is questionable, She filed a 
complaint in 1998 with the Chief Investigator. She left a copy of 
the instances that she wants investigated. 


Councilmember Bauer invited Ms. Cooks to attend the next 
meeting of the Public Safety Committee to discuss her complaint. 


William Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood said that the Memorial 
Review Board has voted unanimously to support the naming of the 
Animal Care facility at the Potter Park Zoo in honor of the Rotary 
Club of Lansing. He hopes the Rotary Club is happy with their new 
facility. 

Frank Curtis “X’, no address given, said that he is interested in 
reparation and restitution. They want a revolution. He is tired of all 
of the jaw jacking that is done at these meetings. They want to get 
paid.

Bob 
Kennon told Councilmembers that this Board has recently re- 
assessed their role and thought that their best contribution would 
be by becoming part of the Board of Police Commissioners, so 
they dissolved as a separate board.

» Public Comment on Leaislative Matters: 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that He thought that the gun 
control issue was going to be on the agenda. 


Ken Kramer of 318 E. Willard Ave. said that he is here to protest 
about a business on the corner of Willard Ave. and S. Cedar St. 
He is the Coordinator of Neighborhood Watch #14, and has lived in 
his neighborhood for 20 years. The business to which he refers is 
a car lot that needs to be cleaned up and painted. This lot is an 
eyesore in their neighborhood. They cannot sell property in this 
neighborhood because of this car lot. It has too many cars on the 
lot and is run down and dirty. There must be some kind of law 
about how many cars they can have on the lot. He went to a 
meeting at the South Precinct where they told him that this is the 
biggest eyesore on Cedar St. He submitted a petition asking 
Council te do something about this place. 


Councilmember Wood told Mr. Kramer that the Mayor has put 
together a committee called decentralization. This is an issue that 
they are working on. Mr. Kramer suggested that an ordinance 
requiring business owners to take care of their properties be 
passed. Then they could get citations only so many times and 
then loose their business. 
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Councilmember Allen said that the Code Compliance Office told 
her that they need an ordinance to address commercial properties. 
This is the only property that She, as a Councilmember, has ever 
been kicked off of. 


Tina and Shawn Menzie of 318 E. Greenlawn Ave. stated their 
objections to the Resolution in support of the Smith & Wesson 
Code of Conduct. The resolution is unclear. Background checks 
are already required. There are no ads on television or the radio 
advertising guns to kids. Swimming pools are more dangerous to 
children than guns are, This resolution refers to juvenile justice, 
but the controls contained in it are aimed at adults. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. spoke regarding the Fair 
Housing Month resolution. These are worthy goals for the month. 
She is disturbed that someone suggested that you would violate 
someone's civil rights and throw them out of the City. She urged 
the City not to give up on the Paint Blitz. She stated that she has 
done research on the internet and found that there is a new paint 
primer sealer that can be used to paint over lead based paint as a 
substitute for lead abatement, or as a form of abatement. She 
wants the neighbors at 704 S. Magnolia to be allowed to move 
back into their home. This should be a goal of fair housing month. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that guns do not have 
anything to do with kids. This resolution is not about kids, it is 
about making adults who own guns more responsible. If you have 
a gun in your home and a juvenile get a hold of it, you should be 
responsible for that, and you should be punished. She stated that 
she has been victimized every Monday night when she gets home. 
Since Council adopted the “Johns” ordinance she has only been 
solicited once. The word is out. She believes that one thing that 
will help neighborhoods with the fair housing issue is adherence to 
a 72 hour rule that makes tenants responsible to clean up 
whatever mess they have made in their landlord's house, or else 
the landlord can go to court and have you evicted on an 
emergency order. Council has been doing a very good job lately.

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Richard Leeper of 3901 Tennyson asked what has happened to 
the proposal he made for amending the Brenke Fish Ladder 
Ordinance? Nothing has come out of the Committee yet. 
Councilmember Benavides responded to Mr. Leeper’s questions. 
He did submit a model ordinance from the City of Grand Rapids a 
month or more ago, and it was referred to the City Attorney's Office 
who communicated to Councilmembers that He had been in 
communication with Mr. Leeper about the proposal. After it has 
been approved as to form by the City Attomey, it can go through 
the Committee process, but, that probably will not happen during 
Budget Hearings. It will most likely be June before they can take it 
up. 
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Councilmember Leeman told Mr. Leeper that they will contact him 
to let him know when it is going to be on the Committee Agenda. 


Chris Sutherland of 114 W. Broad St. submitted a written statement 
in support of the comments made by the previous speaker. 


Admiral D. Nesbary of 417 Clifford St. said that he and his wife 
purchased a house on S. Magnolia before Christmas. 
Subsequently, they found out that the house was condemned. The 
previous owner had been cited 3-4 times for not pulling permits to 
do work on the house. He does not understand how the City of 
Lansing let this guy build a whole house. He spoke with 
Councilmember Leeman about this situation. He found out that his 
house has been red tagged because the City feels that the 
previous owner did not go through the proper channels. The 
house is not in bad shape. it is just that the owner did not take out 
the appropriate permits. Now he is stuck with this house that is red 
tagged and he cannot live in it. Councilmember Benavides noted 
that this matter was referred to the Mayor's Office and the Planning 
and Neighborhood Development Department. He asked Mr. 
Wiener how we can help this man. Mr. Wiener clarified that the 
matter was referred to the Code Compliance Office of the Planning 
and Neighborhood Development Department. They have 
acknowledged that there were some problems and difficulties 
involved with the house that Mr. Nesbary is now involved in. There 
are additional problems, other than code compliance. He can ask 
Code Compliance to review this again. Mr. Nesbary said that his 
lawyer has sent a process server to the former owner of this 
property 10 times, but no one will ever answer the door. He paid 
$50,000.00 for this house and his money is probably all gone now. 
President Murphy promised Mr. Nesbary that the City will move on 
this and get back to him as soon as possible. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope Ave. stated his opposition to the 
sale of beet and wine at Potter Park. This will cause more 
problems with teens in the future. He stated his support for 
medicare for low income people. 


Frank Curtis “x” spoke regarding some problems with a piece of 
property that is in his name on Allegan St., an on a property on 
Jolly Rd. that is in violation of the housing code. He demanded to 
know what someone is going to do for his kids. He urged every 
black man to put a double barrel shot gun behind his door. He has 
been talking to Councilmember Benavides about the needs they 
have on the South side for their kids. They need something over 
there, or there will be a civil disturbance. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that Council's job is to legislate. 
But, they have no priorities about how to do it. They pas 
ordinances, but if they locked at their books, they would find that 
they probably already have the ordinances they need. They spent 
thousands of dollars to have security for City Hall. How much do 
they spend for security in the Schools? There are no metal 
detectors in our schools. They did not spend one penny for that. 
Kids assault each other in school everyday. How much money has 
council spent to put seat belts on busses? Not one penney. How 
many busses do they know of that have seat belts for the children? 
If they care about kids, why did they put the bar in her 
neighborhood? They do not care. It is just an excuse for making 
up laws. They will legislate guns, but they are not the biggest killer 
of kids, it is alcohol, and Council is going to put alcohol in a park 
that is for kids. They have alcohol at the baseball park. Are 
Councilmembers sure that everyone who drives away from there is 
sober? 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. spoke regarding the 
noise problem in their area. This problem was brought to the 
attention of the City in August of 1999. Over 219 Citizens signed 
petitions to get a solution to this noise issue. It is causing a lack of 
sleep and robbing them of the ability to enjoy their homes, back 
yards and pools. The noise levels are being monitored on the high 
bank across the river. He disagrees with the manner in which the 
readings are being taken. We need ordinances to control industrial 
noise. Padnos is another company trailing behind big companies 
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that do not care. The noise factor in their neighborhood is 
unacceptable. Ifthe noise does not go, then people like him will go 
elsewhere and search out other cities that are progressive. 


Ken Kramer of 318 E. Willard said that during the summer people 
drive up and down Teal St. very fast. This street is just used as a 
cut through between Cedar St. and Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd 
He would like stop signs put up on Maplewood and Teal Ave. He 
asked how to go about getting this done. 


President Murphy asked him to put his request in writing and 
submit it to Council. It will be placed on the Council Agenda and 
referred to the proper committee, From there it will go through the 
processes. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes stated her opposition to the 
ordinance allowing for the sale of beer and wine at the Potter Park 
Zoo. We should not check our brains at the door, just because 
there is money to be made. There is no excuse for doing 
something that does not have any reason just to make money. 
The strongest argument against this is the way that the Parking 
area is set right between a children’s play area on one side and the 
River on the other. There are pedestrians crossing this parking lot 
all of the time. We do not need to contribute anything that would 
impair the driving ability of any people at the zoo. There are 
reasons that public drinking is discouraged. It causes lewdness 
and increased costs of security. The Zoo is a family activity. 
Drinking does not increase the quality of interaction between 
parents and their children. With regard to the Spiral Bar, why is it 
the goal of the City to increase spending on liquor in this 
Community? What good reason would there be to sell beer and 
wine at the Zoo? She thinks Council would want people to have 
clear heads to be with their kids. 


Mr. Wiener clarified the issue. There is no proposal to sell beer 
and wine at the Zoo. This ordinance allows beer and wine to be 
served at special events, such as weddings and other functions for 
which he Discovery Center is rented. These would be private 
functions in an enclosed building. 


DelRae Finnerty of 214 Lathrop said that their kids are being taken 
away from them. Their rights are being taken away from them, 
and their kids are being exploited. Unity for Parents and Children 
protests the State's removal of their kids at random. On Mother’s 
Day, Christine Timmons and UPC will hold a gathering on the 
steps of the State Capital Building. There will be speakers. 


Michael John Simon of 3200 S. Washington said that he is so 
proud of the MSU Spartans. They are the greatest team in the 
nation, probably the world. He got autographs from Mateen 
Cleaves and his mother. He got Tom |zzo’s autograph, as well as 
his Wife, Lupe's. He walked all the way from the Capital to MSU's 
Football Stadium. 


Christine Timmon of 335 W. St. Joseph spoke regarding the need 
for legislators who are truthful. We need them to tell us what they 
are actually going to do themselves, not just talk about their 
‘opponents.

Located in Delta Township, the Proposed Site of a General Motors 
Plant 


Fred Dilorio of 300 Renaissance Center, a member of the Tax Staff 
for General Motors said that they envision an assembly plant and 
stamping plant. This will represent an investment of over one 
billion dollars and will represent 2,800 jobs at the new plant. The 
City has approved a 425 Agreement for the plant and now they 
need to take the second step, which is the creation of an industrial 
development district, so that tax incentives can be realized. This is 
a partnership between General Motors, the City of Lansing and 
Delta Township. He urged Council to approve this request. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that she saw in the news that 
the State has told the City that they should not be out there 
devouring agricultural land for this development. The City should 
be redeveloping brownfields within it’s own jurisdiction. She asked 
how many families live on this land. City Attorney Smiertka said 
there are several families who live out there, but no initiative 
petitions have been filed. 


Ray Tadgerson, President of Capital Consultant Engineers and 
Project Manager for the Blue Ribbon Committee to retain General 
Motors said that they have been working very hard for the past 
several years to keep GM in Lansing. There is no property in 
Lansing of a size substantial enough to sustain this type of 
construction. This is unfortunate, because they started this with 
General Motors with the intent to bring development to Lansing. 
They have rehabilitated a brownfield site. They are rebuilding the 
plant on Townsend St., and they rehabilitated the Motor Wheel 
facility for use with the Grand River/Townsend St. site. The 
economic impact of bringing this to the region is enormous.. He 
urged Council to support the industrial development district. 


Amy Chapy-McKowan, Assistant Township Manager for Delta 
Township said that they have made every effort to contact the 
residents in their community. They mailed notices to all addresses 
in the township and to all county commissioners, all school board 
members, and all taxing authorities. They held public informational 
meetings. They are confident that the public and taxing authorities 
in Delta Township have been notified and they have not received 
any objections. 


Eugene Buckley said that there is no reason to vote no on this. 
This is cast in stone. He believes that these plants could have 
been built downtown. There used to be 24,000 GM jobs in the 
Lansing area. In a few years there will be just over 1,000. 
However, there is no issue here, Council should just vote yes. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph stated her support for this 
project.

Their 
home visitors are out in the field going door-to-door. These 
workers are residents of Lansing. These are your neighbors who 
are going door-to-door and having doors slammed in their faces 
because people do not want to respond. There is only so much 
that they can do. Their home visitors will be in the field for all of 
May and June. He urged Councilmembers to continue to act as 
ambassadors for the census and pass the word among the 
residents of Lansing that Census workers are out there in the 
neighborhoods, they carry identification and census packages of 
information. This is important work, and we must take care of the 
safety of the workers. Once they have completed the door-to-door 
visits, they will begin the coverage evaluation. The State wide 
average to date was 69%. Nationally it was 65%. Surrounding 
communities, like E. Lansing was 64%. County wide in Ingham 
County it was 71%. In the 1990 Census the City of Lansing 
counted 72% of it's population at the end. 


Councilmember Allen noted that the Home Visitors who are going 
door-to-door are getting feedback that the long form was too 
intrusive. She asked if the people in the field are using the long 
form or the short form. Mr. Milton responded that it is essentially 
the short form, but some of the questions are designed to elicit 
some information requested in the Long Form. 


Councilmember Wood asked Mr. Milton to attend the May 6"

Their next meeting is scheduled for Tuesday, May 9, 2000 at 5:30 
at the North Network Center in the Nandy House, which is on the 
grounds of the former site of the Michigan School for the Blind. 
The summit was run very well and elicited a lot of exciting 
information. Participation from the area was diverse and the 
diversity was celebrated. Major concerns included housing and 
the availability of housing in the area. Different issues were 
addressed in different areas. The Michigan State University 
Center for Urban Affairs has offered to help with the housing and 
home ownership issues. Another concern was jobs, particularly 
jobs within the area. Also of concern was the Schools. There was 
a lot of support for the public school system and desire to help it. 
Concerns were raised about the crime rate and how to bring it 
down. There was extensive discussion about becoming involved 
in neighborhood associations. People are willing to work with the 
Police Department and with the Code Compliance Office to help 
enforce the laws and move the City forward. They have requested 
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help with home ownership in their area. They would like 
information about low income housing and financing and programs 
that assist with home ownership. 


Mayor Hollister noted that this is a transformation process. It 
transformed the East Side a couple of years ago. The health 
program is a nation-wide model 


Councilmember Wood said that she is very pleased to have this 
opportunity. They have been waiting for it. The Summit will move 
‘on to the South Side and Uptown in October. She was very 
pleased to see how many new people came out to take part. This 
is a new beginning, and we have a lot to build on. 


PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of the Proposed City of Lansing Budget and 
Capital Improvements and Property Tax Millage Rate Levy for 
Fiscal Year 2000/2001 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. said that this budget 
looks like a winner. He has problems with a couple of things, 
though. He asked if money would be made available to provide 
teen recreation centers. He wants the roof on the North Side 
Police Precinct to be fixed so that Officers do not have to get 
dressed with water running on them, which has been going on for a 
long time. Also, we need stress relief for Officers. The budget 
looks like someone did an awful lot of work on it. 


Kristine Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Rd. spoke regarding 
federal matching funds that the City is eligible for, particularly in 
connection to the Riverwalk. We could lose matching funds if a 
developer, who was allowed to damage a portion of the riverwalk 
during construction of a housing project, is not made to repair the 
damage he has done. She wants to see our tax dollars getting the 
maximum amount of matching funds. This developer is being 
allowed to drag his feet on this repair. They need to be completed 
within 30 days, or an investigation into the situation must be 
started. The City must not lose money because this developer is 
allowed to procrastinate. 


Frank Curtis “X’, no address given, said that he wants money for a 
club for young men on the South end of town. This could serve as. 
an incentive for young people to improve their attendance at 
school. 

Glen Sprouls of 616 W. lonia thanked Council for putting money in 
the Budget for a part-time gardener for downtown parks. This will 
improve the quality of life in the downtown area. She invited 
everyone to the 7" Annual Historic District Commission's 
Partnership with Impression 5 Science Museum's “Taking our Past 
into the Future” celebration to be held Tuesday, May 15, 2000. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that two developers have 
destroyed the Riverwalk. The City kept 50' of property that was 
given to Ferguson. She hopes that the City has money in the 
Budget to make City Hall handicap accessible. 


Maria Zukowski of 320 N. Walnut, President of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association, thanked Council for the support given 
to neighborhoods and for the quality of life and many amenities 
through out the City. 


Christine Timmons of 335 E. St. Joseph said that she supports the 
request for a teen club in the South Side of Lansing. She urged 
people to pool their resources to help kids. She spoke regarding 
the amendment to chapter 830. Revocation of existing liquor 
licenses will not help people pay their debts to the City.

» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Rd. spoke in support of the 
tax abatement for General Motors. The only bad thing about this is 
that the City will not collect the 1% income tax revenue. 


Joe Drolett, Supervisor at Delta Township, stated his support for 
the General Motors IDD. Two years ago the Blue Ribbon 
Committee was formed. In the township, they believe that Lansing 
must be a strong, viable central City. He supports the 
establishment of this district, it will allow us to do a lot together as 
economic partners. We can do a lot of good things working 
together. 


Jim Donaldson of the State of Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation stated his support for the General Motors Industrial 
Development District. This is an important step for the Council to 
take. The State hopes that this will be approved. We are 
constantly in a battle with other states for industrial development. 
This will allow them to level the playing field on Lansing’s side. He 
urged Councilmembers to vote for this tonight. 


Bob Tresize, speaking on behalf of the 2,000 Chamber of 
Commerce businesses in the Mid-Michigan region, strongly urged 
approval of the General Motors IDD resolution. This is another 
step forward into the future. This is leading to a tax abatement. It 
is not cutting taxes. This will mean a lot of economical 
advantages. Tax abatements are available to any manufacturer 
here in Lansing who is expanding and adding new jobs and 
equipment. He has recruited a lot of new plants into this area. Mid 
Michigan is known to be more cooperative than other areas in this 
endeavor. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. displayed a feedsack quilt 
made from fabric that was taken from bags that flowers and seeds 
used to be delivered in. The bags were made out of beautiful 
fabric and when the feed was gone, the bags were used to make 
beautiful quilts. She is opposed to the industrial development 
district, because our decisions make up our own quilt. There is 
property in Lansing that is in need of redevelopment, such as the 
Lindell property. She appreciates the need for employment, and 
remembers being unemployed, however, we should not sacrifice 
agricultural land for industrial land. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. asked how Councilmembers know 
that General Motors will comply with their affirmative action 
programs way out there in Delta Township 


Christine Timmons of 335 E. St. Joseph said that the greatest thing 
she ever saw in Lansing the General Motors 100 year anniversary 
party a few years ago. Alot of families in Lansing have raised their 
kids on GM and sent them to college on their GM earnings. She 
supports whatever they ask for. She is not even on their payroll, 
she just believes that they deserve what they are asking for. We 
are the State Capitol. We should be honored to have them here.

Rev. Patrick of 1134 S. Washington said that he was unable to see 
all of last week's City Council Meeting, but he did see a speaker 
talking about monies appropriated and what the City should or, 
should not be doing. There are youth in the City of Lansing that 
need help. They are underprivileged and un-financed and without 
representation. He commended Councilmember Benavides, who 
for 25 years at Cristo Rey has been in a position to see to the 
special needs of minorities. He hopes that President Murphy will 
take up the same position within the 4° Ward. He is tired of seeing 
youths in jail and tired of seeing black faces in jump suits. He is 
asking someone from his race to stand up and make a difference. 
He talked about this two weeks ago and was not given a response. 
He wants someone to respond to his request. They can contact 
him at 482-8824, or at 1916 Olds Ave. He wants to know what 
actions are being taken in consideration of black youths. They are 
not looking for welfare services, He is asking Council President 
Murphy to bring the Clergy together to forge something for the 
people of the community 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that Mr. Donall has built a patio 
on the side of the Spiral Bar that he owns. It is open now. There 
are no windows, no doors, and a lot of noise from it. He sends 
fliers out to MSU to solicit business from students who are 18-21 
years of age. She wants to know why he is inviting underage 
college students to his bar on Thursday nights. Council should find 
out about the things that are happening there. She wants Council 
to find out if this bar complies with fire laws, and whether he got an 
amendment to his liquor license for the extension of outside 
service. She requested that Council send a letter to the Federal 
Government supporting continued train service to E. Lansing. 


Peter Wagoner of 138 E. North St. submitted a letter from 
Members of the Turner Dodge Neighborhood Association regarding 
neighborhood concerns 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. said that she passed the 
bar exam. Lansing is a wonderful city with a world of opportunity. 
This is a small town where futures are built. She came here in 
1981 to go to MSU bought her first home in Lansing while earning 
$8,000.00 per year. She now makes six times that amount, 
working for the State of Michigan and should be able to double that 
amount in the near future. This is why she feels strongly about 
providing affordable housing in Lansing. It is her dream to 
purchase more small homes to fix up, but the City sometimes 
works against that 


Eugene Buckley of N. Hayford St. said that Mayor Hollister should 
be spending more time with the people. The people of Lansing are 
punished and ripped off. Lansing is not a world class City. We 
have the highest taxes and lowest property values around, no 
health care, and our schools are in a shambles. We need to 
reconsider our priorities 


Michael J. Simon of 3200 S. Washington said that he was at the 
parade last weekend and saw the Mayor there. The Mayor said 
“hi” to him. We have another parade coming up this weekend 


Gordon Wilson, no address given, said that he will accept no more 
excuses on the issue of the extreme sports parks at Ranney and 
Davis Parks. He is tired of waiting. The tax payers have spoken 
He wants these parks built. This Board is meeting with the kids 
tomorrow at Everett in the morning and at Eastern tomorrow night 
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This should be a number one priority of the City, doing something 
for youth. The City should make the developers who come down 
her all the time with their hands out do something for youth. Joel 
Ferguson knows the need. He knows how important the Lincoln 
Center was to them in their youths. There is money in the budget 
for youth. He talked to Mr. Wiener months ago about youth dances 
and never got a call back. He offered the City a $1.00 per year 
lease on the Fire Station on Pleasant Grove Rd. and now it is to be 
torn down, or sold.

Councilmember Leeman asked that the letter from the Turner 
Dodge Neighborhood Association be placed on next week's 
agenda and referred to the Development and Planning Committee. 


Councilmember Adado spoke regarding the Management Service 
Dept. Master Plumber and asked whether he can do two jobs at 
the same time. He questions whether the City gets their moneys 
worth from this employee. He read two articles in the newspaper 
about this person. He then inquired about this employee. This 
company has been the subject of several complaints. He asked 
Mr. Wiener to check and see if a background check was performed 
on the subjects company to see if any complaints had been filed in 
the past 4-5 years. This plumber is still putting advertisements in 
the newspaper. What he does as a business person now reflects 
‘on the City. He is concerned that this employee is taking 
advantage of senior residents and he wants a firm date of when 
this business will be dissolved and this person will be full time 
employee of the City. It is difficult to believe that he can do both 
jobs efficiently and effectively and give the City what it demands 
and pays for. With regard to the service of alcohol at the Zoo 
Discovery Center; He was in San Diego and visited their Zoo. 
They have 12 locations where you can buy food and beverages, 
including beer and wine. He learned that less than 20% of their 
renters serve alcohol. There were no specifics on the sale and 
consumption at their concession stands, but he did not see 
anyone drinking beer or wine. He believes that the Zoo can be 
effective without having to change the ordinance. He is trying to 
locate the affidavit filed by the Master Plumber, but is not able to 
locate it. Please provide him with a copy 


President Murphy directed that the issue of the Plumber be placed 
‘on the Committee of the Whole agenda for this Thursday. He 
wants these questions resolved. It has been a week since this 
story broke. He sent his best wishes to Harold Leeman, Sr. who 
underwent surgery at Sparrow Hospital, our prayers are with him 


Councilmember Bauer responded to comments made by Mr. 
Wilson regarding the Skate Board Parks. Council has been very 
supportive of skateboard parks. They appropriated monies for 
them, and the Parks and Recreation Department is getting bids for 
the projects. They are moving forward, and Council is supporting

Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Wiener about the article

The Parks Department has issued RFP's to identify an 
architect for the parks. Once they have found an architect to 
design the parks they will schedule meetings with the Parks Dept. 
to continue the process. He appreciates Council's support for this 
project. He thanked the volunteers who have worked on this 
Committee. He spoke regarding the School District meeting that 
will be held this week to discuss the consolidation of elementary 
schools in the City. There are a series of meetings scheduled for 
discussion of this proposal. The School District wants to involve 
the public in these discussions. This is a very difficult project for a 
community; creation of new school boundaries and consolidating 
schools. City government is very involved and is meeting with the 
School District to discuss what uses may be made of the 
buildings.

PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


1. In consideration of an Application for Industrial Facilities 
Exemption Certificate (IFT-02-00) filed by General Motors 
Corporation for Property Located in an Area Which has been 
Conditionally Transferred to the City of Lansing Pursuant to a 
Contract Between the Township of Delta and the City of Lansing 
under the Authority of PA425 of 1984 


Steve St. Angelo of General Motors, the Project Manager for this 
proposal, said that this plant would cost approximately one billion 
dollars. This is a 1,300 acre area. They intend to leave as much 
of the green belt as they possibly can through the provision of a 
300' buffer zone and to provide the best manufacturing practices 
and environmentally sound processes in the world. There are a lot 
of trees already on this property that will not be disturbed. They 
are keeping the facility as close to the highway as possible and 
leaving all of the green space that they can next to neighboring 
properties and still allow themselves space to grow in the future. 
They could begin operations in the new plant as soon as 2002 
This facility would continue to operate as long as the demand and 
product is there. The decision to proceed will depend on making a 
sound business case. They are considering Lansing because of 
the strong heritage General Motors has in Lansing and because of 
the collaboration of the City and the State and the United Auto 
Workers work force. The tax dollars that will be forgiven by this 
agreement will be returned to the community exponentially in a 
strengthened economy. 


Ray Tadgerson, President and CEO of Capital Consultants and 
Project Manager for the Blue Ribbon Committee to Retain General 
Motors, said that this process began two years ago. The project 
looked pretty iffy at that time, but now after a lot of work, they are 
at the forefront of bringing another facility to the Lansing region 
He urged Councilmembers to follow through with their prior 
commitments to the construction that has taken place already, and 
to this project 


Bob Trezise, Vice President of the Economic Development Division 
for the Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce urged Council to 
pass these tax abatements tonight. This will allow for increases in 
revenue for the community. Tax abatements are a deciding factor 
in companies decisions as to what community they will put their 
businesses in. Business begets business. You can advertise all 
you want, but businesses look to see where other businesses are 
located in making their own decisions. Every single one of the 
2,000 businesses in Lansing will benefit from this tax abatement 
that General Motors is requesting tonight. Finally, it will create 
jobs. This is one real way that the community can welcome 
businesses to and make Lansing one of the top regions in the

Jim Donaldson of the State of Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation said that this is a key part of the incentive package 
that will allow General Motors to grow and expand in the Lansing 
area. Michigan Economic Development Corporation is proud to be 
a part of this. They will negotiate for the package that requires the 
local contribution for the property tax abatement. The business 
case has not been made yet in front of General Motors 
Management. It will hinge on these abatements made here 
tonight 


Robert Bennett of Lansing stated his support for this process. 
General Motors is at the point of staying in this community. There 
used to be a town called Flint, but then General Motors pulled out 
Lansing will still have General Motors. This works well for Mayor 
Hollister's regionalization plan. We will have people coming from 
Barry, Clinton and Eaton Counties to work for General Motors. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of Holmes St. said that it is unfortunate that the 
public hearing is held when this process is already a done deal 
Urban sprawl is the number one danger to brownfield 
redevelopment. This development will not lead to more home 
ownership or neighborhood improvements in Lansing. This is a 
tural development in Delta Township. We will see more home 
ownership and business development in Delta Township, which will 
drain people away from Lansing

INDUSTRIAL FACILITIES EXEMPTION CERTIFICATE 
AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT, made this day of 

, 2000, by and between the City of Lansing, 
acting by and through its Planning and Neighborhood 
Development Department (‘the City") and General Motors 
Corporation (‘the Company’ or "GM") 
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WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, the Company has submitted an Application 
("Application") to the City for adoption of a Resolution giving the 
City's approval of a fourteen (14) year Industrial Facilities 
Exemption Certificate ("IFEC") that includes an initial two (2) year 
period of construction and equipping, pursuant to Michigan Public 
Act No. 198 of 1974, as amended, for real property, and not for 
machinery, equipment, fixtures and furniture, ("Facility") to be 
located in Eaton County and City of Lansing pursuant to a Public 
Act 425 Agreement and as legally described in the attached Exhibit 
“A (a copy of the Application is attached hereto as Exhibit “B’); 
and 


WHEREAS, GM intends to construct a vehicle assembly plant, 
consisting of a stamping plant, general assembly building, paint 
shop and body shop, to use innovative manufacturing strategies; 
the implementation of this new plant will require an immense 
capital investment by the Company; and 


WHEREAS, as a part of its Application for an IFEC, the Company 
has submitted an EEO Policy Statement and a copy of their EEO- 
1 Statistics Report form for applicable AAP Year with the City 
Human Relations and Community Services Department (a copy of 
the Statement and Report is attached hereto as Exhibit “C’), 
wherein the Company has represented to the City that during the 
term of the IFEC, it shall provide equal opportunity in regard to 
hiring and the terms and conditions of employment; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 22 of Michigan Public Act 198 of 
1974, as amended by Public Act No. 334 of 1993, it is necessary 
that the City and the Company enter into a "written agreement” 
prior to approval and issuance of an Industrial Facilities Exemption 
Certificate by the Michigan State Tax Commission; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Company hereby agrees as follows: 
6. General. 


1. The Company shall make the improvements to land and 
buildings ("Real Property Improvements’) set forth in the 
Application within two (2) years of the approval date of the 
IFEC ("Approval date") 

2. The Company agrees to construct, replace and/or renovate 
the buildings in IDD-2-00 and to implement employment 
related to the new project. 

3. The Company will create and/or retain at the Facility 2,800 
jobs within two years from the date of Project completion 

For purposes of the Agreement, a "full-time employee" shall 
include a person 1) who is employed by the Company on a salary, 
wage, commission, or other basis, for a minimum period of forty 

(40) hours per week; and 2) from whose compensation the 

Company is required by law to withhold for City income taxes. 


7. Annual Affirmative Action Report by the Company. 


In response to a request from the City, on or before February 1, 
2001, and each year thereafter, throughout the term of the IFEC, 
the Company shall submit to the Planning and Neighborhood 
Development Department of the City a current Contract 
Compliance Report (Form EEO-1). If requested in writing by the 
Planning and Neighborhood Development Department of the City, 
the Company shall also submit to the City, within 90 days, an 
Affirmative Action Plan, which sets forth the future affirmative 
action goals of the Company at the Facility, and the means by 
which the Company intends to effectuate those goals. The 
provisions of the Affirmative Action Plan must meet the approval of 
the Director of the City's Human Relations and Community 
Services Department 


8. _Annual Status Report by the Company, 
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In response to a request from the City, on or before February 1, 
2001 and on or before February 1 of each year thereafter, 
throughout the term of the IFEC, the Company shall submit to the 
Planning and Neighborhood Development Department of the City a 
certified status report ("Status Report") signed by the President of 
the Company or General Manager of the Company's Facility. The 
Status Report shall set forth the affirmative action 
accomplishments, the average number of full-time employees at 
the Facility during the calendar year preceding the date of the 
Status Report, and the Facility costs as of the December 31st 
preceding the date of the Status Report. For purposes of the 
Agreement, the average full-time employees shall be computed as 
the average of the number of full-time employees at the Facility on 
March 31, June 30, September 30, and December 31 of the 
calendar year preceding the date of the Status Report 


9. Representation as to Hiring of Local Residents. 


With regard to the jobs expected to be created by the completion 
and operation of the Facility, as referred to in paragraph No. 1, the 
Company represents that, subject to compliance with the 
provisions of paragraph No. 5 concerning equal employment 
opportunity hiring practices, and subject to the contractual 
obligations of Company with regard to collective bargaining 
agreements with its employee unions, Company will use it best 
efforts to give preference to hiring residents of the City of Lansing, 
and next preference to hiring residents of the Lansing area, who 
have been qualified for employment after completing the 
Company's employment assessment process 


10. _ Revocation Upon Failure to Provide Equal Employment 
Opportunity: Reimbursement of Amounts Abated. 


The Company agrees that notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this Agreement, after the effective date of this Agreement, the 
industrial facilities exemption certificate is subject to revocation, if 
Applicant engages in conduct that establishes acts and practices 
of discrimination with regard to hiring or the terms and conditions 
of employment. The parties agree that upon findings by either the 
City's Human Relations Board, the Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission, the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, or 
the State or Federal Courts, that Applicant is engaging in 
discriminatory acts and practices with regard to hiring or the terms 
and conditions of employment, the Lansing City Council may adopt 
a resolution requesting the State Tax Commission to revoke the 
industrial facilities exemption certificate. The Company also 
agrees that in the event of such findings, the Lansing City Council 
may additionally authorize an action to recover the amount of any 
tax relief granted Applicant by virtue of the abatement granted for 
each year in which the Company has been or is found to have 
been engaged in such discriminatory acts and practices 


1h: Review _and_Audit_of Company Employment 
Information, 


The Company agrees to provide the City with sufficient 
information, and the City may review and audit the information 
provided by the Company, in order to determine compliance with 
this Agreement. If the Company fails to provide employment 
information satisfying the needs of the City, the Company will 
provide the City and Michigan Employment Security Commission 
(MESC) written authorization, in a form acceptable to the City and 
MESC, to use and develop appropriate MESC documents, such 
as, but not limited to the MESC Multiple Worksite Report, to verify 
the number of full-time employees stated in the annual Status 
Report. In the event that the Company fails to provide the City with 
any information required to be provided to the City under this 
Section and the Company's noncompliance is held to be 
unreasonable by a court of competent jurisdiction, the Company 
agrees to reimburse the City for all reasonable costs, including 
reasonable attomey's fees, incurred by the City to verify the 
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information which was unreasonably withheld. 


12. Payment of Abated Taxes for Shortfall of Employment 
or Facility Cost Shortfalls. 


1. If the average number of new and/or retained full-time 
employees at the Facility during the calendar year 
preceding the date of the Status Report is less than the 
number of new employees set forth in Provision 1 above, 
the Company agrees to pay to the City, in addition to 
Industrial Facility tax due under the IFEC on the Facility, an 
amount equal to the difference between the amount of ad 
valorem tax otherwise due on the Facility without the IFEC, 
and the amount of Industrial Facility tax due on the Facility 
under the IFEC, for the calendar year preceding the date of 
the Status Report, multiplied by a fraction, the numerator of 
which is the shortfall in the number of new full-time 
employees indicated in the Status Report, and the 
denominator of which is the total number of new full-time 
employees set forth in Provision 1 above 


2. The City may, in its sole discretion, request that the 
Michigan State Tax Commission reduce the remaining term 
of the IFEC or revoke the IFEC if the Facility cost is less 
than 85% of the total cost to which the Company 
committed itself in the Application. Prior to taking any 
action to require the Company to pay any amount to the 
City or requesting a reduction of the term of the IFEC or 
revocation of the IFEC, pursuant to this Section, the City 
must afford the Company an opportunity to present at a 
public hearing reasons for any shortfall by the Company in 
its compliance with this Agreement. The remedies 
provided for in this Section are in addition to those provided 
for in other Sections of this Agreement, and those provided 
for under Michigan Public Act No. 198 of 1974, as 
amended 


13. Property Tax Liabilities. 


The Company's Application is specifically and intentionally limited 
to an IFEC for improvements of land and buildings (Real Property 
Improvements) for the area included in the City of Lansing 
Industrial Development District, established by City Council 
Resolution No. 222, adopted May 8, 2000 and known as IDD-2-00 
The Application shows as N/A (Not Applicable) any and every 
reference to machinery, equipment, furniture and fixtures, which 
are or will be owned or leased by the Company in the Facility, and 
the same are intentionally and expressly excluded from the 
Application and from consideration for any inclusion in an IFEC. 


14. Representations. 


The Company represents that it intends to remain within the City 
during the entire period of time for which the IFEC has been 
approved. If the Company fails to remain within the limits of the 
City or fails to comply with the provisions contained in Provision 1, 
and the City elects (a) to petition the Michigan State Tax 
Commission to Revoke the IFEC, or (b) to initiate proceedings 
related to Provision 1; then only for purposes of such proceedings 
by the City, those failures shall be deemed to constitute a breach 
of this agreement. Failure of the Company to remain within the 
City during the entire period for which the IFEC was granted shall, 
unless approved by the City in its sole and unreviewable 
discretion, constitute grounds for immediate revocation of the IFEC 
if the City applies to the Michigan State Tax Commission for 
revocation of the FEC 


15. Limitation of Remedies, 


The City and the Company agree that the provisions of this 
Agreement are for the sole benefit of the City and the Company

and are not intended to benefit any other person or entity. It is 
understood and agreed that if the Company does not create or 
retain the level of employment set forth in Provision 1 above, the 
City shall have no right to require the Company by injunction to 
create or to maintain any specified level of employment for any 
period of time. The sole and exclusive remedies for 
noncompliance with the terms, covenants and representations 
contained in this Agreement are as set forth in this Agreement, and 
as provided for under Michigan Public Act No. 198 of 1974, as 
amended 


16. Effective Date. 


This Agreement shall become effective upon issuance by the 
Michigan State Tax Commission of an IFEC covering the Facility, 
and shall be null and void and of no force or effect whatsoever 
unless the Michigan State Tax Commission issues an IFEC to the 
Company covering the Facility. This Agreement shall terminate 
thirty (30) days after the due date of the Status Report required by 
Provision 3 above pertaining to the final year the IFEC is in force, 
or thirty (30) days after the actual filing of said Status Report, 
whichever is later.

Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding funds in 
the state budget that could be used for job training for minority 
groups. She warned the white community to stand on guard 
because people being adopted are going to rise up and force the 
state to unseal adoption records. Legislators are working on the 
rights of citizens. 


Reverend Patrick of 1134 S. Washington said that he is concerned 
about the new Superintendent of the Lansing School District. She 
needs the support of the community. He asked the Pastors and 
Men in leadership positions in Lansing to stand up and take their 
place at the table of brotherhood and let reason be between them 
regarding the youth of our community. He asked the community to 
raise up and rally around the Superintendent of Schools so that the 
people can have proud times again. He wants the black 
community to become proud again 


Mark Liski of 1975 Thomas St. said that he is here to speak on 
behalf of his client, Mr. Pryor regarding the letter about the Turner 
Dodge Mansion and businesses in that neighborhood. These 
homes belong to Mr. Pryor. He has asked for information from the 
City Engineer regarding how far houses have to set back from the 
road so that they can get these buildings in compliance with City 
Code so that they do not have to remain vacant. He wants a letter 
indicating exactly what his client has to do, saying how big the 
roadway will be and how far back the houses have to be from it. 
They are the only two houses on this street. The City owns 
property on the other end of the street. He questions whether it is 
really necessary to make his client put a street in that no one else 
will ever use 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. spoke regarding the 
‘overview of the Housing Code that will take place in July. The City 
needs to make a distinction between houses that are not habitable 
and houses that do not meet code. Substandard means that a 
house is not up to code. It does not mean that it is not habitable or 
unsafe. People should have the right to live in their substandard 
homes. It should not be illegal to allow people to live in houses 
that are not perfect. There should be an option of making 
substandard housing your home. We have too much housing 
stock in Lansing that does not meet some of these standards in the 
proposed code. These homes were built from natural resources 
and should be preserved and people who see living in them as an 
economic opportunity should be allowed to do so. 


Frank Curtis "X’, no address given spoke regarding the need to get 
something going for the kids on the south end. He expressed a 
concer about the situation with people coming around the corner 
‘on Grand River Ave. near the highway. There are residents in this 
area with little kids. People should be worried about vaccinating 
their young babies 


Gabrielle Frampton of 22211 Cumberland Rd. spoke regarding 
Padnos and their impact on residents and the neighborhood 
association. She loves her neighborhood and her home. She has 
been working on it for a long time. She urged Council to work with 
Padnos to find a solution to the noise problem. The noise is a 
large crashing continuous intrusive noise. She wants to be able to 
enjoy the property she bought and is working hard on. She 
realizes the need for industry for the City to be economically 
sound, but surely Padnos has a responsibility to abate the noise 
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problem 


Carl P. Easlik of 2233 Cumberland spoke regarding the noise issue 
with Padnos. He has a front row seat to the noise. He cannot 
hear conversations in his back yard. He has filed complaints with 
the LPD about the noise problem and made numerous phone calls 
to City Council's noise hot line and to Councilmembers, but these 
calls have not worked. He spent $4,000 putting in new windows to 
cut down on the noise. The same problem occurred with Summit 
Steel between 1983 and 1985, and they complained to then Mayor 
McKane and the problem was fixed. Please do so this time too 


Patrick Rose of 2241 Cumberland asked Council to stop the noise 
from Padnos. Why has it taken the City so long to stop this noise? 
Noise should be treated as a public health problem. Individuals 
cannot make these levels of noise because it is illegal. It should 
be illegal for companies to do so also. Health studies have been 
done showing the problems caused by sleep disruption 


Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago said that he has three vehicles. He 
has problems getting them down State St. because of parked 
vehicles. There is no way that an emergency vehicle could get 
through this street. There are “no parking” signs everywhere, but 
there is no enforcement by meter maids. This is the same problem 
they have with a lack of enforcement of stop signs. 


James Salinas of 550 Jessop Ave. related an incident that he and 
his friends encountered while enjoying their skateboards on the 
Riverwalk recently. They were kicked off by a security guard 
Later they ran into a group of men who began harassing them. He 
was hit over the head with a crowbar and had to seek medical 
attention. There is no safe facility for them to skate in. They need 
a safe skating place and the City should patrol the River Walk. 


Joseph R. Quagliata of 524 Woodrow said that the City and the 
Parks and Recreation Dept. do not care about youths in this City. 
Parks in Lansing are crumbling. Our slogan is “We're Making It 
Happen.” Who are they making it happen for? The baseball 
diamonds are overgrown with weeds so no one can play ball. The 
basketball hoops are all torn down all over the City. What is wrong 
with young people in this City coming together to play basketball or 
baseball in parks? The only facilities in City Parks that are in 
decent repair are tennis courts. This is a sport enjoyed by 
grownups, not kids. The City does not give youth any place to go 
and recreate in a safe manner. The youth of the City want 
skateboard parks and basketball hoops and baseball diamonds to 
play in 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. warned people about the power of 
protective services. The State of Michigan Family Independence 
Agency has too much authority. They can inspect your home at 
anytime

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Councilmember Adado asked Mr. Wiener to check into a piece of 
property on Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. that used to be a Burger 
King Restaurant. Now there are at least 6 cars parked in the 
parking lot at this location with for sale signs in them. The grass is 
grown very high over there too. 


Vice President Allen asked Mr. Wiener about Sycamore Park. She 
has received a call from a constituent concerned about portajohns 
being in the park. Pleas get these removed and make sure that 
the restrooms at the warming house are functional 


Councilmember Leeman responded to the young men who spoke 
regarding the need for skateboard parks, saying, City Council and 
the Mayor are very supportive of the skateboard park project. 
They are just waiting for the committee on Extreme Sports Parks to 
get their fund raisers together. Council may even be willing to 
assist them by donating funds. He asked where the Padnos noise 
issue is currently at. He recalls the Summit Steel problem in the 
80's and how quickly it was resolved. We do not want these 
residents to get fed up and move out. We should be regulating this 
as much as possible to keep our residential base. Padnos needs 
to come to the table to address this problem 


Councilmember Bauer said that Public Safety members approved 
the purchase of testing equipment that the County is using to 
measure noise levels. They have received an initial report on the 
testing and found that it is not just Padnos. There are several 
other industries on Sunset Blvd. that are contributing to the noise 
problem. There are additional logistical problems with measuring 
noise levels. It would be difficult to have a noise ordinance based 
on decibels. The City Attorney is looking at alternative ordinances. 
Other studies are being done. She has visited this neighborhood 
and the noise is loud, very loud. They are still testing. The Health 
Department is still working on it, and it is still on the Public Safety 
Agenda for June 28, 2000. They want to work with Padnos and 
the other business and reach an agreement. They are fully aware 
of the concerns of the neighbors and are waiting for additional 
data. She said that the reason that the equipment in playgrounds 
and parks is being torn down is so that they can be replaced. She 
saluted all veterans in the community, in honor of Memorial Day, 
for the sacrifices and contributions they have made to our country. 


Councilmember Wood noted that one of the companies who 
contribute to the noise by dumping materials into a gondola, is in 
the process of insulating the gondolas to reduce the noise. On 
July 1 Padnos will shut down and insulate their generator. There 
are manythings going on at the sametime with this issue. Studies 
are being done. She reminded listeners of the blood drive at the 
SSPP on June 1, 2000 from 10:00 A.M. to 3:45 P.M. 
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MAYOR’S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S 
RESPONSE TO COMMENTS 


Mr. Wiener said that they are having conversations with members 
of the neighborhood groups, and one of the issues is who the City 
should be working with to resolve the noise problem. There are 
groups working together and they have suggested another 
consultant other than the Health Department about other options 
for buffering sound. They have asked to meet with the Mayor and 
himself to discuss their ideas. Anumber of things are happening 
on different fronts. The issue is not just the decibel level and not 
just from Padnos. Other noises are disrupting the neighborhood 
The issue may be the kind of noise that itis, rather than the decibel 
level. They are trying to sot all of this out so that they know what 
to focus on. This was a problem back in the 80's and it was 
resolved. Padnos has not been forthcoming about what has 
happened in the past few years that has increased the noise levels 
and made this a problem again. 


President Murphy said that he has been involved in this for over a 
year now. Itis very frustrating. They have put a process in place. 
They are taking decibel readings. This is not just Padnos, but 
most of it is Padnos. When they were Summit Steel they had the 
same problem and something was done about it. This is the same 
Noise. Neighbors have testified to that. The Padnos noise is 
coming from the crushing of steel. He is nearly ready to create an 
ordinance now, because this is getting worse. It is summer time 
and people want to go out and enjoy their yards. He thanked the 
neighbors who came down tonight. Council will have to take this to. 
the next level. He hopes that the Public Safety Committee and the 
Mayor's Office can some to some agreement so that they can end 
this. Can the date be moved up from June 28? This is a public 
health issue, not just an industrial issue. 
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Councilmember Bauer said she will check to see ifthe date can be 
moved up 


Vice President Allen said that this is a difficult issue. These 
companies are making noise that is intruding on the rights of their 
neighbors. This is a quality of life issue. They need to get started 
and do something immediately. 


Mr. Wiener announced that the LPD Youth Academy has two 
summer courses being offered one runs from July 17-20 and the 
other from July 24-26. This is an opportunity for young people to 
learn about LPD policies and give them something to do for three 
days during the summer. This information will be run on City TV 
Anyone age 12 and up can apply. Interested parties should call 
the SSPP. The Parks Department has put out RFP's on the 
skateboard parks to get an architect to design the parks. Once the 
design has been established then the group can go out and raise 
money. He spoke regarding the beautiful, moving Memorial Day 
ceremony tonight 


President Murphy announced that the Public Safety Committee will 
meet on Wednesday. He asked Councilmember Bauer to place 
the Padnos noise issue on the agenda. Councilmember Bauer 
said that they have a full agenda this week, but they can take it up 
one week from tomorrow. He urged anyone with books to donate, 
especially kids books, to give them to the effort to form a library for 
Ghana. Saturday, June 3, 2000 is the "Night of a Thousand Stars’, 
hosted by Diane Burns and Judy Horning to provide assistance to 
people with aids. The event will take place at 108 E. Grand River 
in Old Town. Interested parties may call 482-5204 for more 
information

3. In consideration of an Amendment to Chapter 660 for the 
Purpose of Providing for the Prohibition of Fishing at the North 
Lansing Dam at Specific Areas During Those Times of the Year 
When Fish are Spawning 


Richard Leeper of 3901 Tennyson Lane stated his support of the 
amendment to prohibit fishing at the Brenke Fish Ladder, but 
questioned how the City was going to enforce the amendment. He 
stated that he had witnessed criminal acts on several occasions 
while fishing from the east bank of the Grand River under the 
boardwalk. He stated that he had seen the use of drugs, open 
alcohol, and sexual acts involving an underage female in an area 
he described as an ‘underhang’ or crawl space. He asked that the 
City begin to patrol this area regularly. He also saw illegal fishing 
at the Ladder over the dam as recently as Saturday, June 3, 2000. 


William Brenke of 711 Riley Street stated that he has counted fish 
for the DNR for 20 years at his namesake Fish Ladder, and he 
reminded the Council of an incident last year when he 
photographed fishermen illegally taking salmon at the Fish Ladder, 
and he was threatened with violence by those fisherman. He 
stated that, in his opinion, the City of Grand Rapids has a good 
ordinance in its design to control unauthorized fishing. He 
suggested that the City Council copy the Grand Rapids ordinance 
He stated that he did not feel that the area was safe enough to 
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bring his grandchildren thereto fish. Mr. Brenke said that he is not 
opposed to legal snagging of fish, and believes in equal rights for 
all 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl Street stated that she felt that there 
would be an enforcement problem with the amendment to the 
fishing ordinance. She stated that there is a lack of parking near 
the Fish Ladder for DNR officials, and no road adjacent to the 
fishing area. She asked if she could receive a copy of an 
ordinance prior to giving public input and said that she had no idea 
what language the ordinance contained. She said that it would be 
very helpful to have copies of the proposed ordinances and 
amendments on the table in the rear of City Council chambers 
prior to each meeting 


Frank S. Curtis X of telephone number 882-7036 suggested that 
the Fish Ladder area be patrolled by an officer on horseback. He 
stated that he has seen many parties being held near the Fish 
Ladder, and that he did not feel that the area was safe due to the 
illegal activities taking place in the area. He stated that nothing in 
the ordinance would be as good as having police officers patrolling 
Fish Ladder.

» Public Comment on Legislative Matters 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood stated that he was a retiree of 
General Motors Plant #3, and he urged the Council to approve the 
Application for Exemption of New Personal Property filed by 
General Motors (GM) Corporation for the IDD-02-00 Area. Mr. 
Wilson said he felt that the tax exemption was a good investment 
allowing for expansion and for new equipment, and he said that 
robotic equipment actually increases employment of individuals to 
operate and maintain the new equipment.

> Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Gordon Wilson of 2304 Midwood urged council to consider an 
exemption to the City Housing Code regarding a 30-day eviction 
Notice of a mother with three children residing at 2120 Hillcrest in 
the Pleasant Grove area. He stated that the family is living without 
electricity or running water, but that all construction materials are at 
the residence but have not yet been installed. He asked 
Councilmember Benavides if he could intervene in approval of a 
low-interest loan to assist this family sometime in the month of 
June, prior to their 30-day eviction deadline. Mr. Wilson stated his 
support for an in-line skating park for children and urged the City 
Council to approve funding for that building project 


Russell Terry of 121 East Mount Hope stated that he was in favor 
of more parking meters on Kalamazoo Street and he referenced 
the Mayor’s Blue Ribbon Committee project to increase the flow of 
people shopping downtown 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes Street spoke about the 
success of the recent Paint Blitz event in downtown as ‘people 
helping people’.

Frank S. Curtis X of telephone number 882-7036 spoke to 
recognize Mr. Wayne Peters, the person who recently found an 
infant who had been abandoned in a Lansing car wash. He also 
spoke about the need for a community center on the South side of 
Lansing, to include used books, chairs, a pool table, and a sound 
system 


Kristin Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Road spoke on behalf of the 
Friends of the Lansing Police Department and stated that a group 
of students had recently donated design work for an awards 
program, and she stated that any non-profit organization or group 
can utilize the free services of these design students. She spoke 
against the Lansing School System's plans to close four 
elementary schools. She stated that the city is judged by its 
schools, and families who are buying homes will consider the 
proximity of schools.

Councilmember Leeman announced that the Grand Opening 
Ceremony for the new River Trail extension will be held on 
Saturday, June 24, 2000 at River Front Park and at Moores Park, 
with events to include a 12 noon ribbon cutting. He expressed 
thanks to the staff members of the Lansing Neighborhood Council, 
volunteers, donors, and business sponsors of the recent Paint 
Blitz. He said that the City Council and Councilmember Benavides 
would continue to work to resolve problems at the Brenke Fish 
Ladder through the referral of the Amendment to Chapter 660 to 
the Public Services Committee. He expressed concern that Mr 
Brenke was threatened while photographing illegal fishing activity 
at the Fish Ladder, and he said that the fishing experience at that 
nice facility should not be spoiled for the majority of public users 
by the actions of a small number of people 


Councilmember Leeman said that the City Council and the 
Mayor's Office support the fund-raising efforts for the Skateboard 
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Park, and that the City Council is waiting for the fundraising 
committee to report to the City with the status of the fundraising 
effort. He announced that the City Council ‘On The Go’ will meet 
on Thursday, June 15, 2000 at Post Oak Elementary School from 
6:00 to 7:30 p.m.; and that hot dogs, chips, and soft drinks will be 
served at 6:00 p.m., followed at 6:30 p.m. with an open forum on 
city issues. City officials will be available to meet with the public to 
discuss matters currently before the City Council or other city 
issues 


Vice President Allen asked Councilmember Meyer to notify her in 
advance of any action concerning Z-19-97; at the N.W. Corner of 
Cavanaugh & Aurelius Road 


Councilmember Wood responded to a request earlier in the 
meeting to have proposed ordinances available for public 
inspection, and she stated there is a white three-ring binder placed 
on the table at the rear of the City Council chambers containing 
proposed ordinances, letters received, and other documents under 
discussion at each City Council Meeting. In addition, copies of 
ordinances are available through the City Clerk's office at a 
cost .25 per page.

She thanked the 
Lansing Neighborhood Council and all of the volunteers and 
donors for the recent Paint Blitz, which she said has made a 
positive difference in the neighborhoods. 
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Councilmember Bauer announced that the Public Safety

1. In consideration of the establishment of Zones and Rates for the 
Principal Shopping District Special Assessment 


Kevin McKinney of 6950 W. Eaton Highway spoke in support of a 
special assessment for the Principal Shopping District, and he 
urged the City Council to consider an ambitious process to include 
residential development in the area. He stated that the Principal 
Shopping District will play a key role in downtown development for 
the next 20 years, and that this is a critical time to implement 
recommendations of the Mayor's Blue Ribbon Committee. He 
thanked the Mayor and the Council for their efforts, and said that 
he hopes the effort will continue. 


Michael Vanderlip of 1804 Drexel Road spoke in favor of 
downtown revitalization, but stated parking is a continuing problem 
He said that he would like to see more residential housing 
development downtown, including second stories and suggested 
tax breaks for residential use and development similar to business 
tax abatements.

Reverend Patrick spoke about upcoming elections and urged the 
Public to vote for candidates who are concerned about the needs 
of the people. 


Bill Hubbell of 3916 Wedgewood Drive spoke about the need for 
more 25 m.p.h. speed limit signs on feeder streets. He said that 
tonight's City Council meeting had too many late items, and that 
the published agenda presented an incomplete picture of what was 
tobe discussed. He questioned why there was a roll call vote on 
a parking lot appraisal issue, but no roll call vote on the 
expenditure of the City's Showmobile for the Gay and Lesbian 
Pride parade, which he said makes him wonder what type of 
image the City is being given 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope Avenue spoke about fundraisers 
and fees at golf courses, and urged the City Council to assist with 
funding for a skateboard park. He spoke in favor of yard signs. He 
spoke about the repair and use of the gas line which ruptured last 
week in Jackson. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive spoke in favor of Vice 
President Allen's Junior City Council project. He spoke in support 
of community policing, especially in the neighborhood of Saginaw 
Highway and Pine Street. 


Francis S. Curtis X, no address given, spoke about the power of 
Judges. He spoke against the use of City funds for the Pride 
parade. 

Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago urged the Council to check the 
qualifications and reasons for appointments of individuals to the 
Historic District Commission. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes St. spoke to encourage all 
citizens to take part in the July review of the Housing Code. She 
urged the Council to leave room in the codes for creativity of 
naturalized landscaping and other differences for older homes 
which are not typical. She spoke of the need to accommodate 
more cars, and against ‘chopping up’ homes into additional units. 
She spoke about the adoption of a national housing code. Ms. 
Fitzpatrick urged the City Council and the public to continue to 
support the Paint Blitz projects due to the great return on the 
investment. She spoke of the need for repair to roofs and bumed- 
out buildings. She urged the public to stay home and conserve 
gasoline usage, thus hurting the profits of the gas companies. 


Michael Vanderlip of 1804 Drexel Road spoke about the need for 
businesses in the Principal Shopping District to keep the area 
clean and he said that the alleys are not clean. He said that all 
City-owned vehicles should be General Motors vehicles rather than 
Ford vehicles. Mr. Vanderlip said that eight weeks ago he sent a 
letter to the Chief of Police regarding a criminal act on his property, 
and that a detective spoke to the suspect but that the situation has 
not been resolved, and he wants his letter back. He urged the City

Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl spoke about code compliance and 
tickets for trash, and said that she was unsure of what was 
considered allowable to have on her property. 


Richard Leeper of 3901 Tennyson Lane spoke about the need to 
increase the number of feet stated in amendments to Ordinance 
660.05 to increase safety at the Brenke Fish Ladder. He asked to 
receive as much notice as possible in order to attend the Parks 
Board meeting before the changes to the Ordinance are passed, 
and Councilmember Leeman told Mr. Leeper that he would receive 
Notice of when the matter will be taken up by the Parks Board, 
possibly this Wednesday.

District on Allegan Street between Sycamore and Walnut Streets 
and on Walnut Street between Allegan and Washtenaw Streets 


LeAnne Stites, director of the Principal Shopping District (PSD), 
spoke in favor of the Waiver of the Noise Ordinance and said that 
she was aware that the project might increase noise, cause 
inconvenience, adversely affect parking and traffic flow, and 
Possibly result in a loss of income for downtown merchants. She 
said that the PSD will sponsor a “Big Chill’ contest to encourage 
downtown shopping during the construction project, and that work 
during the evening and on weekends will allow the BW&L to 
complete the project on a faster timetable and with less income 
loss to downtown merchants. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Road spoke in favor of the 
Waiver for BW&L, and asked if, when the Waiver is applied, the 
BWA&L would have a ‘noise strategy’ regarding decibels, and 
whether the limit of decibels was a qualification for the Waiver. 
Councilmember Adado responded that the Waiver would not affect 
the decibel level of the construction noise but rather the a.m./p.m 
hours of construction, and that the Waiver under consideration 
does not relate to that part of the Ordinance on decibel levels 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 N. Walnut Street spoke as a resident of 
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downtown Lansing and stated for the record that the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council had no position on the Waiver. She spoke 
in support of the Waiver and asked if the construction could begin 
at 7:00 a.m. rather than at 6:00 a.m. on weekends

2. In consideration of SLU-3-2000, a request by Ed and Deb

Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago spoke as a resident interested in 
the discussion on the residential care facility, and he outlined three 
items he would like to see implemented regarding this facility: 1). A 
guarantee that the owners of the facility have adequate funding to 
do the ‘rumored’ $300,000 worth of repairs and landscaping 
improvements needed at the site; 2). That ‘elderly’ be defined, 
stating that he was in favor of a ‘relaxation/rest home’ environment, 
but opposed to residents with mental impairment being housed at 
the facility in that neighborhood; and 3). That ‘minimum staff’ and 
staff-to-patient ratios of 1:4 or 1:5 not include office personnel, but 
only include facility service personnel

» Public Comment on Leaislative Matters 


Amy Collett of 716 N. Walnut, #3, spoke in favor of the 
appropriation of Community Use Funds for the Old Town Main 
Street Festival of the Sun. She said that the event would be Mid- 
Michigan's first wine and brew-tasting festival, and that the 
gourmet food and wine relates to June 21% Summer Solstice. She 
said that the requested funds would assist the sponsoring group to 
obtain liability insurance at an approximate cost of $800, and also 
help to defray administrative costs. She said that this is the first 
major fund-raising event for the Old Town Mainstreet group, and 
that tickets for the tastings would be sold at the door. 


Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago spoke regarding the appointments 
of four individuals to the Historic District Commission, and urged 
the Council to make sure that individuals who are appointed are 
qualified. He asked for a list of qualifications for the position, and 
specifically for the qualifications of the four individuals who were

Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that the way the 
Council appropriates funds seems inappropriate.

WHEREAS, Vera Watts, 2113 Seventh Street, requests the City of 
Lansing vacate the south 40 feet of Seventh Street right-of-way 
adjacent to her residence, in order to permit construction of an 
accessory storage building; and 
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WHEREAS, Seventh Street is located one block east of N. East 
Street, runs north & south, has a right-of-way width of 50 feet, and 
ends approximately one block north of Lake Lansing at the south 
property line of 2113 Seventh Street; and 


WHEREAS, the Public Service Department requires the entire 
right-of-way to operate and maintain a 361, combined sewer 
located in Seventh Street, and the Board of Water & Light has 
water main, hydrant, and service to two other properties at the 
south end of Seventh; and 


WHEREAS, even with the extra lot area that would be provided by 
the proposed street vacation, the applicant could not erect an 
accessory building without setback variances from the Board of 
Zoning Appeals; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board considered the location, character, 
and extent of the easement pursuant to Act 285 of 1931, as 
amended (Act-22-99), and found that all of the right-of-way is 
required by Public Service Department for access to the 36 inch 
sewer located in the center of the street, that the additional 
property would not be sufficient to construct an accessory building 
‘on the property, that the vacation of the right-of-way is not a 
practical solution to the applicant's proposal, and that the 
possibility exists to accommodate more building space on the 
applicant's current parcel; and

660.05.Fishing in Grand River at North Lansing Dam. 


Section 1 


(1) Itis unlawful for any person to fish from the East Bank of the 
Grand River beginning at a point 93 feet south of the northwest 
corner of the dam house at the North Lansing Dam and extending 
northward to a point 53 feet north of hte northwest corner of the 
dam house during such times of the year that the area is posted 
with signs that prohibit fishing. 

(2) As used in this subsection (1), the words “fish” and “fishing” 
shall mean the catching or capturing of any species of fish by 
any means, and includes the attempt to catch or capture any 
species of fish.

EXISTING FACILITIES KNOWN AS PENN AVENUE

(5) "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT"MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF HOUSING 
FOR PERSONS OF LOW INCOME AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF 
OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, 
INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS 
THE AUTHORITY DETERMINES IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF 
THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR

(6) "LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FAMILIES" MEANS LOW

(7) "MORTGAGE LOAN" MEANS A FEDERALLY-AIDED OR 
AUTHORITY AIDED MORTGAGE OR ADVANCE FROM THE 
AUTHORITY, AS DEFINED IN THE ACT, TO THE SPONSOR FOR 
THE CONSTRUCTION AND/OR PERMANENT FINANCING OF 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 

(8) "PENN AVENUE APARTMENTS REHABILITATION 
PROJECT" AND "THE PROJECT" AND "THE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECT" MEAN THE REHABILITATION OF 
THE PENN AVENUE FACILITIES AT 724 N. PENNSYLVANIA 
AVENUE, LANSING, CONSISTING OF APPROXIN4ATELY 20 
RESIDENTIAL APARTMENT UNITS 

(9) "SPONSOR" MEANS PERSON(S) OR ENTITIES WHICH 
HAVE APPLIED TO THE AUTHORITY FOR A MORTGAGE LOAN 
OR FOR AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE. LOW INCOME 
HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM TO FINANCE THE 
PROJECT. 

(10) "UTILITIES" MEAN FUEL, WATER, SANITARY SEWER 
SERVICE AND/OR ELECTRICAL SERVICE WHICH ARE PAID BY 
THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT.

(c) CLASS OF HOUSING DEVELOPMENT.

IN LIEU OF SUCH TAXES SHALL BE HOUSING

PURSUANT TO THE ACT. IT 1S FURTHER DETERMINED THAT

(d) ESTABLISHMENT OF ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU

(1) SUBJECT TO THE CONDITIONS PRECEDENT IN THIS 
SECTION, THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT KNOWN 
AS THE PENN AVENUE APARTMENTS REHABILITATION 
PROJECT AND THE PROPERTY ON WHICH IT IS SITUATED 
SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM ALL PROPERTY TAXES FROM AND

SPONSOR'S OFFER, SUBJECT TO RECEIPT OF AMORTGAGE 
LOAN AND AN ALLOCATION UNDER THE LIHTC PROGRAM, 
TO REHABILITATE, OWN AND OPERATE THE PENN AVENUE 
APARTMENTS REHABILITATION PROJECT. THE CITY AGREES 
TO ACCEPT PAYMENT OF AN ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE FOR 
PUBLIC SERVICES IN LIEU OF ALL PROPERTY TAXES, 
PROVIDED THE SPONSOR FURNISHES THE CITY WITH 
PROOF OF ITS ANNUAL CERTIFICATION OR AT THE REQUEST 
OF THE CITY, PROOF THAT THE SPONSOR HAS RECEIVED 
AND IS MAINTAINING ITS ALLOCATION OF LOW INCOME 
HOUSING CREDITS BY THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE 
PROJECT HOUSING DEVELOPMENT UNITS HAVE NOT 
INCREASED, DECREASED OR BEEN ALTERED IN ANY FORM,

(2) THE ANNUAL SERVICE CHARGE SHALL BE EQUAL TO. 
FOUR PERCENT (4%) OF THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE 
ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS ACTUALLY COLLECTED AND 
UTILITIES. 


(e) LIMITATION ON THE PAYMENT OF THE ANNUAL SERVICE 
CHARGE 


NOTWITHSTANDING SUBSECTION (D), THE SERVICE 
CHARGE TO BE PAID EACH YEAR IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR THE 
PART OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT PROJECT WHICH IS 
TAX EXEMPT AND WHICH IS OCCUPIED BY OTHER THAN 
LOW INCOME PERSONS OR FANNIES SHALL BE EQUAL TO

FROM THE AUTHORITY AND THAT THE NUMBER OF UNITS 
AND THE PURPOSES FOR THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT

» Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes spoke in opposition to the 
proposal for the City to sell portions of park land. She specifically 
objected to comments made by Councilmember Adado referring to. 
vacant, unused park land as being unproductive 


DelRae Finnerty of 214 Lathrop said that the Family Independence 
Agency of the Department of Social Services abuses the power 
granted to them. They do not use common sense in the 
performance of their mission, which is supposed to be to protect 
the best interests of the child. Foster home regulations are 
regularly disregarded. Children are being removed from their 
homes because they have been paddled by their parents. This is 
not in the best interests of a child. This agency needs to work with 
parents and help suppott their needs, as well as the needs of the 
child. In this way the child's best interests are served 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that she lives in the greatest 
country in the World. It does not get any better than the U.S. That 
being said, she has a few complaints. The owner of the site of the 
former Pussy Cat Theatre building wants to redevelop the building 
to put in another adult business. This is at 2400 N. East St. He 
has filed a Non-conforming Use petition that appears on tonight's 
agenda. He has no parking lot for his patrons to use. Everyone 
else in this area is required to provide off street parking for their 
customers, and he should have to do the same. Where does he 
think his customers will park. She urged Council to deny the NCU 
petition. Additionally, the subject property is right next door to a 
Church. The ordinance does not allow an adult business to go in 
within 500 feet of a church. The old theater was grandfathered in 
because it was there before the ordinance was adopted, but the 
proposed new use was not 


Eugene T. Buckley of N. Hayford St. said that the new General 
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Motors plant being built in Delta Township will not benefit the City 
of Lansing. The people who work in it will live and shop outside of 
the City of Lansing. The only benefit the City will receive is the 
payment of City Income Taxes. None of the out-source jobs will 
come to Lansing either. This plant is 20 minutes outside of 
Lansing. Out source providers will take their facilities to Delta 
Township and other townships in the area. Both employment and 
housing is deteriorating within the City proper. The only jobs 
available pay $8.00 per hour. He thanked the Blue Ribbon 
Committee for getting us this wonderful GM thing. The people who 
own the city do not live here, and the people who live here do not 
own the City. Campaign contributors do not live in the City and 
campaign money is not even spent in Lansing, nor do 
Councilmembers shop in Lansing 


Ernest Prince of 1541 Knollwood spoke regarding a neighborhood 
dispute between himself and his neighbors. He has been the 
subject of complaints by the neighbors who have filed a petition to 
try to get him out of his house. He appeared before Council in 
1999 trying to get their help with this issue. Now he cannot go 
outside his house without having the Police show up. Now he is 
going to buy the house he lives in. He is tired of asking for help. 
He is being victimized because he and his wife have fought to get 
drugs out of their neighborhood. 


Marcella Prince of 1541 Knollwood said that they are being held 
prisoner in their home. They have called the City Attorney and 
filed complaints about trash in their neighbors yards, and about 
trash being dumped into the Grand River. Seven to eight police 
officers appear at their home regularly, but when they call the 
police with a complaint about someone, it takes about 2-3 hours to 
get an officer over there. They are told it is because of the high 
crime rate, but the police sure can make it fast enough when the 
complaint is filed about them. They are not being treated equally. 
Their neighbors get more response to their letters and complaints 
then they do. 


Frank Curtis "X” said that one of his son’s had a warrant issued by 
probate court. The police chased his son through their 
neighborhood like the death squad. He has eight sons and does 
not intend to have any of them brutalized by the City. He was 
asleep in bed when police officers came into his house and began 
shouting at his son. He demanded that the police respect his 
house and his front door. No one has the right to enter his house 
without his permission. This is a fair warning. He displayed a copy 
of the publication “Africana.” 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph said she is happy that 
General Services received her letter. She will be at the next 
General Services Committee Meeting to address her request. She 
urged Councilmembers to approve the request for appropriation of 
funding to allow them to visit Michigan Adventure Park with 40 
innercity kids. Just one small thing can made kids feel so much 
better about themselves that they do not even want to do anything 
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bad. She described a recent meeting with a slum lord. She has 
reported this man to code compliance. His rental property is not 
even registered. He has not had an inspection on his properties 
since before she was born. She was able to help shut his 
operations down. She hopes that in consideration of all of the 
services she performs for the City, Councilmembers can grant their 
request for funding for a visit to Michigan Adventure Park. 


Lindall Burton of 888 Edgewood #253, said that she is working with 
Christine Timmon to get money to take local kids to Michigan 
Adventure Park. They have thirty kids signed up and hope to add 
ten more. They are willing to pick up children who cannot get a 
ride to meet up with them. 


Angela Tyson of 2001 Berkshire Dr. thanked Councilmembers for 
considering their request for funding to take kids to Michigan 
Adventure Park. They have permission slips already filled out by 
these families. She urged Councilmembers to approve their 
request for funds. 


President Murphy informed the audience that the General Services 
Committee is not meeting this week, but they will take this request 
up next Wednesday at 1:30 when they do meet. Please attend this 
meeting and submit the paperwork at that time

COUNCILMEMBERS COMMENTS 


Vice President Allen asked the Administration to see to the mowing 
of the property behind K-Mart between Cedar Place and the store 
This property was supposed to be mowed, but only % of the 
mowing was done. Seniors from the apartment complex use the 
property cut through to get to K-Mart. Additionally, she asked them 
to look into the repair of the sidewalk that connects the two 
properties. There is a Church being built over there. Cedar Place 
Seniors need regular upkeep on the property. She reported 
receiving calls about people who are having furnaces reinstalled in 
houses that are in a floodplain area. The installers and not 
installing the furnaces properly and home owners are having to 
have the jobs redone, because the furnaces in a floodplain have to 
be suspended from the ceiling. She urged the Administration to 
get the word out about this requirement so that residents are not 
paying to have work done that will not pass code 


Councilmember Meyer responded to comments made by Vice 
President Allen. Residents who are having furnaces installed have 
to pull a permit from the Building Safety Division. The permit 
requires the furnace to be suspended. They are informed at that 
time 


Vice President Allen reported that it is code compliance going out 
to do the inspections and finding furnaces not suspended and 
requiring the work to be redone that generated the complaints 
There are not that many people living in floodplains, we should be 
able to notify all floodplain residents of the requirements for 
contractors to suspend the furnaces. 


Councilmember Leeman thanked all LPD Officers, especially 
Officer Maatman for doing everything they can on the fireworks 
issue. He thanked the Fire Marshal's Office, as well. He 
announced that there will be fireworks following the Lugnuts game 
on Tuesday, as well as the City Fireworks later that evening, and 
lots of activities going on at Riverfront Park. He urged residents to 
participate 


Councilmember Bauer reminded the audience that the Public 
Safety Committee will take up the issue of amendments to the 
Housing Code this summer. They will review changes made two 
years ago. They have received lots of good feedback so far. She 
urged citizen participation in this process. Their goal is to keep the 
City safe and attractive 


Councilmember Wood spoke regarding the adoption of the 
fireworks ordinance. Neighborhoods came to council and asked 
for this ordinance to deal with quality of life issues. General 
Services took this issue up and drafted the ordinance that we have 
today, which enacted what is currently on the books in the State of 
Michigan. This ordinance licenses the sale, wholesale or retail of 
fireworks, as well as fireworks displays in the community. It has 
had a huge impact on the community. Tent sales are almost nil, 
and other sales are down. This has had a tremendous positive 
effect on neighborhoods and quality of life. People can still go 
outside of the City and the State and purchase illegal fireworks 
We are aware of that. However, owners of businesses who want 
to break the law are at the mercy of the courts who are the 
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arbiters. Willingness to break the law is the reason that we have 
kids who do not respect law. She thanked the LFD and LPD and 
the Fire Marshal's Office, as well as Ingham County Prosecuting 
Attorney, Stuart Dunnings, for their commitment to the quality of life 
in Lansing neighborhoods 


City Attorney Smiertka announced that the Michigan Supreme 
Court has reached a decision in the suit against the 425 
Agreement with Alaiedon Township. They refused to take the 
case. There are no longer any litigations involving 425 
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agreements in the courts at this time.

A.In consideration of Demolish or Make Safe Structure for 
Property Located at 424 N, Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd. 


Lyle Kissee of 1115 S. Genesee Dr. said that he lives around the 
corner from this house. He supports demolition of this property 
This process has taken 4-5 years to get this far. It should not take 
so long, one year tops. This is not good for neighborhoods. 


Deborah Mulcahey of 1200 S. Genesee said that this property has 
been stickered for 4-5 years. She is not usually in favor of 
demolition of property, however this property owner refuses to 
maintain his property and it is deteriorating their neighborhood. 
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Surrounding property values are being negatively affected. This fire danger. She urged demolition of the structure 
property attracts other type of crime to their neighborhood and is a 
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Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that demolition should 
only ben done as a last resort. Houses are built with wood from 
our trees and sand and gravel from our hills. The plastics in the 
home will cause some problems with pollution. She asked what 
has been done in the past 4-5 years to encourage the home owner 
to repair his property or put it in the hands of someone who would 
rehabilitate it. What code violations are they talking about? She 
requested a tally of violations and the cost to fix them versus the 
value of the home after it is repaired. 


President Murphy announced a phone call from Shiela Verway in 
support of the demolition of this property. Another caller has 
questioned whether or not the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition 
might be interested in purchasing this property. 


Eleanor Love, Code Compliance Manager, said that the GLHC has 
been contacted and are well aware of this property. They have 
looked at a list of it's violations. It is not financially feasible to 
rehabilitate this property. It has been neglected for many years. It 
has suffered through many Michigan winters without repair. There 
are other costs that would be tacked on to the cost of repair of this 
property. There is approximately an additional $450.00 in fees. 


Ruth Hallman of the GLHC said that She lives 1% blocks from this 
property. It has been vacant for at least 5 years. It would need all 
new plumbing and electrical services. There is no sanitation. It is 
infested with cockroaches and rats. There are infestations in the 
ceilings and roofs. There is broken glass throughout the building 
and a lot of structural damage. She is on the acquisition board of 
the GLHC. They did a tour of this house. There have been three 
other houses removed in this area, and they are interested in the 
property. They hope to build new homes on the lots that will sit far 
back from MLK and have a buffer zone. They will become an 
asset to the community and increase property value and tax rates. 
She urged Council to continue with this procedure and demolish 
this structure. It is beyond restoration

5. Three members of the retirement system to be elected by the

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b. The regular term of office for such elected member AND 
APPOINTED Trustees and appointed Trustee shall be four years

> Public Comment on City Related Matters 


Greg Klink of 905 W. Genesee said that he lives directly across the 
street from Genesee Park. The location of this park is one of the 
reasons he bought his home. He opposes the sale of the park 
The Black Child and Family Institute does not work as a 
neighborhood park. Families from their neighborhood has been 
kicked off of the playground at BCFI and told that it is a private 
playground. He has not witnessed any problems with drugs or 
prostitution at Genesee Park. He submitted a petition containing 
the signature of 174 residents who oppose the sale of the park to 
the Lansing Housing Commission 


Terry Gannett of 918 W. Genesee said that she bought her house 
at 918 W Genesee because of the proximity of the Park. It is not 
fair for someone else to decide where her kids are going to be able 
to play. She has been kicked off of the grounds at BCFI and told 
that her kids cannot play there between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
3:00 p.m. because of school hours. This is a punishment to the 
children of the neighborhood for something that others have done. 
She opposes the sale of this park 


Almus Thorpe Executive Director of the Greater Lansing Housing 
Coalition at 425 N. Sycamore said that he lives and works 2/10 of 
a mile from this property. He is very familiar with the Park and it's 
troubles. The GLHC works with neighborhoods to provide quality 
housing to income eligible first time home buyers. They were 
delighted to get this project to build two new houses on that 
property. There have been no new houses built in the Genesee 
Neighborhood for 50 years. These houses would sell for 
approximately $85,000 to $90,000 to an income eligible family of 4 
with a yearly income of $46,000. They will be 1,300 square feet 
with 3 bedrooms 1 % baths with a private drive and detached 
garage. The LHC is pleased to be responsive to the requests of 
the neighborhood to build houses on this property. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that the City has due 
process, because if they didn't you could sue them for it. She went 
on a tour of the GLHC. She admires what they have done and 
what home owners have done. There is a signed purchase 
agreement for the property known as Genesee Park. She advised 
Council to keep this whole thing legal. She advised the LHC To 
keep it’s dealings legal also 


Ed Simmer of 4245 W Jolly Rd. said that the City Charter requires 
a public vote prior to the sale of any park property. He compared 
this debate to a “early retirement shuck and jive.” Maybe the 
public should get the ethics board involved 


Carl Humphrey of 241 N. Harrison in E. Lansing submitted a letter 
that was sent to Sparrow Hospital about abridgement of his rights 
by the hospital by refusing to allow him on the premises. 
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Nancy Parsons of 430 N. Fairview said that she supports keeping 
dedicated parkland open for use as a park, but the area in debate 
is not dedicated parkland. The neighborhood association cleaned 
this land up so it could be used as a park when it was needed 
Now that the neighborhood association would like to have the 
property that they cleaned up used for the development of new 
houses, they are being stonewalled. She stated her support for 
the position of the Genesee Neighborhood Association. 


Melanie Rogers of 409 W. Willow St. said that she attended a 
meeting of the Walnut Neighborhood Organization. She asked if 
everyone in the neighborhood was contacted about the sale of the 
property, or was the opinion of the Genesee Neighborhood 
Association only representative of a small group of neighbors? 
The City needs more green space, not less. She believes that we 
should tear down all boarded up houses and turn them into parks 


Monica Zuchoski of 320 N. Walnut, President of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association and President of the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council said that she works with neighborhood 
groups all over the City. To qualify as a neighborhood group they 
have to elect officers, establish by-laws, establish a name, and pay 
dues or ask that they dues be waived. They have a long tradition 
of organizing neighborhood groups. Regarding issues in any given 
area, the residents of the area in question are the best judge of 
priorities, problems and solutions. She does not judge their 
opinions because she does not live in their neighborhood 
Sometimes one neighborhood association disagrees with a 
position taken by another. It is extremely disappointing when that 
happens. The Neighborhood Association was given the authority 
to decide what should happen with that space. She challenged the 
BCFI, the Genesee Neighborhood Association and the Parks and 
Recreation Department to reestablish a play area at BCFI 


Frank Curtis "X’, no address given, spoke regarding his efforts to 
get a cultural center established on the south side of town. He 
stated his opposition to the sale of the Genesee property. That 
little spot of land is not hurting anything. Let the neighborhood 
have it. Green space should be preserved for our kids. He agrees 
with Ms. Zuchowski that a representative from BCFI should be 
here. Next Tuesday, they will have a meeting on the request for a 
cultural center on the South Side. He said one reason the young 
man was shot at the apartments on the south side is because kids 
do not have anyplace to go. 


Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago said that originally there was a 
church on the property that is being used as the Genesee Park 
The church closed down and the City bought the property for 
$89,000.00 and turned it into a recreation area. Then we got the 
Gier and Letts Community Centers and the Church disappeared 
Then a ball diamond appeared. Then along came project play and 
installed playground equipment. Then up went a sign saying 
Genesee Park. It took a vote of the people to sell Priggooris Park. 
It took a vote of the people to refuse the sale of Waverly Golf 
Course. BCFI is private property. They can tell anyone they want 
to get off of their property. There are 100 homes on Moores River 
Drive. Those property owners would not like it if the City decided 
to subdivide Frances Park. The Council is setting a dangerous 
precedent 


Lois Klink of 905 W. Genesee said that she opposes the sale of 
Genesee Park which is right across the street from her house. 
This is important for relaxation of residents. This is the only green 
space from Ottawa to Sycamore and from Pine to MLK. The 
people of this neighborhood should not be deprived of proper 
positive uses of this property by the criminal element. The City 
Charter does not differentiate between designated and un- 
designated green space, parkland or riverfront property. Council 
must consider this very carefully 


Brian Smith of 1007 Woodbine the Secretary and incorporator of 
the Skate Park Initiative thanked Council for ensuring that the bid 
for the skate park is being reconsidered. They have a list of 
contributors who are willing to donate money to the project, if they 
can get Dan Penn involved in the design. The project would be so 
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much more prestigious if it were designed by a world renowned 
skate board architect. He suggested that the City write a sole 
source contract with Mr. Penn 


Kevin Webb of 528 W. Grand River said that he is President of his 
neighborhood association. Council has listened to the views of a 
lot of people who do not live in the Genesee neighborhood. This is 
not a park. It has never been a park. He supports the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association and whatever decision they make 


Hazel Bethea, no address given, said that there used to be a 
building on the lot on Genesee that is under discussion. Play 
equipment was put up over there for kids to play on. But kids 
could not play there because of the drugs that were being sold and 
used at the “park.” This is a dangerous area. You never know 
when the bullets are going to be flying. This property should be 
sold to the LHC so that new homes can be built on it. 


Ruth Hallman of the Genesee Neighborhood Association said that 
she writes their newsletter. She sends 435 copies of the 
newsletter to residents of the Genesee Neighborhood every 
month. When this issue came up for a vote last August the 
information went to everyone in the neighborhood. You cannot 
drag people to neighborhood meetings and force them to 
participate. There is no way to get everyone who is interested in 
the neighborhood to attend the neighborhood meetings. She has 
brought petitions to Council tonight too, but she will not participate 
in a petition war. The Neighborhood Association did what they felt 
was legally right. She is aware that kids were turned away from 
the BCFI playground. There was a misunderstanding with the new 
director at BCFI. That has been corrected and the Director now 
understands that the park at BCFI belongs to the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association. The kids in the neighborhood cannot 
really go and play on the space in question, because of the illegal 
activities that are taking place over there. 


Antonia Miernik, President of the Genesee Neighborhood 
Association, said that she is active in the area and has been for 10 
years. There was a neighborhood meeting held over a year ago, 
to which everyone in the neighborhood was invited. This was an 
open meeting. Twenty-five residents attended. This is really a 
pretty good turn out for a neighborhood meeting. It was 
determined that the best use of this property would be to ask the 
City to let the Lansing Housing Commission build two new owner 
occupied homes on the property. There is always someone who is. 
going to be unhappy with the outcome of a decision, no matter 
which way it goes, that cannot be prevented. 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said that Council should 
just put this issue to a vote of the people. She spoke regarding the 
assignment of patents for inventions by African Americans. People 
have made billions of dollars of the inventions of the black 
community. It is time to pay blacks back. 


President Murphy noted that the democratic process is firmly in 
hand. There are 18 speakers signed up to speak on the same 
subject and each has been allotted 3 minutes of speaking time. 
The maximum amount of time allowed under Council rules. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that his office has been asked to 
provide a written opinion to City Council and to the Parks Board 
clarifying whether the Genesee St. property is indeed parkland. 
The formal opinion will be completed and submitted to the Park 
Board at their Meeting Wednesday evening. He has submitted an 
informal opinion regarding this subject. The informal opinion 
concluded that this is not a park that requires a vote of the public to 
be sold. Under the City Charter, and the Code of Ordinances that 
implements the Charter, the Mayor is required to submit an 
inventory that designates City owned park property, cemetery 
property and waterfront property. Prior to 1981 this property was 
not on the inventory that was filed with City Council, nor has it ever 
been added since then. All of the resolutions written about this 
property speak about it descending to the neighborhood 
association. The deed does not restrict the use of the property. 
There has never been a zoning map that designates this property 
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as a park. For these reasons, it is their conclusion that this is not a 
park 


Vice-President Allen asked the City Attorney if the scope of his 
opinion will be any greater than his prior opinion 


City Attorney Smiertka clarified that he has never issued a formal 
written legal opinion on this issue. He delivered an informal 
opinion, now he will deliver a full legal opinion 


Vice-President Allen asked the City Attorney to direct his opinion to 
the fact that a sign was erected on this property declaring it to be a 
park. She would like to know who was responsible for putting that 
sign up designating this property as a park 


Mr. Smiertka said that the sign has no legal significance. That is, 
the law deals with the master plan and whether or not the property 
was ever designated as a park 


Vice President Allen said that it is her understanding that the 
neighborhood would be allowed to determine what that property 
would be used for. 


Mr. Smiertka said that this will be clarified in his opinion. 


Councilmember Wood said that when Mr. Brockwell was here last 
week he indicated that He was the one who made the request that 
the sign be put up. He may even have paid for it out of his own 
pocket. The trees that were planted were planted by individuals in 
the neighborhood. 


Councilmember Bauer asked if the parcel is still zoned residential 
City Attorney Smiertka answered in the _ affirmative 
Councilmember Bauer asked if the property was designated as 
parkland, would it have affected the zoning. Mr. Smiertka said that 
if it were dedicated as parkland it would appear on the zoning map 
as dedicated parkland. 


President Murphy noted that he asked City Attorney Smiertka for a 
legal written opinion so that City Council can continue their 
deliberations and proceed to clear this matter up. Once they 
receive the written opinion they will have a foundation upon which 
to make their decision about the fate of this property. 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Wiener to clarify the Park 
Board's position on what is and what is not park property within the 
City. He asked why the property at 501 N. Butler is not included in 
the study? 


Mr. Wiener said that according to the minutes of the last Park 
Board meeting, they reviewed 4 properties and made 
recommendations. They held extensive discussion on this 
particular property. At least one Park Board Members feels that 
this property is a park. Other Board Members do not agree. The 
City Attorney will meet with the Park Board Wednesday evening 
and discuss this issue in detail and present the Board with a formal 
written legal opinion. He commended President Murphy on the 
wisdom of requesting this opinion to make sure that their decision 
is based on legal fact. The Park Board Meeting is scheduled for 
7:30 P.M. on Wednesday evening at the Scott Center. 


Councilmember Leeman asked if the City Attorney's Opinion would 
be released prior to the Park Board Meeting, or held in confidence 
until after it is delivered to Park Board Members. He urged City 
Attorney Smiertka to read the August 16, 2000, Park Board 
Minutes prior to issuing his opinion. Mr. Smiertka said that he has 
already read the minutes of the August 16" Park Board Meeting 


Vice-President Allen asked if this issue has been before the Parks 
Board. Mr. Wiener said that they have discussed it two different 
meetings, they have not taken any official action on it yet. They 
also asked the City Attorney for a formal legal opinion

PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 
There were no scheduled public hearings. 


» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes questioned the effectiveness 
of the City's Beautification program in light of the fact that the 
number one complaint she hears about is boarded-up houses. Ms. 
Fitzpatrick compared the use of the nuisance ordinance versus 
boarding up more houses, and discussed her concerns with 
regards to boarding up the house at 907 S. Holmes. Also, she 
expressed her opinion that if the city is going to board up houses, 
then the city should help relocate any tenants currently living in the 
house. She also objected to the apparent conflict within the 
structure of how decisions are made regarding which properties 
are earmarked as Nuisances or for Make Safe or Demolish, and 
the criteria used to determine whether a house is considered a 
nuisance. It is her thought that there should be more separation 
between who hears the cases, decides the cases, and ultimately 
carries out the judgement; especially since the American system of 
government is based on three separate bodies of government. 
Ms. Fitzpatrick also questioned why there weren't more properties 
brought before the Council under the nuisance ordinance, and if 
this number will increase in the future. In regards to the possibility 
of the sale of beer or wine at the Potter Park Zoo, Ms. Fitzpatrick 
thought this would be nice, but consideration should be given to 
the condition and location of the parking lot 


Clyde Smith, 2244 Tecumseh River Drive, addressed the issue of 
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public safety and the resources required to clean up the parts of 
the city that are in need. Mr. Smith stated that he would rather 
have a boarded-up house in his neighborhood instead of a house 
that is a home for a “bunch of drug people”. If the house is a 
nuisance, the law sets the criteria. Also, Mr. Smith is in favor of 
Make Safe or Demolish Actions. 


Christine Timmon of 339 E. St. Joseph spoke regarding the house 
at 907 S. Holmes. She said she didn’t understand the reasoning 
for the public hearing; she had looked at the house several times 
over the past week and it appears to her to be in good condition 
The neighborhood seems to be a quiet one and there is a building 
permit attached to the door of the house. Regarding the house at 
709 W. Saginaw, she did not see any problem with the house but 
did see a problems with the neighbors. Ms. Timmon also spoke 
out against the transfer of funds even being an agenda item, since 
it is apparent that the transfers will occur if the Council acts on 
them or not

WHEREAS, the applicant, SXJE II L.L.C., 2501 Coolidge Road, 
Suite 501, East Lansing, MI requests permission to locate a Board 
of Water and Light electrical transformer/switchbox and a 16 
square foot underground junction box (j-box) for tenant phone and 
data lines in the Hosmer Street right-of-way (ROW) adjacent to the 
east side of the building at 735 E. Michigan Avenue in Lansing; 
and 


WHEREAS, the subject transformer/switchbox, j-box and phone 
and data lines are proposed to serve the building at 735 E 
Michigan Avenue, the future location of the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority (MSHDA); and 


WHEREAS, the property at 735 E, Michigan Avenue is located at 
the northwest comer of East Michigan Avenue and N. Hosmer 
Street, is zoned "H’” Light Industrial District, and is surrounded by 
primarily commercial and office land uses; and 


WHEREAS, the applicant presented five (5) options for locating the 
transformer/switchbox and j-box, and requested Option 3 as their 
choice; and 


WHEREAS, the Planning Board reviewed the location, character 
and extent of this proposal pursuant to Act 285 of 1931, as 
amended, and found based on testimony, evidence and the staff 
report that there were other options, specifically, Option 1 which 
keeps the transformer/switchbox out of the Hosmer Street ROW; 
and 


WHEREAS, on September 6, 2000, the Planning Board 
unanimously (6-0) recommended denial of Option 3, as proposed, 
and further recommended approval of Option 1, which provides for 
the transformer/switchbox to be located on private property, and 
allows the underground cabling and j-box in the Hosmer Street 
ROW, with the condition that plantings be added to the east side of 
the building to soften its appearance; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Development and Planning 
reviewed the report and recommendation of the Planning Board, 
and in considering Option 3, found that: 
the building at 735 E. Michigan abuts the property line on the 
east side, adjacent to the Hosmer Street ROW, and the 
electrical room is on the east side of this building, making this 
a unique situation, 
the proposed location is a safer location for the transformer, 
there is no objection from the Board of Water and Light, which 
will maintain the length of the conduit,

ublic Comment on City Related Matters 


Amy Hodgin, 416 N. Cedar, spoke to the Council and to city on a 
problem regarding the return to their home or temporary housing of 
people with dementia. She would like to see some type of 
program, in connection with the Lansing Police Department, 
concerning placing individuals in a "safe house" rather than placing 
them in a location which primarily houses drug addicts or criminals 
Ms. Hodgin also stated she would be willing to work with the city to 
lease a building scheduled for demolition to accommodate 
treatment of these people. President Murphy asked Ms. Hodgin to 
submit a proposal and/or information regarding her plan in writing 
to the Council before Friday if possible; then after review a referral 
will be made 


Joseph Davis, 4953 W Stoll Road, a 10-year employee of the 
Board of Water and Light and member of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers union, addressed the Council 
on behalf of a large number of fellow union workers regarding the 
employment of a union consultant at the BWL. He stated that there 
are about 85 clerical and technical workers who have petitioned to 
join the union. Mr. Davis feel that the BWL has a problem dealing 
with this in a timely matter, and does not want this to go into 
something that will hinder service to the customer. 


Curt Gates, 1866 Eifert, an employee at the BWL and an IBEW 
Union member, stated that there are probably about 352 IBEW 
with the BWL. Employees that are not union have petitioned to 
become part of a union. The high costs of hiring and bringing in a 
“union busting" consultant has other union leaders outraged 


Richard Taylor, 300 Western Avenue, has been a BWL employee 
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since 1981. He is the initial organizer for the clerical technical 
group. He disputed the results of a employee survey outlining 
employee pay scales. 


Clyde Smith, 2244 Tecumseh River, spoke in favor of the smoking 
ban. He feels it would be hypocritical to say that smoking is a 
health hazard but allow smoking in public buildings. Mr. Smith 
also commended the Lansing Police Department on their efforts to 
decrease home break-ins in the Tecumseh River Drive area of 
Lansing, and the recent apprehension of suspects in break-ins. 


Barbara Fields, 1600 Inverness, spoke to the Council on a recent 
$40 parking ticket and her confusion regarding the ordinance 
outlining the placement of no parking signs and the actual 
placement of those signs as implemented by the City of Lansing 


Brian Haught, 226 Mosley, gave the Council an update on the BMX 
site. At races recently held, there were a record 150 riders and 
‘over 500 spectators. There are races scheduled for October 1 and 
October 8, with a start time of 1 p.m. He also mentioned that crime 
among youth is down in the area. Mr. Haught thanked Fox 
Channel 47 television, Nip & Sip, and radio 92.1 for their support. 
He asked if Council knew when the water supply would be hooked 
up, and if Council also knew when the fence surrounding the site 
would be up. The installation of the fence would make the 
construction go quicker. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes, said that people are blinded 
by money and want to sell the green space. She reminded the 
Council that once the parks and cash are gone, you have neither. 
Ms. Fitzpatrick has read the City Attorney's opinion and believes it 
to be one sided, in that it does not address the understanding in 
the Charter that says the sale of a park requires a vote of the 
electors 


Frank Curtis "X’, no address given, stated that there will be a 
public meeting at the Boys Club on the Wednesday to discuss a 
culture center for Lansing's south side. He expressed concern 
about the health hazards involved with the materials being used at 
Bioport Corp., and the number of black men currently in jail. He 
also announced the recent death of Carl Rowen 


Russell Terry, 121 E. Mt. Hope, wanted to voice an additional note 
to the Veterans presentation at last week's Council meeting. Mr. 
Terry spoke on the destruction of the Veterans Center, and feel that 
the Council should do more to honor veterans 


Michael John Simon, 3200 S. Washington Avenue, gave an update 
to Council on the AIDS Walk held in Lansing on Sunday, and 
stated that it had raised a lot of money. He feels Lansing should 
be doing more to help the AIDS community. He then gave the 
names of people throughout the nation who are active in helping 
the AIDS community. 


Christine Timmon, 335 E. St. Joseph, spoke on the upcoming 
presidential election and the assault by the Republican Party. She 
believes the release of crude oil was the right thing to do, and that 
the combustible engine should be replaced with the electric

Mr. Wiener then presented a Resolution and Proclamation from the

Jim Carriollo, president of the Lansing Italian American 
Club, accepted the proclamation and briefly spoke on several 
activities planned including a lecturer at Michigan State University 
on Friday, and a gala event planned at the Lansing Center for 
Saturday to begin at 7 p.m. honoring Lansing Italian American 
people.

PUBLIC’S AND MAYOR’S COMMENT 
ON LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


> Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


Vice President Allen announced that we are coming to the time for 
the Public Hearings regarding the declaration of properties located 
at 709 W. Saginaw and at 907 S. Holmes as Public Nuisance 
properties. She explained that the requirements for these public 
hearings are set forth in the Public Nuisance Ordinance in Chapter 
630 of the Code of Ordinances. She appointed City Clerk Slade as 
moderator for these hearings, and asked City Attorney Smiertka to 
explain the procedures that will be followed. 


Mr. Smiertka explained that Chapter 630 of the Code of 
Ordinances provides that whenever the use, furnishing, giving, or 
possession of controlled substances or paraphernalia occurs on 
any property, City Council has the authority to declare the property 
a public nuisance and order it boarded up for a period of up to one 
year. A similar ordinance was acted upon, appealed and upheld all 
the way to the Supreme Court in Grand Rapids. Notice of the 
proposed actions here tonight have been served upon the property 
owners setting forth the date, time and nature of the public 
hearings. The City Clerk has been appointed as the Moderator, 
and the City's case will be set forth by Assistant City Attorney 
Margo Vroman, who will set forth the procedure for going through 
these hearings, accepting evidence on each public hearing and 
suspending the first informal hearing on 709 W. Saginaw, in order 
to hear evidence on the second informal hearing on 907 S. 
Holmes. When evidence has been taken on the final hearing, that 
hearing will be suspended to allow for public comment on both 
properties. This will be an orderly presentation of facts in which 
the building owners will be given an opportunity to present their 
case. These facts and testimony will be referred to the Public 
Safety Committee from where it will be referred to the Committee 
of the Whole and then out to the full Council 


1. For the Purpose of Determining if 709 W. Saginaw is a Public 
Nuisance as Defined in Chapter 630 of the Code of Ordinances 


City Clerk Slade announced the opening of the informal hearing for 
property located at 709 W. Saginaw, she asked all interested 
parties to step forward and she introduced Assistant City Attorney 
Margo Vroman. 


At this juncture of the hearing on 709 W. Saginaw, Mr. Daniel 
Shearhart interjected, and stated that he represents Rodney Kik, 
the owner of property located at 907 S. Holmes. He asks for an 
adjournment of this matter and that it be held over until the next 
regularly scheduled meeting 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Shearhart if Mr. Kik received 
proper written notice of the meeting. Mr. Shearhart said that he 
became involved in this matter because of a civil misdemeanor 
involving marijuana 


Vice President Allen informed Mr. Shearhart that he is addressing 
the hearing on the property located at 907 S. Holmes. She asked 
him to hold his comments until such time as we come to that public 
hearing 
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Ms. Vroman explained the rules of evidence for the informal 
hearing on the 709 W. Saginaw property. She introduced 
Detective Ron Seyka from LPD, Joe Godby from the City 
Attorney's Office, who worked extensively on these properties, and 
Mohamed Abduljaber, owner of the subject property. She stated 
that once Detective Seyka has presented his testimony Mr. 
Abduljaber will be given a chance to present his testimony. The 
testimony will not take more than 5 minutes per person, then we 
will move on to the next property and follow the same procedure. 
Following receipt of all testimony in both cases, we will accept 
public comment 


Mr. Abduljaber asked why he is being restricted to 5 minutes of 
testimony. He has prepared documentation that he wants to 
address, and 5 minutes is not adequate for him to do so 


Ms. Vroman reiterated that she feels that 5 minutes is sufficient to 
address the issue, however, the decision as to time limitation will 
be left to the Moderator. 


City Clerk Slade asked Mr. Abduljaber to summarize the 
information contained in the documents he wishes to review and to 
submit the written documents to the Council as a backup. In that 
way, he can get all of the evidentiary documents into the record, 
and make his comments within the 5 minute period 


Ms. Vroman reminded the audience that this issue will be referred 
to the Public Safety Committee and from there to the Committee of 
the Whole where other hearings will be held. 


City Clerk Slade administered the following oath to Detective Ron 
Seyka of the LPD. 


“Will you testify truthfully to these matters to the best of your 
knowledge, information and belief?” Detective Seyka answered 
"Yes." 


Ms. Vroman asked Detective Seyka to tell us how and why this 
hearing came to be and give Council the background information 
as to what kind of drug related incidents occurred and how this 
situation got to Council 


Detective Seyka stated that he works out of the Special Operations 
Section of LPD. On January 5, 2000, they received information 
that narcotics were being sold from 709 W. Saginaw. They 
investigated the allegation, and an undercover operative made a 
purchase of a controlled substance, specifically cocaine, from an 
apartment at that location. A search warrant was issued by a judge 
and subsequently they found drug paraphernalia. Five subjects 
were arrested for frequenting a drug establishment. On May 22, 
2000, they received another repott of illegal drug activity, which 
they investigated and made another purchase of cocaine. On May 
24, 2000, a LPD Uniformed Officer found an unsecured window 
leading to apartment #4. That Officer knew that the resident of #4 
was in jail and checked the residence and found a crack pipe. On 
May 24, 2000, LPD Officers did a “Knock and Talk” at apartment 
#6 at 709 W Saginaw and found a crack pipe. A citation was 
issued. On December 31, 1999 a subject inside the apartment 
was arrested for possession of narcotic paraphernalia. The owner 
of the property was notified of all of these incidents 


Ms. Vroman indicated that this concludes the direct presentation of 
proof on the part of the City. It is now time for the property owner 
to give his evidence. 


City Clerk Slade administered the following oath to Mohamad 
Abduljaber. 


“Will you testify truthfully to these matters to the best of your 
knowledge, information and belief?” 


Mr. Abduljaber answered “yes.” 


Mr. Abduljaber said that as to the first incident in January of 2000. 
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he went and got a copy of the file on this incident. That tenant has 
already been evicted. With regard to the purchase of a controlled 
substance on May 22, 2000, he asked for a copy of the police 
report on this “buy,” and was told that they could not find that any 
report was made on this incident. He asked Detective Seyka why 
there is no police report on the incident in which an undercover 
operative made a purchase of cocaine at this apartment 


Detective Seyka responded that in narcotics purchases, an officer 
draws a complaint number, and unless a raid follows up the “buy,” 
no report is made. The substance from the “buy’ is ticketed in and 
left with the quartermaster. 


Mr. Abduljaber questioned the availability of information on this 
“buy.” Detective Seyka responded that a letter was sent to the 
property owner on May 22, 2000 informing him of the narcotics 
purchase. 


Mr. Abduljaber asked if the letter sent to the property owner listed 
the names of the subjects involved in the “buy.” Detective Seyka 
responded that it is not their practice to name the subject. The 
letter simply informs the property owner that a controlled 
substance was purchased at this residence. 


Mr. Abduljaber stated that his tenant has no criminal history She 
does have a daughter, and the daughter may have a boyfriend, but 
his tenant does not have a criminal history. He knows nothing 
about this issue. He wants more information about this “buy.” 


Ms. Vroman told Mr. Abduljaber that under the provisions of the 
ordinance, LPD is not obligated to provide him with any information 
about individuals charged with the sale of a controlled substance 


Mr. Abduljaber said that in the letter of May 24", 2000, it is stated 
that a pipe was found in apartment #4. He asked Detective Seyka 
if his tenant was in the apartment at the time that the pipe was 
found. Detective Seyka answered “no,” the tenant was 
incarcerated at the time that the pipe was found. Mr. Abduljaber 
summarized; the tenant was not present, and a door was found 
open. Correct? Anyone could have gotten into the apartment and 
done whatever they wanted to do. His tenant was not found in the 
apartment, right? Detective Seyka responded; that is right, the 
tenant was not in the apartment. An Officer found the pipe 


Mr. Abduljaber said that the letter he received states that a woman 
was assaulted by his tenant. On May 24, 2000 the victim of a 
domestic assault said that she saw drugs in this apartment. Was 
this woman his tenant? Detective Seyka responded that he does 
not know. Mr. Abduljaber asked if the woman who gave the 
testimony was drunk at the time the testimony was given? 
Detective Seyka responded that he does not know. Mr. Abduljaber 
stated that he has a police report that shows that the woman who 
gave the testimony was drunk and that she was not his tenant 


Mr. Abduljaber asked Detective Seyka, with regard to #6 at 709 W. 
Saginaw where the pipe was found, were there any drugs in the 
apartment at the time that the pipe was found. Detective Seyka 
said that a citation was issued for drug paraphernalia 


Mr. Abduljaber stated that he has been a landlord in Lansing for 8 
years. Lansing has been nice tohim. He owns 11 rental houses in 
Lansing. He does not have rental properties anywhere but in the 
City of Lansing. He keeps his building up to date and up to code 
with new equipment. These apartments took him 6 months to fix 
up. He purchased them in June 1999 and did not begin renting 
them out until January He admits that he should have checked 
the history of one of the women he rented to, however, she has 
been evicted. He took her to court after one week, because he 
was told that she used drugs. He has put signs up, met with 
neighborhood groups and checked on criminality of applicants with 
Mr. Godby from the City Attorney's Office. He has been working 
with the police department. He has put up no trespassing signs 
and called the police on drunk and disorderly tenants, but the 
police did not do anything because the tenant and his family were 
in their rented apartment. With regard to the lady in apartment #1;

this lady has no criminal history. Maybe the daughter's boyfriend 
did something, but there is no report existing on this matter. The 
lady he rented to, his tenant, had no criminal report, but left him 
with a $600.00 water bill. Another guy rented an apartment from 
him for one month and then went to jail. Officers found a window 
‘open, entered the apartment and found a pipe. Anyone could have 
gotten in through that open window. He has kicked many people 
out of his building. People in the streets are selling drugs. He is 
working with everyone here. He is working with the City Council, 
the City Attorney, the Neighborhood Watch and with the Police. He 
has gotten rid of undesirable tenants. One pipe was found in this 
apartment. He does not know what that tenant does with the pipe 
It is not his business and he cannot do anything about it. He tried 
to evict a Mr. Ferguson, but he was put in jail for domestic abuse. 
He has received a letter from the city telling him to evict him, but 
he has already tried that. He went back to court to get a legal 
eviction and the tenant told the judge that he was legally blind and 
the judge postponed it. He finally moved this man’s stuff out 
himself. His current tenants are working students. They are not 
troublemakers. He knows he has made mistakes in January when 
he let someone live there that should not have been living there. 
Now he works with the City Attorney's Office to investigate 
potential tenants before they move in. He has paid all of his fees 
and taxes on this 6 unit apartment building. When he bought this 
building someone broke the lock on the door and the City boarded 
the building. It cost him $700.00 to fix the locks and get the 
building un-boarded. 


City Clerk Slade announced that the time for evidentiary 
presentation by Mr. Abduljaber is up. They City now has 5 minutes 
to ask questions. 


Ms. Vroman asked Detective Seyka how many units were involved 
in drug sales or paraphernalia. Detective Seyka answered that on 
January 5, 2000 Apartment #5 was involved in a sale of controlled 
substance. On May 22, 2000, #1 was involved in the sale of a 
controlled substance. On May 24, 2000, a crack pipe was found in 
#4 and on May 26, 2000 a crack pipe was found in the possession 
of a tenant in #6, Also on December 31, 1999. 


Ms. Vroman stated that the City is closing their presentation. She 
pointed out that the ordinance requirement is the persuasive 
presumption of public nuisance. This burden is met by the fact that 
the property was investigated on numerous occasions and 
controlled substances were found by the police. There is no 
requirement that the Police give information or detail on the 
incidents to the property owner. It is up to the City Council to 
decide what to do with regard to this property. There is 
documentation that has been given to City Council that 
corroborates the proofs presented here tonight on this particular 
property. 


City Clerk Slade gave Mr. Abduljaber 5 minutes to present his 
closing statement 


Mr. Abduljaber said that he bought this building in the summer of 
1999 and made many improvements to it. He likes the City of 
Lansing and has made improvement to all of the properties he 
‘owns in it. This is the first apartment building he has owned. The 
first 6 months of ownership were bad. He does not rent anymore 
to bad tenants. Now his apartments are boarded up if they are 
vacant so that no one can get in and cause him problems. He has 
worked with the neighborhood watch associations and evicted 
tenants at their request. He has met with Councilmember Wood 
and with Joe Godby from the City Attorney's Office and done what 
they asked him to do. He evicted Mr. Ferguson and moved his 
possessions out of the apartment himself with his own truck. That 
was the last bad tenant he has had. He pointed out a group of his 
tenants who are in attendance tonight to ask Council to give him 
another chance. Since May, there have been no new problems 
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The list shows that two pipes were found. There was no one in the 
apartments at the time, and windows and doors had been left open 
leaving the apartments accessible to anyone. He has no 
knowledge about the pipe found in #6 in January. 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber how long he has 
owned the property. Mr. Abduljaber answered that he bought the 
property in June of 1999 and took 6 months to clean it up. He 
began renting in December of 1999 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber if the property was 
ever a single family residence. Mr. Abduljaber answered ‘no, it 
was built as a 6 unit apartment, each has it's own bathroom, 
kitchen, living room and bedroom.” 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber how many 
bedrooms the apartments have. Mr. Abduljaber answered that 
each apartment has one bedroom 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber how many people 
live in each apartment. Mr. Abduljaber answered “one or two.” 
One lady had a daughter living with her. 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber how many other 
properties he owns within the City. Mr. Abduljaber answered that 
he owns many other properties, 11 rentals and 7-8 homes that are 
on land contract 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber if he sees being a 
landlord as a business. Mr. Abduljaber answered that it is a very 
good business. It is very hard work. He is always working on his 
properties. 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Abduljaber if he has ever been 
found guilty in a court of law on any issue. Mr. Abduljaber 
answered “no.” 


Vice President Allen asked if this property was a problem prior to 
it's purchase by Mr. Abduljaber. Detective Seyka answered “yes.” 


Vice President Allen asked how long it has been a problem. 
Detective Seyka answered that since 1992 6 raids have been 
conducted at this residence. It has been on the drug house list for 
‘over 36 months. For 2 % years it did not appear on the list, but 
that could have been due to the number of instances allowed by 
the system 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


2. For the Purpose of Determining if 907 S. Holmes is a Public 
Nuisance as Defined in Chapter 630 of the Code of Ordinances 


City Clerk Slade announced that the informal hearing on 709 W. 
Saginaw has been concluded. Now is the time for hearing 
evidentiary testimony with regard to the declaration of a public 
nuisance on property located at 907 S. Holmes, She invited all 
interested parties to step forward and introduce themselves. She 
administered the following oath to Detective Seyka 


“Will you testify truthfully to these matters to the best of your 
knowledge, information and belief?” 


Detective Seyka responded “yes.” 


Daniel Shearhart, Attorney for Rodney Kik said that they were not 
given adequate time to prepare for this procedure. This is a 
significant piece of property, worth over $40,000. They request a 
continuation of these proceedings 
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Ms. Vroman said that Mr. Godby spoke with Mr. Shearhart. They 
were given adequate notice of the proceedings, and what they will 
entail. City Clerk Slade asked Councilmembers if there was a 
Motion to adjourn this hearing . With no motion forthcoming, City 
Clerk Slade announced that the hearing on property located at 907 
S. Holmes will proceed. Ms. Vroman asked Detective Seyka to 
give a narration on this property at 907 S. Holmes. She asked 
Detective Seyka to tell Council how this property came to his 
attention and what investigations took place and what the 
conclusions were. 


COUNCILMEMBER ADADO ENTERED THIS MEETING OF THE 
LANSING CITY COUNCIL AT 8:00 P.M. 


Detective Seyka said that on May 30, 2000 the Police Department 
Special Investigations unit received information that drugs were 
being sold at 907 S. Holmes. They investigated the complaint and 
made a controlled substance “buy.” They obtained a search 
warrant and seized paraphernalia. Ten suspects were arrested, 
including Mr. Kik. On July 22, 2000, they conducted a "knock and 
talk” and found illegal narcotics in the residence in plain view. The 
Officers of their Special Operations Section found narcotics and 
paraphernalia. Five suspects were arrested at that time, along 
with Mr. Kik, On June 1, an LPD Officer stopped two suspects 
leaving the residence, and a crack pipe was found. 


Ms. Vroman asked Detective Seyka if letters were sent to the 
property owner informing him of the substances found. Detective 
Seyka responded that the property owner was notified on May 30” 
and July 31°. There was a also a purchase of a controlled 
substance, specifically crack cocaine on January 11, 2000 


Mr. Shearhart asked Detective Seyka if he was the direct 
professional involved in the purchase of cocaine on January 30" or 
June 1". Detective Seyka answered “no.” The raid too place on 
May 30" and on July 31% was a “knock and talk.” On June 1° a 
crack cocaine pipe was found on a visitor to Mr. Kik’s residence 


Mr. Shearhart asked Detective Seyka what the total amount of the 
“find” was in these three incidents. Detective Seyka said that once 
instance was the seizure of a crack pipe in which no drugs were 
seized. On July 31%, two rocks of crack cocaine, along with shake 
from crack residue were seized. On May 30" a glass crack pipe, 
powder cocaine in a baggie, weight unknown, were seized 


Mr. Shearhart reiterated that these substances were not found by 
Detective Seyka personally. Detective Seyka responded that that 
is correct 


Mr. Shearhart asked Detective Seyka what the relationship was 
between the person found with the powder cocaine and defendant 
Kik. Detective Seyka answered that the does not know who had 
the cocaine. He just knows that it was found at Mr. Kik's 
residence 


Mr. Sheathart asked Detective Seyka if someone in your home is 
found with a small amount of drugs the home owner is guilty? 
Detective Seyka responded that the cocaine was found in the 
bedroom near the headboard of the bed. 


Mr. Shearhart asked Detective Seyka if he had personal 
knowledge. Was he there? Did he personally witness the cocaine. 
Detective Seyka responded that he did not witness it personally. 


Mr. Shearhart reiterated; Detective Seyka does not know, from his 
‘own personal knowledge where the cocaine was found 


Mr. Shearhart said that on January 11" a controlled buy was made 
from Mr. Kik's residence. He asked Detective Seyka how large the 
buy was. Detective Seyka responded that they only look at the 
dollar amount, and in this case the purchase amount was $20.00 


Mr. Sheathart asked Detective Seyka if he has knowledge of who 
made the purchase. Detective Seyka responded; “yes.” 
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Mr. Shearhart asked Detective Seyka what his information about 
that purchase is. Detective Seyka responded that it was a control 
officer for the informant 


Mr. Shearhart asked Detective Seyka if he searched the informant 
to make sure that there was no controlled substance on their 
person prior to the buy. Detective Seyka responded that he 
watched the search of the control officer and witnessed her 
actions. She had no activity with anyone else. 


Mr. Shearhart repeated his request for a continuation of this matter. 


City Clerk Slade informed Mr. Shearhart that the decision not to 
adjourn has already been made. City Clerk Slade administered 
the following oath to Rodney Kik: 


“Will you testify truthfully to these matters to the best of your 
knowledge, information and belief?” 


Mr. Kik answered; “yes.” 
Mr. Kik stated that he has no comment at this time. 


Ms. Vroman stated that the City is closing their presentation. She 
pointed out that the ordinance requirement is the persuasive 
presumption of public nuisance. This burden is met by the fact that 
the property was investigated on numerous occasions and 
controlled substances were found by the police. There is no 
requirement that the Police give information or detail on the 
incidents to the property owner. It is up to the City Council to 
decide what to do with regard to this property. There is 
documentation that has been given to City Council that 
corroborates the proofs presented here tonight on this particular 
property. This issue will be referred to the Committee on Public 
Safety, and from there to the Committee of the Whole.

Mr. Shearhart asked what the process is now. 


City Attorney Smiertka said that following this hearing the City 
Council will accept public comment on both matters for which 
informal hearings were held. Then the matters will be referred to 
the Public Safety Committee for their next meeting on October 4, 
2000. If the Public Safety Committee makes a recommendation 
that they go to the Committee of the Whole they will do so one 
week from Thursday. If the Committee of the Whole decides to 
place both of these matters on the agenda for a City Council 
Meeting, it will most likely happen two weeks from tonight 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Kik how long he has owned 
this property. Mr. Kik answered that he has owned the property for 
two years. 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Kik for his previous address. 
Mr. Kik said that he previously lived at 246 E. State Rd. in Dewitt 
Township. Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Kik if the people 
present at the arrests were related to him, or were they friends. 
Mr. Kik said that they were friends. 


Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Kik what the current status of 
his property is. Mr. Kik answered that it is vacant. Councilmember 
Leeman Mr. Kik where he is presently living. Mr. Kik answered that 
he lives "here and there." Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Kik if 
the house is tagged and closed up. Mr. Kik responded 
affirmatively. Councilmember Leeman asked Mr. Kik if he has ever 
been convicted of any crime. Mr. Kik responded affirmatively. 


Councilmember Wood asked Mr. Kik what he was convicted of. 
Mr. Kik answered that he was convicted of sale and delivery of 
cocaine. 

REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY 


CITY CLERK SLADE ADJOURNED THE INFORMAL HEARING 
PORTION OF THESE PROCEEDINGS AND ANNOUNCED THAT 
NOW IS THE TIME FOR PUBLIC COMMENT, SHE HANDED 
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THE GAVEL OVER TO VICE PRESIDENT ALLEN WHO WILL 
PRESIDE OVER THE REMAINDER OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
MEETING. 


Julie Teed of 917 W Genesee, Chair of the North Precinct 
Advisory Board, stated their support for enforcement of the public 
nuisance ordinance on these two properties. This ordinance was 
designed to empower communities against drug use problems. A 
vote against this is a clear vote against neighborhoods in Lansing 
She feels that it is important to address these issues of drug 
activities. She has had bullets shot through her house. She does 
not want to give Lansing a bad perspective, but we need to protect 
residents in areas where drugs are being sold.*

The following persons spoke in support of Mr. Abduljaber at 709 W. 
Saginaw: 


Joan Keller of 709 W. Saginaw. 


Jalil BaniSolon of 709 W. Saginaw stated that he has been living at 
709 W. Saginaw for several months and has had no problems 
there. He wants to be able to stay in his apartment 


Shannon Wiggins of 5134 Balzer said that she is the wife of Mr. 
Abduljaber. He has been working with the City and trying to 
improve this property. They have been flexible and they want the 
City to work with them and give them a second chance. 


Colleen Beeman of 610 N. Sycamore said that the property at 709 
W. Saginaw is a drug and prostitute public nuisance. In the recent 
past every single unit has been involved in drugs and prostitution 
Neighbors have moved away because of this property. Others 
barricade their doors. Sometimes she cannot get down her street 
because drug dealers and prostitutes are so thick. This is "take- 
out drugs." She has witnessed several deals. Property owners 
are threatened. The property owner will not work with the 
neighborhood watch, or with the neighborhood 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Dr. thanked the LPD for 
getting drugs off of our streets. It is up to us to support them. This 
ordinance is clear. You would have to have been sleeping not to 
know what this is saying. He read the definition of a public 
nuisance from the ordinance. Section 638.11 very clear prohibits 
buying, selling or using a controlled substance. It does not say 
that if you have 6 apartments you lock all 6, just the ones affected 
This guarantees that it will be drug free for one year 


Shawn Bouterse of 812 Lamed St. said that he is a 
community/landlord organizer at 3400 S. Cedar. He deals with 
tenants and drug programs with LPD. 709 W. Saginaw has been 
on their list in the Genesee Neighborhood for a year or more. The 
property owners are responsible for what goes on on their 
property. If drugs are bought or sold on your property, you are 
responsible. We have to do whatever we can in this city to control 
drug sales. Neighbors do not want their houses mistaken for 
houses where drugs are sold. You do not want your house shot up 
because someone has made a mistake about where drugs are 
bought or sold from 


Rick Kibbey of 300 Shepard St. said that neighborhoods begged 
for this ordinance. In the past, neighborhoods lacked tools to deal 
with these types of problems. There is a cost to neighborhoods 
and to the City for that kind of alack. The issue is, do we have the 
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will to follow through and convince property owners not to let this 
type of activity happen again. If we do not, it will be the same as 
not having the ordinance to use as a tool. If we do not follow 
through, problem tenants will not be moved out next time. If there 
is a finding of fact that there are drug problems with the property, 
please step up to the plate and swing when it is time to swing 


Christine Timmon of 335 E. St. Joseph said this is railroading 
There are no real facts. Detective Seyka was not on the scene at 
any of these incidents, just police snitches and informants. She 
does not want to see anyone put out of there houses. She 
suggested that Councilmember Wood has a conflict of interest with 
regard to this issue and she should recuse herself, 


Mary Houser of 6 Lawler Court, the Neighborhood Watch 
Coordinator said that the people from across the street at the 709 
W. Saginaw property go back and forth across the street to sell 
drugs so that they do not get caught selling drugs from their own 
property. She urged Council to make the determination that these 
two houses are public nuisances. 


Antonia Miernik of 629 W. Lapeer, President of the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association, said that her son, while on his way to 
LCC, was solicited by a prostitute at 7:00 A.M. one morning in May. 
She asked him to party, and then she went back to the house at 
709 W. Saginaw. The property owner at 709 W Saginaw had an 
incident with gunfire at another of his properties. In one instance a 
property owner has been ordered to sell his property because he 
could not control the use of his property and allowed drugs and 
prostitution to take place. This was a local judge. A judge in 
Lansing. This is a grave and important matter to the entire 
community. She urged Council to declare these properties a public 
nuisance 


Deborah Mulcahy, no address given, said that the property owner 
must be held accountable. Neighbors work hard to get this drug 
ordinance enforced. Council has the right to help the community 
and help the landlord. Councilmember Murphy has stated 
concerns over how this property would be treated if it was located 
on Moores River Drive or in the Groesbeck area. If these 
properties were located in either of these two areas, we would not 
be here today. Those neighborhoods would not stand for this. 
This decreases our safety and property value. Council must hold 
these property owners accountable. The City must take a positive 
stance. Pro-active action is needed to enhance the quality of life in 
our city. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes said that she feels like she is 
at a witch hunt. The City should not be making examples out of 
these properties for the sake of making examples out of these 
properties. Council is just dying to use this ordinance, and so are 
neighborhoods, whether it is sensible or not. She went by 709 W 
Saginaw. She saw people hanging around there that were not 
residents. Maybe this property owner needs help from the Police 
to keep non-tenants off of his property. The owner of 907 S. 
Holmes appears to be homeless. She cannot see using the 
nuisance ordinance to remove someone from a house that is 
causing a nuisance when they are not even living there. 


Kathy Dunbar of 1334 Boston Blvd. said that she is President of 
her Neighborhood Association. She supports declaring these two 
properties as public nuisances. She would rather live near a 
boarded up building than a house where drugs and prostitution are 
sold. It is more pleasant to look at the boards than at yellow lines 
from a shooting, or at other illegal activities. A crack pipe is not a 
piece of decorative jewelry. When it is found with other drugs and 
with other improper activities it becomes a burden of proof. It is 
the property owners responsibility to be aware of how their 
property is being used 


Jawanda Watkins of 727 W. Saginaw said that her mother has 
lived in an apartment at 729 W. Saginaw for 13 years. She can 
see what goes on at 709 from her house. It is clear to see what is 
going on there; drugs and prostitution. Her son was propositioned 
by a woman from that building and her son is only 13 years old 
People are moved into and out of the building by the owner of the 
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property. She has five kids between the ages of 17 years and 2 
years. She does not want to see the outline of her kids on the 
ground because her house has been mistaken for 709 W. 
Saginaw. She would rather live next to a boarded up property 


Monica Zuchowski, President of the Downtown Neighborhood 
Association and the Lansing Neighborhood Council said that the 
problems of neighborhoods are many. This ordinance is one tool 
in the total picture that can be used to address the problems of 
neighborhoods, and it is a much needed tool. Many people asked 
for this tool, many people begged for this tool. She asked Council 
to follow the ordinance and help neighborhoods deal with the type 
of problems this neighborhood is facing tonight. This hearing is 
one piece of the process of enforcement of the ordinance. Please 
follow the rules of the ordinance that was passed by Council. She 
seconded the sentiments expressed by Rick Kibbey, Antonia 
Miemik and Julie Teed be attached to her comments and made 
part of the official record 


Jim Rapp formerly of LPD said that he worked very hard to get this 
ordinance passed. He spent many hours making sure that the 
landlords could live with this ordinance and that they are notified of 
all issues going on with their property. This is an issue that Council 
needs to support 100% in order to make the city drug free again 
He urged Council to support the police officers who have done 
their jobs within the purview of their responsibility, and the 
ordinance as it was written with it's original intent 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. said that there is nothing more 
devastating or horrible to a neighborhood than drugs. It 
devastates families and persons. It is terrible. There are houses 
in her neighborhood that have been boarded up for 8-9 years for 
drugs. The City does not un-board these houses or demolish 
them. Council needs to take this whole ordinance one step further. 
They cannot really think that a home is the only place that can be a 
nuisance with drugs. For the past 10 years drug dealers have 
been dealing out of the Motel 6 on Main St. and out of the Quality 
Dairy and the Total Gas Station on Saginaw. What Council is 
doing is not enough. They need to un-board these houses after 
the one year period 


Willy Williams said that he would like to see the process for the trial 
and swearing in of witnesses. He said that Councilmembers have 
been elected to represent residents on these issues. It is their job 
to take care of these two public nuisances. 


Councilmember Bauer announced that the Public Safety 
Committee will take this issue up at their meeting on Wednesday, 
October 4, 2000, at 3:00 P.M. in the 10th Floor City Council 
Conference Room. It will be referred to the Committee of the 
Whole by the Public Safety Committee and be taken up on their 
October 12, 2000, Agenda.

The Ad Hoc Committee began their charge as prescribed in City 
Council Resolution #033 of February 7, 2000 by President of City 


368 


Council Michael Murphy, to survey the committee to determine the 
negative aspects and positive feature involved in this geographic 
area. This entails reviewing previous studies or other pertinent 
information that may have an impact on the revitalization, which 
was obtained from other committees, which reviewed this same 
geographic area. A series of departments were asked to meet with 
the committee to answer questions and provide information. 


‘An Implementation Task Force will be established to fulfil the goals 
of the Ad Hoc Committee on South Lansing Business Development 
of the South Martin Luther King Jr. corridor. This committee will 
begin their work after the findings of the Ad Hoc Committee have 
been presented to the Lansing City Council and the South Lansing 
Business Association on or before September 30, 2000. 


The Implementation Task Force will be responsible for helping the 
City of Lansing, businesses and neighborhoods to complete the 
goals established by the Ad Hoc Committee. It will be responsible 
for reporting back to their prospective groups giving updates and 
recruiting members to help lobby for the legislative and budgetary 
changes which would affect the ability to complete these goals. 
They will be responsible for quarterly reports to the Lansing City 
Council and Mayor, at the Committee of Whole meetings and 
South Lansing Business Association. These reports would be 
given in January 2001; March 2001; June 2001; September 2001, 
and December 2001. A new schedule of reports will be 
established to complete the remainder of the goal yet to be 
accomplished at the December 2001 report 


The desire of the Ad Hoc Committee is to keep the Implementation 
Task Force small, which will enhance its effectiveness, as well as 
having the participants of the Implementation Task Force an active 
part of the original Ad Hoc Committee. The Ad Hoc Committee 
strongly recommends the City Council requests the administration 
to assign the tasks of this report to a City of Lansing department 
and recommends the department of Planning and Neighborhood 
Development. The Implementation Task Force would consist of 
the following members; City Council Member At-Large Larry 
Meyer, chair as a non voting member and all other City Council 
Members are ex-officio; Mayor's office executive branch; a 
member of South Lansing Business Association Jo Flaherty; two 
commercial business representative the manager of L & L Shop 
Rite, Tony Benavides Jr. and Mark Lafterman; and Randy Williams 
neighborhood representative. The Implementation Task Force will 
as needed work with others from the community, businesses,

The Implementation Task Force is responsible for defining the Task

1 To develop a policy affecting all new business on this corridor 
dealing with setbacks and landscaping. Working with Walgreens 
and Meijers to establish examples of this policy and to use these 
businesses as models for future businesses 


The Implementation Task Force will work with Jim Ruff from the 
Planning and Neighborhood Development Department to 
develop a new policy dealing with setback for commercial 
properties. The new policy should maximize setbacks allowing 
for additional green space, which will require minimum 
landscaping, which addresses the concern of continual 
maintenance. The Committee on Planning and Development,

Robert Allen, 910 Chestnut, spoke on the cancellation of the 
Riverfest 2000. He said there were a lot of people who were 
disappointed the festival was canceled.

Mark A. Latterman, attorney representing Lansing Community

College, read a summary from a report from LCC regarding the 
proposed parking lot. 


Debbie Mulcahey, property owner at 608 Seymour, spoke against 
the proposed request. She is familiar with the Master plan, and 
questioned that her property has been considered by LCC in its 
expansion. In the last few weeks, information from LCC has been 
varied. This removal of property creates 20 spaces supposedly 
needed by LCC, even though LCC recently bought 100 spaces at 
the North Capital parking ramp. Ms. Mulcahey believes this 
property could be used to tout LCC's programs instead of turning it 
into a parking lot. One alternative suggested by Ms. Mulcahey was 
to use the house as housing for LCC students. 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 North Walnut, President of the 
Downtown Neighborhood Association, told Council that at the May 
10th meeting the Downtown Neighborhood Association approved 
the intent of LCC's request. The DNA feels it is in the best interest 
to support the LCC plan. The DNA will continue to consider each 
situation separately, but suggested that Council look at the use of 
the entire block and not just the comer property.

2.For the purpose of considering an Amendment to Section 
608.04 of the Codified Ordinances of Lansing, Michigan by adding 
a new subsection 608.04(K) to allow for the Sale and/or 
Consumption of Beer or Wine at the Potter Park Zoo Exploration 
and Discovery Center and Plaza 


Murdock Jemerson, Director of Parks and Recreations spoke 
briefly on the history of the Potter Park Zoological Society and 
introduced staff, docents, and board members present. Mr. 
Jemerson reminded Council that beer and wine is allowed at 
private parties at Cooley Gardens and Turner Dodge House, and 
that beer is sold at Oldsmobile Park. It is hoped that the increased 
revenue from the sale of beer and wine will be used to continue to 
make the zoo the great venue it is for families and the city. 


Carol Webster, President of Potter Park Zoo, spoke on the 
specifics of what and who makes up the Zoological Society. Areas 
that the Zoological Society focus on include education, capital 
improvements, and special events 


Cindy Hicky, of 3405 Schlee spoke in favor of the ordinance to 
allow beer and wine sales at Potter Park Zoo. Beer and wine would 
be served by only trained people and staff. This can only enhance 
the Potter Park Zoo. 


John Farouthar, President of the Potter Park Zoological Society 
Board stated that education is one of the goals of the Zoo, which is 
also known for its Sumatran Tiger program. This new building will 
help fund this program. Mr. Farouthar then outlined specifics of the 
Safari Room and its use. This would help defray costs of upkeep. 
Since mid-summer, several groups who were potential bookings 
decided not to have their event at the Safari Room because beer 
and wine was not available. 


Robert Bennett of 907 Chicago, spoke on family entertainment, 
dollars and safety. All three were mentioned regarding the zoo. He 
asked about liability and who would be responsible if someone 
leaves a function at the zoo after drinking alcohol and is involved in 
an accident 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River, stated he was really happy 
that Council is looking at nuisance property. He feels the City 
needs to focus on what will be of benefit to the zoo and how this 
program will impact on other aspects of having an event at the 200 
Mr. Smith thinks this is a situation where we are moving forward, 
as he wants to be able to take his daughter to a 200 where animals 
are treated with dignity 
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Beverly Miller, 413 Pearl, wanted to know why everybody is selling 
alcohol, and feels it is just a big money maker. Ms. Miller feels that 
the city worked hard to get alcohol out of the parks a few years 
ago, but is slowly allowing it back into the parks. 


William Hubbell, of 3916 Wedgewood Drive, stated that just 
because other city sites sell alcohol does not make it necessary 
for the Zoo to sell alcohol. He also pointed out that the City 
sponsored and supported FestEve, which was an alcohol-free New 
Years Eve celebration. Does this mean the City thinks it is OK to 
drink at times other than New Years Eve? 


Belinda Fitzpatrick, of 224 South Holmes, stated that the city 
needs to get more information out to people at the beginning. Her 
idea of what the ordinance was about changed after she heard the 
presentation that came out of committee. In addition, this would 
‘open up the zoo for other events which could be good for the 
community and give more exposure to the City. A big issue is 
whether there is profit to be made, but it should not always be 
about the profit. Ms. Fitzpatrick also stated that she is still 
concemed about the location of the building and the parking lot at 
the Zoo. The parking lot is between the play area and the River 
Trail. As small children walk from the parking lot to the play area, 
would like to see a security person patrolling the lot and play area 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope feels that beer and wine at the 
Potter Park Zoo will be sold because of the poor economy but then 
No one will go to the Zoo. He realizes that the building needs to be 
built and paid for but questions if education is the price to be paid

LEGISLATIVE MATTERS 


» Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


State Representative Laura Baird, of 1762 Spring Lake Drive, 
Okemos, spoke to the Council on the nuisance property ordinance 
and dealing with neighborhood associations about the impact of 
drug houses on the neighborhood. At the suggestion of 
Councilmember Wood, Rep. Baird has proposed legislation to 
allow people in the neighborhood to testify as victims at hearings to 
convict owners of drug houses. 


Eugene T. Buckley, 818 N. Hayford, addressed the council with 
regards to the public nuisance houses. He was not aware these 
properties were a problem until the issue came up in Council. At 
that meeting no one spoke in favor of the drughouses. When we 
board up houses it doesn't make the neighborhood look good. The 
alternatives are to board up, leave as a drug house, or do nothing 
He asked if the Council wanted the city to look like a boarded-up 
neighborhood 


Clyde Smith, of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive, spoke regarding the 
public nuisances. Mr. Smith hopes that when it comes to a vote, 
the right vote will be made as the neighborhood needs relief. The 
City needs to give people in the neighborhood a chance to live 
without drug houses. The house on Saginaw has had 50 police 
service calls with 5 incidents of drug paraphernalia found. The 
landlord cannot control the tenants. It will only change when the 
money coming in from the house changes or the house is sold 
This is a continuing situation of terrorism houses in the 
neighborhood. This is either for the neighborhood or not 


Brian Smith, of 1007 Woodbine, spoke regarding the resolution 
appointing Mr. Williams to the Park Board to replace John Pollard 
He hoped that this appointment is not a retaliation for Mr. Pollard 
expressing his views. This board is losing a good member in Mr 
Pollard. Regarding the property at 709 W Saginaw, Mr. Smith felt 
the last meeting and the hearing was a fiasco. 
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Frank J. DeLuca, or 1607 Fairview stated he supported the ruling 
on nuisance houses. He has noticed numerous nuisance 
properties throughout the city. Mr. DeLuca has had personal 
experience with nuisance houses. One house can upset the 
balance of the entire neighborhood. The City should consider how 
these activities affect the neighborhood, especially with GM and 
other companies coming into the area 


Beverly Miller, of 413 Pearl, stated that she personally had no 
problems with boarding up drug houses. Her concern, however, 
was with houses in her neighborhood that have been boarded up 
for over a year 


Gordon T. Wilson, 1005 Granoble, stated he felt the issue of the 
nuisance properties were such that the owner of 907 South 
Holmes got caught with his hands in his pockets, while the owner 
of the property at 709 W Saginaw seems to be trying to work with 
the City. Mr. Wilson questioned the zoning and parking for tenants 
at 709 W. Saginaw. He also stated that the problem with boarding 
up this property is that it will just add to the other boarded up 
properties on W. Saginaw. Mr. Wilson also questioned the 
effectiveness of the police in monitoring the area for people who 
were selling drugs or loitering 


Willy Williams, of 505 W. Lenawee, spoke regarding the driving 
while impaired. He asked if the forfeiture of a vehicle would take 
place after one arrest? Mr. Williams felt that any who vote on this 
issue should advise lawyers who have been arrested to recuse 
themselves. Also, regarding public access television, Mr. Williams 
stated that he felt that the public access grant allocation should 
also consider the content of the show, since some shows are good 
for television but the format of other shows is questionable. He 
specifically asked if there were criteria to stop personal attacks on 
the general public by people using the public access as a venue. 
Mr. Williams felt that Council shouldn't be giving money to such 
public access shows. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick, of 224 S. Holmes, mentioned that she had 
heard the Community money fund for the Sagamore Hills would 
not have needed but for one person acting out of frustration. She 
asked if the city would contact this person to seek out restitution on 
cutting this sign down. She is also concerned about John Pollard 
being replaced on the Park Board as a result of expressing his 
views. The tearing down of houses will only cause more problems. 
Instead of putting the money into demolition, she would like to see 
the money go into repair to make them livable. Regarding the 
public nuisance ordinance, this needs to have some provision in it 
to consider the effects of the owner to be responsible. If owners 
are trying to be responsible, then Council could use discretion in 
making its judgement. 


Tom Bengtson, 2330 Darkwood Trail, Williamston, spoke regarding 
the property at 907 S Holmes. Mr. Bengston is an attorney 
speaking on behalf of the owner and his attorney. He asked that 
Council reschedule the procedure to allow the owner's attorney 
time to recover after his recent health problems. The attorney was 
unable to attend previous hearing since he was in the hospital. The 
owner also has said he was ill and unable to attend the meetings 
City Attorney Smiertka then explained that hearings were set for 
tonight, all parties were notified and the owner should have had 
opportunity to have council present 


City Attorney Smiertka asked Mr. Bengtson if he if representing 
Mr. Kik in the issue before City Council. Mr. Bengston replied, "No, 
I am not", City Attorney Smiertka stated that we have no 
information available as to who is representing Mr. Kik at the 
present time. Council would adjourn this matter is someone 
representing Mr. Kik were presenting but no one is. Mr. Bengston 
stated that he would appear on Mr. Kik's behalf until his attorney, 
Mr. Shearhart is able to come forward. Based upon this statement, 
City Attorney Smiertka recommended to City Council that the 
action for 907 S. Holmes be adjourned for this evening 
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Christine Timmon, of 339 East St. Joseph, spoke regarding the 
public nuisance properties. Ms. Timmon has spoken with the US 
Attorney's Office and feels that the legal hearing on the nuisance 
properties violated civil rights. She plans to send a copy of the 
October 2 meeting to the US Department of Justice. She also 
explained and offered a procedure to be used in place of the 
current hearing process

> Public Comment on Scheduled Public Hearings: 


There were no public hearings scheduled. 


> Public Comment on Legislative Matters: 


Beverly Miller, North Lansing, commented on boarding up of public 
nuisance houses and again reminded Council of the need of 
follow-up after one year. Ms. Miller also voiced concern on the 
proposed use of the property at 510 West Willow as an adult care 
facility. She feels that if Teen Challenge is still going to be in 
charge of the building, then Council should set aside the hearing in 
order to allow the neighborhood more time to respond to the public 
hearing 


Kevin Webb, 528 West Grand River Avenue spoke to Council 
regarding the setting of the public hearing for the property at 510 
West Willow and voiced his concerns on having a hearing without 
full input from the area and neighborhood. Mr. Webb feels that the 
chain of command should be followed, and asked that the hearing 
be postponed to allow the individuals involved time to speak. 


Lucy Hunley, of 131 E. Kilborn, President of the Walnut 
Neighborhood Association, asked that the setting of the public 
hearing regarding 510 W. Willow be postponed to allow the 
neighborhood notice of the hearing. She stated that Ray Cartier 
has been called and asked to come to several meetings that were 
scheduled between the prospective owner/user of the property and 
the neighborhood, and no representatives or the owner/user of the 
building showed up. The neighbors are concerned about using of 
the building, and feel it is very important that all details be known 
about this before it goes any further. 


Walter E. Brown, President of the Norwood-Willow Neighborhood 
Association spoke on SLU -14-2000, and indicated that he had just 
received notice of the proposedhearing. The last time this building 
was discussed, more information was made available. Mr. Brown 
also asked that the proposed hearing be postponed until more 
information is available so questions can be answered 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated that regarding 
the issue of 907 S. Holmes and public nuisances property he feels 
the Council was very generous with their actions by allowing 
another week by returning the issue to Committee of the Whole. 
Mr. Smith supports boarding up this property. Once the decision is 
made, the owner must go through the proper procedure for an 
appeal. He feels the city is helping the owner with his trouble. 
Evidence has shown this house is a problem. Mr. Smith also 
stated that LCC will continue to have a need to expand and take 
property next to the college 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 S. Holmes spoke on the public nuisance 
property at 907 S. Holmes, and stated that boarded up houses are 
Not good for the neighborhood. She has concerns that by boarding 
up property, potential buyers will br driven away and have a 
negative impact on the neighborhood. If a house is a nuisance it is 
a nuisance only part of the time, but if that house if boarded up, 
then it is boarded up all the time, Ms. Fitzpatrick feels that the city 
should buy these properties and sell them to someone else. In her 
particular neighborhood, there have been numerous improvements 
to the area, and she would like to see this continue. She believes 
boarding up will keep the neighborhood from moving forward. Ms. 
Fitzpatrick also questioned the rules of evidence used in the 
proceedings against the owner of 907 S. Holmes. 


Tim Lewis of 500 South Pine spoke in support of the upcoming 
merge between the Capital Area Rail Council and CATA. The Rail 
Council would be an advisory board within CATA, Mr. Lewis also 
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asked to receive a copy of the resolution from Council 


Christine Timmon, 330 East St. Joseph stated that she has no 
problem with Chapter 630.05 of the Ordinances which deals with 
public nuisances. She does however have concerns with the 
procedures and methods used in the legal proceedings against the 
owners of the properties. Ms. Timmon has talked with various 
agencies and feels that the rights of the owners have been 
violated, and due process has not been served. She also stated 
that she will be holding her own observance of United Nations Day 
tomorrow across the street in front of the Capital

WHEREAS, the property owner of such property shall be offered 
all due process rights including proper notice and a hearing; 


WHEREAS, the standard of review to be used by the City Council 
in determining if a property is a public nuisance is a preponderance 
of the evidence; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council shall support its decision with 
competent, substantial, and material evidence on the record 
created during any hearings; and 


WHEREAS, Rodney Kik, the property owner of 907 S. Holmes, 
was notified by mail on June 24, 2000 of the investigation on May 
30, 2000, which resulted in a controlled buy, a raid on the property 
at 907 S. Holmes, and police discovering cocaine and drug 
paraphernalia; ten arrests were made; four were found guilty; five 
are still pending cases; and one was dismissed; and 


WHEREAS, Rodney Kik, the property owner of 907 S. Holmes, 
was notified by mail on August 22, 2000 of the investigation on July 
31, 2000, which resulted in locating illegal narcotics in plain view 
and Lansing Police Department Special Operations Section 
arresting six people for frequenting; one was found guilty, and five 
are still pending cases; and 


WHEREAS, the resolution was referred to the Committee of the 
Whole by City Council on September 18, 2000; the Committee of 
the Whole agreed to have a public hearing before City Council on 
October 2, 2000, regarding 907 S. Holmes to determine if it was 
public nuisance; a copy of the resolution was personally served on 
Rodney Kik on September 19, 2000; and 


WHEREAS, a public hearing occurred before City Council on 
October 2, 2000, giving the Lansing Police Department and 
Rodney Kik the property owner of 907 S. Holmes, and his attorney, 
Daniel Tshirhart, the opportunity to present competent, substantial, 
and material evidence; present factual and legal arguments; and 
cross examine the opposing witnesses to protect the due process 
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rights of the parties; and 


WHEREAS, the public hearing, which occurred on October 2, 
2000, was taped, and the City Council referred 907 S. Holmes to 
the Public Safety Committee for its recommendation; and 


WHEREAS, the Public Safety Committee reviewed the evidence 
and heard additional testimony regarding 907 S. Holmes and taped 
the meeting on October 4, 2000; and the Public Safety Committee 
recommended that 907 S. Holmes be boarded for one year; the 
Public Safety Committee referred 907 S. Holmes back to the 
Committee of the Whole on October 12, 2000; and 


WHEREAS, City Council finds that the following investigations 
have occurred within six months: on May 30, 2000, Lansing Police 
Department made a controlled buy and raided 907 S. Holmes

Councilmember Bauer and Wood for their involvement with the 
forums on racial profiling. He was also glad that the Mayor and the

Rich Haynes of 2204 Gunn Road, Holt, spoke regarding the 
recognition of United Nations Day. He stated there will be a United 
Nations celebration in Holt, but this celebration will be to celebrate 
freedom and liberty not socialism.

Tony Kratofil, a representative of MDOT, spoke to the Council on the 
requested noise waiver in conjunction with the planned |-496 construction 
He was pleased to announced that MDOT is on schedule and that bids are 
scheduled to be opened November 1, 2000. Part of the planned 
construction includes 32 bridges. MDOT will be offering over $1 million in 
incentives to get the project done on time or ahead of schedule. MDOT 
over the past several months has met with numerous committees and sent 
letters to discuss the noise ordinance, and received a considerable amount 
of support. Over 1,300 residents live within 300 feet of the freeway. MDOT 
is interested in seeing this done as quickly and is willing to proposing a 
compromise of a partial waiver, which would have all construction work 
being done from 6 am. to 9 pm. 7 days a week, with non-demolition 
activities being conducted from 9 p.m. to midnight, 7 days a week. There 
have been other issues that have come up during discussions that MDOT 
will have to take care of during the construction such as work on the 
Clemens Street Bridge, as well as other traffic calming devices and traffic 
signal improvements. Council or the public can call 324-3260 to receive 
information or to schedule a presentation on the proposed construction. 


Shawn Bouterse of 812 Larned stated he owned property between 
Pennsylvania and Hosmer, and that 12 houses face |-496 in that area 
Three years ago when the highway department worked on 496, the work 
lights shown in his house all night.

When he 
moved, he was assured that all the construction for the area was completed 
Ifthe waiver is not allowed, the City should allow the construction to finish as 
fast as possible and get the job done. Mr. Jahner plans to use white noise 
machinery to block out the construction noise. He would like to see road 
construction in Lansing finished, as a world class city need roads, 


Karen Anderson of 612 Jones, lives next to |-496. She believes there is no 
feasibility in working 24 hours a day. Ms, Anderson would appreciate it if a 
way could be found to work around it.

2. If a person less than 18 years old attempts or has purchased, 
consumed or possessed alcohol, the Lansing Police Department 
must notify the minor's parents or guardians within 48 hours. 

3. A convicted minor may be fined $100 for the first offense, $200 
for the second offense and $300 for the third offense. 

4. A convicted minor may be ordered to participate in substance 
abuse prevention and perform community service 

5. Aconvicted minor will have hisiher license suspended 

6. Aminor who refuses to submit to a preliminary chemical breath 
analysis is responsible for a civil infraction

1. Operating a motor vehicle when under 21 years old with a blood 
alcohol level of .02 or more 

2. Operating a commercial vehicle with a blood alcohol level of .04 
or more 

3. Being in violation of a drunk driving law with someone under the 
age of 16 in the vehicle 


In addition the ordinance increases the sanctions and penalties, 
including 

1. Making impaired driving the equivalent of OUIL for sentencing 
enhancement purposes 

2. Second offense violators will receive 5 days minimum jail or 
require 30 days of community service and have their vehicles 
immobilized or forfeited 

3. Allowing the police to confiscate the license plate of the vehicle 
and finger print the violator

The City of Lansing Ordains 


Section 1. That Chapter 608, Section 608.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be, and hereby is, 
amended by adding a new subsection 608.04(k) to read as follows 


608.04. Restrictions on sale and consumption on public 
property. 
(a) No person shall 


(1) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in the public streets, public places, parks, alleys, 
sidewalks, City owned parking facilities or the Turner-Dodge 
House, except as provided in this section; or 


(2). Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in a private parking lot or facility, including, but not 
limited to, shopping center parking lots or parking areas adjacent 
to commercial establishments which are utilized by patrons of the 
commercial establishment, unless such person has in his or her 
possession, in writing, the express permission or consent of the 
‘owner or lessee, or the lawful agent of the owner or lessee, of such 
lot or facility. This paragraph shall not apply to any event 
sponsored or authorized in writing by the owner or lessee of such 
premises. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold and/or consumed in City parks, 
upon approval of the Mayor, if: 


(1) For sales of beer and wine, a special license for such sale 
is obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if 
the Mayor approves the license application prior to the issuance of 
the license. Approval by the Mayor shall be granted only if the 
license is to be utilized in conjunction with a City-approved cultural, 
ethnic or community activity open to the public or if the license is to 
be utilized in conjunction with a City-approved tourist or convention 
activity; or 
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(2) For consumption only, where no sales occur, approval is 
granted for the consumption of beer and wine at a City-approved 
cultural, ethnic or community activity open to the public, or in 
conjunction with a City- approved tourist or convention activity, 
provided that with respect to either the sale of beer and wine, or 
consumption, where no sales occur, the requirements set forth in 
subsections (g), (h) and (i) hereof are met. Prior Mayoral approval 
shall not be required for the sale and/or consumption of beer and 
wine at the Turner-Dodge House, Scott House and Park and 
Cooley Gardens. 


(c) Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) 
hereof, beer or wine may be sold for consumption at Kircher Field 
or Ranney Field if a special license for such sale is obtained from 
the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if the Mayor 
approves the license application prior to the issuance of the 
license. Approval of the Mayor shall be granted for the sale and/or 
consumption of beer and wine at Kircher Field or Ranney Field 
only in conjunction with City-approved district, State, regional or 
national adult athletic tournaments and if the requirements set forth 
in subsections (g), (h) and (i) hereof are met. 


(d) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption, and may be 
consumed, within the grounds of the Turner-Dodge House, Scott 
House and Park, and Cooley Gardens, provided that all permits 
required by the Department of Parks and Recreation have been 
obtained, a special license, if applicable, has been obtained from 
the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and the requirements set 
forth in subsections (g), (h) and (i) hereof are met. Rental fees for 
the Turner-Dodge House or for events at the Scott House and 
Park, or Cooley Gardens shall be set by resolution of Council. Use 
of the Turner-Dodge House, Scott House and Park, or Cooley 
Gardens in conjunction with the sale of beer or wine for 
consumption shall not be limited to public events, but may also 
include private events. 


(e) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within the 
concession area of the Groesbeck Golf Course, provided that, if 
sold, a license for such sale has been obtained from the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission, and provided, further, that any such 
consumption or sale shall be contingent upon approval by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation and subject to such rules or 
restrictions as the Department may establish 


(f) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within the streets, 
alleys, sidewalks and public places within the boundaries of the 
Downtown Mall and environs, as defined in Section 812.01 of the 
Business Regulation and Taxation Code, provided that the 
following conditions are satisfied 


(1) The request has been approved by the Mayor after the 
Mayor has received recommendations from the Mall Advisory 
Board and from any other City department the Mayor may desire 
recommendations from 


(2) The individual, group or organization making the 
application obtains a special license for such sale and 
consumption from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 


(3). The individual, group or organization has complied with 
subsections (g), (h), (i) and (j) hereof. 


(4) Any other conditions which the Mayor may require have 
been met. 


(9) The City Clerk shall provide a form on which the applicant 
shall provide the following information 


(1) The name and address of the applicant; 


(2) The name of the organization, if applicable; 
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(3) The type of event; 
(4) The date of the application: 

(5) The date and time of the event planned; 

(6) The purpose of the event; 

(7) The estimated number of persons attending: 


(8) The name of the insurance company, if applicable, from 
which the necessary public liability policy will be or has been 
obtained; 


(9) Proof that the proper rental fee has been paid, if applicable; 
and 


(10) The security measures which the applicant proposes to 
utilize. 


Upon the applicant's payment of an application fee, as 
determined by resolution of Council, the City Clerk shall forward 
the completed application form to the Police Department and to the 
Department of Parks and Recreation for review. 


(h) Whenever a special license for the sale and/or consumption 
of beer or wine in City parks, or within the Downtown Mall and

(1) A POLICE OFFICER MAY ARREST A PERSON WITHOUT A 
WARRANT UNDER ANY OF THE CIRCUMSTANCE 
ENUMERATED IN MCL 257.625a: 

(2) A POLICE OFFICER WHO HAS REASONABLE CAUSE TO 
BELIEVE THAT A PERSON WAS OPERATING A VEHICLE UPON 
A PUBLIC HIGHWAY OR OTHER PLACE OPEN TO THE PUBLIC 
OR GENERALLY ACCESSIBLE TO MOTOR VEHICLES, 
INCLUDING AN AREA DESIGNATED FOR THE PARKING OF 
VEHICLES AND THAT THE PERSON COMES WITHIN A 
CLASSIFICATION ENUMERATED IN MCL 257.625A(2), OR A 
PROVISION OF THIS CHAPTER SUBSTANTIALLY 
CORRESPONDING TO MCLA 257.625A(2), MAY REQUIRE THE 
PERSON TO SUBMIT TO A PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATH 
ANALYSIS. THE FOLLOWING PROVISIONS APPLY WITH 
RESPECT TO A PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATH ANALYSIS 
ADMINISTERED PURSUANT TO THIS SUBSECTION: 
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(a) A POLICE OFFICER MAY ARREST A PERSON BASED 
IN WHOLE OR IN PART UPON THE RESULTS OF A 
PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATHANALYSIS. 

(b) THE RESULTS OF A PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATH 
ANALYSIS ARE ADMISSIBLE IN A CRIMINAL PROSECUTION 
FOR A CRIME ENUMERATED IN SECTION 12.1 FOR 1 OR 
MORE OF THE FOLLOWING PURPOSES: 

(i) TO ASSIST THE COURT IN DETERMINING A 
CHALLENGE TO THE VALIDITY OF AN ARREST. THIS 
SUBPARAGRAPH DOES NOT LIMIT THE INTRODUCTION OF 
OTHER COMPETENT EVIDENCE OFFERED TO ESTABLISH 
THE VALIDITY OF AN ARREST. 

(i)AS EVIDENCE OF THE DEFENDANT'S BREATH 
ALCOHOL CONTENT, IF OFFERED BY THE DEFENDANT. 

(iii) AS EVIDENCE OF THE DEFENDANT'S BREATH 
ALCOHOL CONTENT, IF OFFERED BY THE PROSECUTION TO. 
REBUT TESTIMONY OR OTHER EVIDENCE, INCLUDING BUT 
NOT LIMITED TO TESTIMONY ELICITED ON CROSS- 
EXAMINATION OF A PROSECUTION WITNESS, THAT IS 
OFFERED OR ELICITED TO PROVE THAT THE DEFENDANT'S 
BREATH ALCOHOL CONTENT WAS LOWER AT THE TIME OF 
THE CHARGED OFFENSE THAN WHEN A CHEMICAL TEST 
WAS ADMINISTERED PURSUANT TO SUBSECTION (6). 

(c) A PERSON WHO SUBMITS TO A PRELIMINARY 
CHEMICAL BREATH ANALYSIS REMAINS SUBJECT TO THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE IMPLIED CONSENT LAWS OF 
MICHIGAN. 

(d) EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION (5), A PERSON 
WHO REFUSES TO SUBMIT TO A PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL 
BREATH ANALYSIS UPON A LAWFUL REQUEST BY A POLICE 
OFFICER IS RESPONSIBLE FOR ACIVIL INFRACTION 
(3) A POLICE OFFICER SHALL USE THE RESULTS OF A 
PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATH ANALYSIS CONDUCTED 
PURSUANT TO THIS SECTION TO DETERMINE WHETHER TO 
ORDER A PERSON OUT-OF-SERVICE AS PROVIDED IN AND 
AS REQUIRED BY MCL 257.319D 
(4) A PERSON WHO WAS OPERATING A COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR VEHICLE AND WHO IS REQUESTED TO SUBMIT TOA 
PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATH ANALYSIS UNDER THIS 
SECTION SHALL BE ADVISED THAT REFUSING A POLICE 
OFFICER'S REQUEST TO TAKE A TEST DESCRIBED IN THIS 
SECTION IS A MISDEMEANOR PUNISHABLE BY 
IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT MORE THAN 93 DAYS OR A FINE 
OF NOT MORE THAN $100.00, OR BOTH, AND WILL RESULT IN 
THE ISSUANCE OF A 24-HOUR OUT-OF-SERVICE ORDER. 

(5) A PERSON WHO WAS OPERATING A COMMERCIAL 
MOTOR VEHICLE AND WHO REFUSES TO SUBMIT TO A 
PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL BREATH ANALYSIS UPON A POLICE 
OFFICER'S LAWFUL REQUEST IS GUILTY OF A 
MISDEMEANOR PUNISHABLE BY IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT 
MORE THAN 93 DAYS OR A FINE OF NOT MORE THAN 
$100.00, OR BOTH 

(6) THE FOLLOWING PROVISIONS APPLY WITH RESPECT 
TO CHEMICAL TESTS AND ANALYSIS OF APERSON'S BLOOD, 
URINE, OR BREATH, OTHER THAN PRELIMINARY CHEMICAL 
BREATH ANALYSIS: 

(a) THE AMOUNT OF ALCOHOL OR PRESENCE OF A 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE OR BOTH IN A DRIVER'S BLOOD 
OR URINE OR THE AMOUNT OF ALCOHOL IN A PERSON'S 
BREATH AT THE TIME ALLEGED AS SHOWN BY CHEMICAL 
ANALYSIS OF THE PERSON'S BLOOD, URINE, OR BREATH IS. 
ADMISSIBLE INTO EVIDENCE IN ANY CIVIL OR CRIMINAL 
PROCEEDING. 

(b) A PERSON ARRESTED FOR A CRIME DESCRIBED IN 
SUBSECTION (1) SHALL BE ADVISED OF ALL HIS OR HER 
RIGHTS AS PROVIDED IN MCL 257.625A(6)(b). 

(c) A SAMPLE OR SPECIMEN OF URINE OR BREATH 
SHALL BE TAKEN AND COLLECTED IN A REASONABLE 
MANNER AS PROVIDED IN MCL 257A(6)(C). 

(d) A CHEMICAL TEST DESCRIBED IN THIS SUBSECTION 
SHALL BE ADMINISTERED AT THE REQUEST OF A POLICE 
OFFICER HAVING REASONABLE GROUNDS TO BELIEVE THE 
PERSON HAS COMMITTED A CRIME DESCRIBED IN 
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SUBSECTION (1). APERSON WHO TAKES A CHEMICAL TEST 
ADMINISTERED AT A POLICE OFFICER'S REQUEST AS 
PROVIDED IN THIS SUBSECTION SHALL BE GIVEN A 
REASONABLE OPPORTUNITY TO HAVE A PERSON OF HIS OR 
HER OWN CHOOSING ADMINISTER 1 OF THE CHEMICAL 
TESTS DESCRIBED IN THIS SUBSECTION WITHIN A 
REASONABLE TIME AFTER HIS OR HER DETENTION. THE 
TEST RESULTS ARE ADMISSIBLE AND SHALL BE 
CONSIDERED WITH OTHER COMPETENT EVIDENCE IN 
DETERMINING THE DEFENDANT'S INNOCENCE OR GUILT. IF 
THE PERSON CHARGED IS ADMINISTERED A CHEMICAL 
TEST BY A PERSON OF HIS OR HER OWN CHOOSING, THE 
PERSON CHARGED IS RESPONSIBLE FOR OBTAINING A 
CHEMICAL ANALYSIS OF THE TEST SAMPLE. 

(e) IF, AFTER AN ACCIDENT, THE DRIVER OF A VEHICLE 
INVOLVED IN THE ACCIDENT IS TRANSPORTED TO A 
MEDICAL FACILITY AND A SAMPLE OF THE DRIVER'S BLOOD 
IS WITHDRAWN AT THAT TIME FOR MEDICAL TREATMENT, 
THE RESULTS OF A CHEMICAL ANALYSIS OF THAT SAMPLE 
ARE ADMISSIBLE IN ANY CIVIL OR CRIMINAL PROCEEDING 
TO SHOW THE AMOUNT OF ALCOHOL OR PRESENCE OF A 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE OR BOTH IN THE PERSON'S 
BLOOD AT THE TIME ALLEGED, REGARDLESS OF WHETHER 
THE PERSON HAD BEEN OFFERED OR HAD REFUSED A 
CHEMICAL TEST. THE MEDICAL FACILITY OR PERSON 
PERFORMING THE CHEMICAL ANALYSIS SHALL DISCLOSE 
THE RESULTS OF THE ANALYSIS TO A CITY ATTORNEY WHO 
REQUESTS THE RESULTS FOR USE IN A CRIMINAL 
PROSECUTION AS PROVIDED IN THIS SUBDIVISION. A 
MEDICAL FACILITY OR PERSON DISCLOSING INFORMATION 
IN COMPLIANCE WITH THIS SUBDIVISION IS NOT CIVILLY OR 
CRIMINALLY LIABLE FOR MAKING THE DISCLOSURE AS 
PROVIDED UNDER MCL 257.625, ET SEQ. AS AMENDED. 

(IF, AFTER AN ACCIDENT, THE DRIVER OF A VEHICLE 
INVOLVED IN THE ACCIDENT IS DECEASED, A SAMPLE OF 
THE DECEDENT'S BLOOD SHALL BE WITHDRAWN IN A 
MANNER DIRECTED BY THE MEDICAL EXAMINER TO 
DETERMINE THE AMOUNT OF ALCOHOL OR THE PRESENCE 
OF A CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE, OR BOTH, IN THE 
DECEDENT'S BLOOD. THE MEDICAL EXAMINER SHALL GIVE 
THE RESULTS OF THE CHEMICAL ANALYSIS OF THE 
SAMPLE TO THE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY 
INVESTIGATING THE ACCIDENT AND THAT AGENCY SHALL 
FORWARD THE RESULTS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE 
POLICE. 

(g) AN INSTRUMENT USED FOR A_ PRELIMINARY 

CHEMICAL BREATH ANALYSIS MAY BE USED FOR A 
CHEMICAL TEST DESCRIBED IN THIS SUBSECTION IF 
APPROVED UNDER RULES PROMULGATED BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF STATE POLICE. 
(7) THE PROVISIONS OF SUBSECTION (6) RELATING TO 
CHEMICAL TESTING DO NOT LIMIT THE INTRODUCTION OF 
ANY OTHER COMPETENT EVIDENCE BEARING UPON THE 
QUESTION OF WHETHER A PERSON WAS IMPAIRED BY, OR 
UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF, INTOXICATING LIQUOR OR A 
CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE, OR A COMBINATION OF 
INTOXICATING LIQUOR AND A CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE, 
OR WHETHER THE PERSON HAD AN ALCOHOL CONTENT OF 
0.10 GRAMS OR MORE PER 100 MILLILITERS OF BLOOD, PER 
210 LITERS OF BREATH, OR PER 67 MILLILITERS OF URINE, 
OR IF THE PERSON IS LESS THAN 21 YEARS OF AGE, 
WHETHER THE PERSON HAD ANY BODILY ALCOHOL 
CONTENT WITHIN HIS OR HER BODY. AS USED IN THIS 
SECTION, "ANY BODILY ALCOHOL CONTENT" MEANS EITHER 
OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(a) AN ALCOHOL CONTENT OF NOT LESS THAN 0.02 
GRAMS OR MORE THAN 0.07 GRAMS PER 100 MILLILITERS 
OF BLOOD, PER 210 LITERS OF BREATH, OR PER 67 
MILLILITERS OF URINE. 

(b) ANY PRESENCE OF ALCOHOL WITHIN A PERSON'S 
BODY RESULTING FROM THE CONSUMPTION OF 
INTOXICATING LIQUOR, OTHER THAN CONSUMPTION OF 
INTOXICATING LIQUOR AS A PART OF A GENERALLY 
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RECOGNIZED RELIGIOUS SERVICE OR CEREMONY. 
(8) IF ACHEMICAL TEST DESCRIBED IN SUBSECTION (6) IS. 
ADMINISTERED, THE TEST RESULTS SHALL BE MADE 
AVAILABLE TO THE PERSON CHARGED OR THE PERSON'S 
ATTORNEY UPON WRITTEN REQUEST TO THE CITY 
ATTORNEY, WITH A COPY OF THE REQUEST FILED WITH THE 
COURT. THE CITY ATTORNEY SHALL FURNISH THE RESULTS 
AT LEAST 2 DAYS BEFORE THE DAY OF THE TRIAL. THE CITY 
ATTORNEY SHALL OFFER THE TEST RESULTS AS EVIDENCE 
IN THAT TRIAL. FAILURE TO FULLY COMPLY WITH THE 
REQUEST BARS THE ADMISSION OF THE RESULTS INTO

THE FOLLOWING PRESUMPTIONS: 

(a) IF THERE WERE AT THE TIME 0.07 GRAMS OR LESS 
OF ALCOHOL PER 100 MILLILITERS OF THE DEFENDANT'S 
BLOOD, PER 210 LITERS OF THE DEFENDANT'S BREATH, OR 
PER 67 MILLILITERS OF THE DEFENDANT'S URINE, IT IS 
PRESUMED THAT THE DEFENDANT'S ABILITY TO OPERATE A 
MOTOR VEHICLE WAS NOT IMPAIRED DUE TO THE 
CONSUMPTION OF INTOXICATING LIQUOR AND THAT THE 
DEFENDANT WAS NOT UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF 
INTOXICATING LIQUOR 

(vb) IF THERE WERE AT THE TIME MORE THAN 0.07 
GRAMS BUT LESS THAN 0.10 GRAMS OF ALCOHOL PER 100 
MILLILITERS OF THE DEFENDANT'S BLOOD, PER 210 LITERS 
OF THE DEFENDANT'S BREATH, OR PER 67 MILLILITERS OF 
THE DEFENDANT'S URINE, IT IS PRESUMED THAT THE 
DEFENDANT'S ABILITY TO OPERATE A VEHICLE WAS 
IMPAIRED WITHIN THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 12.1(3) DUE 
TO THE CONSUMPTION OF INTOXICATING LIQUOR 

(c)_ IF THERE WERE AT THE TIME 0.10 GRAMS OR MORE 
OF ALCOHOL PER 100 MILLILITERS OF THE DEFENDANT'S 
BLOOD, PER 210 LITERS OF THE BREATH, OR PER 67 
MILLILITERS OF THE DEFENDANT'S URINE, IT IS PRESUMED 
THAT THE DEFENDANT WAS UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF 
INTOXICATING LIQUOR 
(10) A PERSON'S REFUSAL TO SUBMIT TO A CHEMICAL TEST 
AS PROVIDED IN SUBSECTION (6) IS ADMISSIBLE IN A 
CRIMINAL PROSECUTION FOR A CRIME DESCRIBED IN 
SUBSECTION (1) ONLY TO SHOW THAT A TEST WAS 
OFFERED TO THE DEFENDANT, BUT NOT AS EVIDENCE IN 
DETERMINING THE DEFENDANT'S INNOCENCE OR GUILT. 
THE JURY SHALL BE INSTRUCTED ACCORDINGLY.

PER 210 LITERS OF BREATH, OR PER 67 MILLILITERS OF 
URINE SHALL NOT OPERATE A COMMERCIAL MOTOR 
VEHICLE WITHIN THIS CITY. 

(2) A POLICE OFFICER MAY ARREST A PERSON FOR A 
VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION WITHOUT A WARRANT UNDER 
EITHER OF THE CIRCUMSTANCES ENUMERATED IN MCL 
257.625M(2) 

(3) A PERSON WHO IS CONVICTED OF A VIOLATION OF 
THIS SECTION IS GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR PUNISHABLE 
BY IMPRISONMENT FOR NOT MORE THAN 93 DAYS OR A 
FINE OF NOT MORE THAN $300.00, OR BOTH, TOGETHER 
WITH COSTS OF THE PROSECUTION 


12.4 FORFEITURE OF VEHICLE OR RETURN TO LESSOR 
(1) EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN THIS SECTION 
AND IN ADDITION TO ANY OTHER PENALTY PROVIDED FOR 
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IN THIS CHAPTER, THE JUDGMENT OF SENTENCE FOR A 
CONVICTION FOR A VIOLATION OF SECTION 12.1(1) 
DESCRIBED IN SECTION 12.1(5)(b), OR A VIOLATION OF 
SECTION 12.1(3) AS DESCRIBED IN SECTION 12.1(7)(b) MAY 
REQUIRE 1 OF THE FOLLOWING WITH REGARD TO THE 
VEHICLE USED IN THE OFFENSE IF THE DEFENDANT OWNS 
THE VEHICLE IN WHOLE OR IN PART OR LEASES THE 
VEHICLE: 

(a) FORFEITURE OF THE VEHICLE IF THE DEFENDANT 
OWNS THE VEHICLE IN WHOLE OR IN PART. 

(ob) RETURN OF THE VEHICLE TO THE LESSOR IF THE 
DEFENDANT LEASES THE VEHICLE. 
(2) THE VEHICLE MAY BE SEIZED PURSUANT TO AN ORDER 
OF SEIZURE ISSUED BY THE COURT HAVING JURISDICTION 
UPON A SHOWING OF PROBABLE CAUSE THAT THE VEHICLE 
IS SUBJECT TO FORFEITURE OR RETURN TO THE LESSOR. 
(3) THE FORFEITURE OF A VEHICLE IS SUBJECT TO THE 
INTEREST OF THE HOLDER OF A SECURITY INTEREST WHO 
DID NOT HAVE PRIOR KNOWLEDGE OF OR CONSENT TO 
THE VIOLATION. 
(4) WITHIN 14 DAYS AFTER THE DEFENDANT'S CONVICTION 
FOR A VIOLATION DESCRIBED IN SUBSECTION (1), THE CITY 
ATTORNEY MAY FILE A PETITION WITH THE COURT FOR THE 
FORFEITURE OF THE VEHICLE OR TO HAVE THE COURT 
ORDER RETURN OF A LEASED VEHICLE TO THE LESSOR 
THE CITY ATTORNEY SHALL GIVE NOTICE BY FIRSTCLASS 
MAIL OR OTHER PROCESS TO THE DEFENDANT AND HIS OR 
HER ATTORNEY, TO ALL OWNERS OF THE VEHICLE, AND TO 
ANY PERSON HOLDING A SECURITY INTEREST IN THE 
VEHICLE THAT THE COURT MAY REQUIRE FORFEITURE OR 
RETURN OF THE VEHICLE. 
(5) IF A VEHICLE IS SEIZED BEFORE DISPOSITION OF THE 
CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS, A DEFENDANT WHO IS AN 
OWNER OR LESSEE OF THE VEHICLE MAY MOVE THE 
COURT HAVING JURISDICTION OVER THE PROCEEDINGS TO 
REQUIRE THE SEIZING AGENCY TO FILE A LIEN AGAINST 
THE VEHICLE AND TO RETURN THE VEHICLE TO THE 
OWNER OR LESSEE PENDING DISPOSITION OF THE 
CRIMINAL PROCEEDINGS. THE COURT SHALL HEAR THE 
MOTION WITHIN 7 DAYS AFTER THE MOTION IS FILED. IF THE 
DEFENDANT ESTABLISHES AT THE HEARING THAT HE OR 
SHE HOLDS THE LEGAL TITLE OF THE VEHICLE OR THAT HE 
OR SHE HAS A LEASEHOLD INTEREST AND THAT IT IS 
NECESSARY FOR HIM OR HER OR A MEMBER OF HIS OR 
HER FAMILY TO USE THE VEHICLE PENDING THE OUTCOME 
OF THE FORFEITURE ACTION, THE COURT MAY ORDER THE 
SEIZING AGENCY TO RETURN THE VEHICLE TO THE OWNER 
OR LESSEE. IF THE COURT ORDERS THE RETURN OF THE 
VEHICLE TO THE OWNER OR LESSEE, THE COURT SHALL 
ORDER THE DEFENDANT TO POST A BOND IN AN AMOUNT 
EQUAL TO THE RETAIL VALUE OF THE VEHICLE, AND SHALL 
ALSO ORDER THE SEIZING AGENCY TO FILE ALIEN AGAINST 
THE VEHICLE. 
(6) WITHIN 14 DAYS AFTER NOTICE BY THE CITY ATTORNEY 
IS GIVEN UNDER SUBSECTION (4), THE DEFENDANT, AN 
OWNER, LESSEE, OR HOLDER OF A SECURITY INTEREST 
MAY FILE A CLAIM OF INTEREST IN THE VEHICLE WITH THE 
COURT. WITHIN 21 DAYS AFTER THE EXPIRATION OF THE 
PERIOD FOR FILING CLAIMS, BUT BEFORE OR AT 
SENTENCING, THE COURT SHALL HOLD A HEARING TO 
DETERMINE THE LEGITIMACY OF ANY CLAIM, THE EXTENT 
OF ANY CO-OWNER'S EQUITY INTEREST, THE LIABILITY OF 
THE DEFENDANT TO ANY CO-LESSEE, AND WHETHER TO 
ORDER THE VEHICLE FORFEITED OR RETURNED TO THE 
LESSOR IN CONSIDERING WHETHER TO ORDER 
FORFEITURE, THE COURT SHALL REVIEW THE 
DEFENDANT'S DRIVING RECORD TO DETERMINE WHETHER 
THE DEFENDANT HAS MULTIPLE CONVICTIONS UNDER 
MCLA 257.625 OR A LOCAL ORDINANCE SUBSTANTIALLY 
CORRESPONDING TO MCLA 257.625, OR MULTIPLE 
SUSPENSIONS, RESTRICTIONS, OR DENIALS UNDER MCLA 
257.904 OR A LOCAL ORDINANCE SUBSTANTIALLY 
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CORRESPONDING TO MCLA 257.904, OR BOTH. IF THE 
DEFENDANT HAS MULTIPLE CONVICTIONS, SUSPENSIONS, 
RESTRICTIONS, OR DENIALS, THAT FACTOR SHALL WEIGH 
HEAVILY IN FAVOR OF FORFEITURE. 

(7) IF AVEHICLE IS FORFEITED UNDER THIS SECTION, THE

Joe Godby, Neighborhood Specialist with the City Attorney's office,

Joe Mcquire of 1350 E. Lake Lansing Road, East Lansing spoke in 
favor of the ordinance. He feels that owners of signs need to be 
Notified that the sign is being considered as abandoned. Many 
businesses, due to the type of business may have a sign up for 
more than 6 months but that sign is not abandoned and is being 
maintained by the owner 


REFERRED TO THE PUBLIC SERVICES COMMITTEE 


2. For the purpose of considering an Ordinance to amend Section 
1460 of the Lansing Housing and Premises Code 


Gary Calkins of 2521 York Road spoke to the Council as President 
of the Mid-Michigan Landlord Association and as a landlord 
himself. He thanked Eleanor Love for the excellent job she does in 
dealing with the landlords and getting the information out on this 
code. Mr. Calkins would like to thank her for coming to the recent 
landlord meeting with an overview of the change and providing the 
group an opportunity for input. He had questions regarding four 
aspects of the proposed Code 

1. Does the fine and penalty for front yard parking stay with the 
vehicle or with the homeowner? 

2. Is it the landlords’ responsibility to have trash picked-up or 
just to supply the tenants with the contact information regarding 
trash pick-up? 

3. The requirements for water temperatures in the bathroom and 
the kitchen of a residence are different; which should the landlords 
follow? 

4. The resident certification could possibility cause a double 
penalty if an examination and inspection is not scheduled in time; it 
is the city’s responsibility to send proper notices to the 
homeowners. 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes wanted to bring to the 
attention of the citizens of the city the definition of the term “rental 
property’ in the proposed code. She read the definition from the 
housing code and outlined several scenarios she felt could 
possibly fall under this definition but also be subject to legal 
scrutiny. She feels that more work is still needed on the code. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope stated he wished that Council 
would own their homes and make repairs and then they would 
understand the financial requirements for owning a home. He also 
feels the code will be used against people of lower income 


Dorothy Matthews of 211 Lahoma spoke in favor of the Code 
compliance changes regarding abandoned houses 


Christine Timmon of 339 East St. Joseph stated she was against 
the definition of rental property as currently in the code. She feels 
that the unsafe means of egress in many of the houses in Lansing 
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needs to be considered, along with visions obstructions. She feels 
that the City should be more specific in listing measurements and 
distance within the Code. Ms. Timmon stated that with the current 
measurements she feels most of the houses in Lansing have the 
potential to be listed as nuisance properties. 


» Public Comment on Leaislative Matters: 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes expressed desire to have 
more information listed in the agenda regarding claim denials. 
Regarding the resolution for grants for cable and 
telecommunications, she feels it will go through since Christine 
Timmon withdrew her request for grant monies. She thanked the 
City Attorney for speaking on the issue of content on public access 
and the issue of time, matter, and place constraints. She feels 
that unless the city passes a resolution they cannot control the 
content to the shows on public access and encouraged Council to 
consider such a resolution or ordinance. 


Willy Williams of 505 West Lenawee also spoke on the cable 
access grants and thanked the City Attorney for reading the code 
of conduct. He reminded everyone that this is a council meeting 
and that the code of conduct for the Council meetings is not the 
same code of conduct for cable shows. 


Brian Smith of 1007 Woodbine was concerned as to why the 
grants for cable access were referred back to the Advisory Board 
in the first place. He stated that cable access exists throughout the 
country in many forms and comments against officials come with 
the territory. He said he may not agree with the content but he will 
defend the right to expression on the shows. 


Christine Timmon of 338 East St. Joseph thanked the people who 
supported the US Constitution and the right to free speech, and the 
people who have sent in money to keep her show going. She 
recognizes that her show is what the whole thing is all about

He thanked the Council for 
listening to the people and neighborhood groups and believes this 
is a win issue for everyone 


Cheryl Risner, Director of the Lansing Neighborhood Council, 500 
W Lenawee thanked the Lansing City Council for taking action so 
this issue can be settled and the neighborhood can begin to heal 
For many years the Neighborhood Council worked with many 
groups to make sure all voices are heard 


John Marenick of 629 West Lapeer is a charter member and past 
president of the Genesee Neighborhood Association. He stated he 
can show instances in the neighborhood where putting houses in 
the neighborhood has worked to eliminate the drug traffic. As an 
example, he asked that everyone look at the developments near 
the intersections of Pine and Genesee or Pine and Shiawesaee 
He asked to make the same thing happen at this corner, and 
stated that he wants drugs and prostitution out of the 
neighborhood 


Mary Hauser of 6 Lawler Court is in support of the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association and the sale of the property. She 
commended council members for their action 


Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes stated that the sale of the 
park will set a precedent to lose green space. She feels the city 
and citizens are being set up by developers to make money and 
take resources. She stated that there is a danger that the drug 
traffic will move to the Black Child and Family Institute and that this 
will put other children at risk or that the drug problems will move to 
another area. She believes the drug problem is only an excuse for 
other things and that Lansing is not a market of empty houses. 


Ellen Beal of 227 Custer Street stated that over the last couple of 
months she has watched the activities and is concerned about a 
legal precedent being set. When she has tried to work with the city 
on other projects such as the skate area at Ranney park and BTS, 
much time and money was spent in studies and getting opinions. 
She is very concerned that this neighborhood is being treated 
differently, and that the neighborhood is not being involved, 
especially since playground equipment and the park sign were 
taken down without any notice. She feels that Council should 
postpone any action until can they treat this neighborhood the 
same as other neighborhoods 


Richard Baker of 1625 West Kalamazoo was a resident and owned 
property in the neighborhood until last month. He wanted to give a 
brief history on the area. In late 70s, there was a church on the 
property, then the building was used as recreation center. The 
recreation center was razed due to rising costs. This area was 
always intended to be a green space. Mr. Baker feels the city has 
replaced the Genesee greenspace with the BCFI space which is 
an area of land 5 times as large. He thinks the current issue 
should be to get homes owners into the area to revitalize and 
improve the area or move more people into neighborhood who 
have a long term stake in living there. 


Charlie Creamer of 3016 S. Cambridge stated that some 20 years 
ago the city tore down the community center. He supported a 
resolution at that time to make the area a green space and not a 
parking lot. Mr. Creamer stated that all patties tried to make best 
out of the property. He thinks it is important to know the intent in 
1983 was to make this a green space and not a park 


Willy Williams of 505 W. Lenawee asked the council and the public 
to forget about the intimidation that has been going on regarding 
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this property. The important thing to remember is if people think it 
is a drug area, then most likely it is a drug area 


Antonia Meranik of 629 W. Lapeer is the President of the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association. She asked that two two new homes be 
built on this space. All the people she has talked to support the 
action of the Genesee Neighborhood Association and support the 
sale of the property. 


Tom Croft of 1504 Blue Ridge Drive spoke to the Council as 
President of the West Town Redevelopers Association. He feels 
that the issue is whether we have a park. It is not a park. Several 
years ago dilapidated buildings were in the area, and now thanks 
to the Housing Coalition, there are over 50 new buildings and 
houses in the area. He supports the sale of the property. 


Ruth Hullman of 1014 W. Lapeer spoke in favor of the sale of the 
property. She feels this is a positive step for the neighborhood, but 
the bigger problem is what appears to be a lack of concern by 
council regarding the falsehoods and rumors spread about this 
matter. If you permit people to make trouble then where do we go? 
She asked that all difference of opinion be kept in a honest proper 
manner 


Janet George of 515 N. Butler lives next door to the green space 
She attended the Committee of the Whole meeting and explained 
the problems experienced over the years. She would like to say 
that there have never been children playing in the park and that all 
the neighborhood has had is problems. There are three coalition 
houses across the street from her that are good neighbors. She 
just wants to try to do what is best for the neighborhood. 


Lora Hood of 814 West Lapeer is in favor of the sale of the 
property. She has lived there for 20 years, and does not allow her 
children to play in the area because of the drug traffic 


James Hood of 814 West Lapper stated he was in support of the 
sale of the property 


Cheryl Vallanu of 226 South Eighth read in the paper that there 
were 463 police calls in 11 months. This is very scary. She can 
only guess at the city’s liability on a lot the size of the greenspace 
She is afraid that if sellers charge to much for the lots then it may 
add too much to the cost for potential homeowners. She stated 
that the facilities of the BCFI equipment should be adequate for the 
area 


John Pollard of 718 Blair stated that for the past 13 years he has 
been a park board member and as such was under the impression 
that this was a park. It is currently listed as a park on the maps. 
As a park board member he is sworn to keep green space. The 
charter is clear that the sale of a park needs to go before a vote of 
the people. Simple math indicates that the number of people who 
want the park land to be removed are also part of the 
neighborhood and that this needs to go before a vote of the 
people 


Brian Smith of 1007 Woodbine stated that instead of talking about 
developing in the neighborhood we should be talking about what 
Lansing is doing about empty homes in the area. He feels the 
situation regarding syringes and needles is an old issue and that it 
has gotten out of hand. He wants respect for the charter and feels 
the sale needs to be put on the ballot. 


Robert Chapman of 125 Denver Street wanted to speak on the 
Teen Council. He was asked by President Murphy to hold and 
make his comments during Comment on City matters, not 
Legislative Items. 


Walter Brown of 1310 Knollwood was in support of the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association. He is a strong advocate against drugs 
in the community and wants to do whatever it takes to get the 
drugs out of the community 
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Latrenda Townsend of 2210 Luwanna is in support of the Genesee 
Neighborhood Association. She would like to see the right thing 
done with the sale of the green space 


Ralph Baker of 105 South Jenison has seen lots of changes in the 
last 16 years. He feels this lot has been a constant source of 
problems over the last 16 years. 


Lois Klink of 905 West Genesee has lived in the neighborhood a 
year and has not seen any problems with the property. She is not 
against the Genesee Neighborhood Association, as they have 
done wonderful things. The thing she objects to is that the 
Genesee Neighborhood Association doesn't represent the entire 
neighborhood. Ms. Klink presented an additional petition of over 60 
signatures of people against selling the land. Ms. Klink said that 
there are bad people are in the park doing things, but she has not 
seen any of this in the past year, and suggested having organized 
activities at the park 


Rick Kibby of 300 Shepard stated that as a neighborhood guy, he 
has no opinion on the sale but feels the issue has gotten 
complicated and nasty. The decision tonight affects not only 501 
N. Butler but all green space in the city. As a representative of The 
Lansing Housing Coalition he was asked to inform the Council that 
the Coalition has been asked by three neighborhood associations 
to build to houses on the lot. The Housing Coalition has no 
position on the sale, but will build if allowed. Mr. Kibby passed 
around to council members photos of houses already built by the 
Housing Coalition as examples of the type of houses that could 
possibly be built on the site 


Monica Zuchowski of 320 North Walnut is President of the 
Downtown Neighborhood Association and Lansing Neighborhood 
Council. She stated that neighborhood land issues are messy and 
people really need to come together to make a decision on the 
property. She hopes that everyone who is speaking on this issue 
is already involved or gets involved in a local neighborhood 
associations as well, and hopes that the interested people will 
continue to work with the Parks and Recreation Department. She 
believes the right decision is to sell the property. 


Helen Graham of 816 Bancroft lives across from the park and sees 
people nightly at the park. Her sister moved out of the 
neighborhood because of activities at the park. She supports the 
sale of the property. 


Rick Bowers of 713 West Genesee is new to the neighborhood 
He signed the petition in favor of the sale but did not know the 
area, and knows others on the list who are not in favor of the sale 
He hopes that whatever is built on the property is good. He stated 
that keeping land as green space for the sake of green space is 
dumb, and this should not be a tough decision 


Lyle Kissee of 1115 South Genesee stated he tried all summer to 
get the crack dealers out of the area. He feels having owner 
occupied houses in the area makes a better neighborhood and is 
important to the strength and success of the neighborhood 


Gordon Wilson of 1005 Gardner said this issue has drawn the line 
in the sand. The process being used is not right, and Mr. Wilson 
feels that the process of turning names over to the police violated 
the First Amendment. Mr. Wilson asked about the rights of the 
people in the neighborhood, and stated that one half of one 
percent of the neighborhood does not represent the entire 
neighborhood. He suggested to the Council that meetings be held 
at a neutral location so people can come to speak. Mr. Wilson 
believes the city is opening itself up for legal battles with this 
decision on this land 


William Hubbell of 396 Wedgewood Drive is against the sale of the 
property and believes it violates the charter. 
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Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive stated he has heard a 
lot of things said tonight. He thinks that people should speak and 
vote their conscience. As far as drugs, the idea that if we can't 
fight people then get rid of the land may not be the right idea. As 
far as the majority of neighborhood signatures on a petition, if more 
people were on one side of the vote then the majority should rule 


Bob Brockwell of 815 Bancroft Court said this issue is like what 
you see in the Seven Block area. Mr. Brockwell has lived in the 
neighborhood for over 35 years, has worked in the area, picked up 
trash at the site and has seen alot. This neighborhood has voted 
to make it a better place to live. People who live in the area and 
not those from outside the area are the ones who have a stake in 
the neighborhood. Mr. Brockwell is in favor of the sale 


Kevin Webb of 524 West Grand River is President of the Old 
Forest Association. He asked where all the people who are 
against the sale were 18 months go when this was voted on. He 
stated that people who don't have a stake in the neighborhood 
should keep out of it. He isin favor of the sale of the property 


Howard L. Jones of 426 W. Barnes commended the entire group 
present at the meeting tonight, as this is democracy in action 
Regarding who should determine what happens to the land, he 
feels that all people will be affected by the decision. Putting 
houses on the property does not mean the problem will go away 
and it is time that everyone get together to work out this issue. Mr. 
Jones urged the Council to follow the charter and put the sale on 
the ballot before the people. 


Ronald M. Gillum of 3549 Oakmont Drive is the former Executive 
Director of the BCFI and supports the sale of the property. He said 
there were many times that he saw activities at the site. He would 
never send children there to play, and he there were many times 
he walked children home. He supports parks and green space but 
this land was never intended to be a park 


Michael Vanderlip of 1804 Drexel Road stated he was not for or 
against the sale of the property. He has lived in the neighborhood 
many years and feels it is a police issue. He asked why the city 
hasn't done something to clean up the area? Anyone who lives on 
any corner of Butler can say there is drug problem. He urged all 
council members to visit this site and talk to the people. He feels 
that the building of homes will change the area 


Michelle Kenton-Canfield of 3532 Callihan Court spoke on the 
proposed sale of the BTS property. Ms. Kenton went to Eastern 
High School over 20 years ago and at that time there was no 
football field. Eastern still has no football field. She feels that 
before building "pricy brownstones" on the property she would like 
to see something else built. She feels there are other uses for the 
property and that more emphasis on current housing in the area is 
needed 


Judith Mohay Filice of 1462 Cambridge Road is an at large 
member of the park board. She feels by speaking tonight she is 
being critical of people she has admired and known for years. She 
feels the property is a park. Those on the park board were happy 
to have a park on the property, No one park board member 
recommended that the equipment be removed from the area 
Things can happen in any neighborhood with a small parcel of land 
that can not be serviced because of urban blight. The City needs 
to think about the process undertaken 


Brandon Collins of 5301 Granger feels the process is wrong 
despite the fact that something is going to be built on the parcel 
The Charter states that any park parcel should be voted on before 
sold. People should have the respect of the council and be 
allowed to be heard. The City charter protects the sanctity of 
Council, and by voting for the sale Council may be putting their 
own sanctity in jeopardy, 
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Councilmember Adado stated for the record that a letter had been 
received from Pastor Alan W. Kamens, from Grace Lutheran 
Church indicating that he was in favor of the sale.

WHEREAS, the property owner of such property has been given 
all due process rights including: proper notice, a hearing, the right 
to be represented by an attorney, cross-examine opposing 
witnesses, present relevant and material evidence, present factual 
and legal arguments; and 


WHEREAS, the standard of review used by the City Council in 
determining if a property is a public nuisance is a preponderance 
of the evidence; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council can support its decision with 
competent, substantial, and material evidence on the record 
created during any hearing: and 


WHEREAS, on June 26, 2000, the Lansing Police Department 
conducted a drug raid on the property at 1143 N. Pennsylvania, 
and the police discovered evidence that illegal drug activity was 
‘occurring, to wit: eight arrests were made; three plead guilty; two 
cases were dismissed; and three cases are still pending. The 
evidence found includes: two crack pipes, residency papers, two 
silver hand scales, a cell phone, plastic baggies, $100 in U.S. 
Currency, choreboy, and eight rocks of crack cocaine; and 


WHEREAS, in accordance with Chapter 630 of the Codified 
Ordinances of Lansing, on July 11, 2000, the City Attorney sent a 
letter to Carmen Bustillos, who resides and is the owner of record

FINANCING OF OPERATIONS AND MAINTENANCE FACILITY 


FOR PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT 
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WHEREAS, the City of Lansing, Michigan determines it to be 
necessary for the public health, safety and welfare of the City and 
its residents to acquire an Operations and Maintenance Facility for 
the Public Service Department (the “Property’) for a cost currently 
estimated to be $2,020,000; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the authority granted by Act No. 99, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1933, as amended ("Act 99"), the legislative body 
of a city may enter into any contract or agreement for the purchase 
of lands, property or equipment for public purposes, to be paid for 
in installments over a period of not to exceed fifteen (15) years but 
in any case not to exceed the useful life of the property acquired, 
as the useful life shall be determined by resolution of the legislative 
body; and 


WHEREAS, Act 99 requires that the outstanding balance of all 
purchases by a city under Act 99 shall not exceed one and one 
quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable value of the real and 
personal property in such city at the date of such contract or 
agreement; and 


WHEREAS, purchase of the Property by the City pursuant to an 
installment purchase contract or agreement will not result in the 
outstanding balance of all purchases by the City under Act 99 
exceeding one and one quarter percent (1-1/4%) of the taxable 
value of the real and personal property in the City; and 


WHEREAS, this City Council determines that the most expeditious 
and efficient manner of acquiring the Property is pursuant to the 
authority granted by Act 99, and this City Council determines it to. 
be in the best interest of the City to acquire the Property in 
accordance with the provisions of Act 99; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 
1. Either the Finance Director or Deputy Finance Director is hereby 
authorized to negotiate an installment purchase contract or 
agreement, in such form as he shall deem to be necessary or 
appropriate, with the person or persons offering to sell the Property 
to the City and a bank, underwriter, or other financial institution 
Principal payable pursuant to the installment purchase contract 
shall be payable over a period of not to exceed 15 years. The net 
interest cost payable under the installment purchase contract shall 
not exceed 7.00% per annum, and the principal amount to be paid 
by the City under the installment purchase contract shall not 
exceed $2,000,000. The Finance Director or Deputy Finance 
Director is hereby authorized and directed to execute and deliver 
the installment purchase contract in final form 

2. The useful life of the Property is hereby determined to be not 
less than thirty (30) years. The acquisition of the Property and the 
approval of the installment purchase contract hereby are found and 
declared to be for a valid public purpose and in the best interest of 
the health and welfare of the residents of the City. 

3. The City hereby agrees to include in its budget for each year, 
commencing with the present fiscal year, a sum which will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and the interest coming due under 
the installment purchase contract before each following fiscal year. 
In addition, the City agrees to levy sufficient taxes in an amount 
necessary to make its debt service payments under the installment 
purchase contract, subject to applicable constitutional, statutory 
and charter tax rate limitations. 

4. The Finance Director or the Deputy Finance Director is hereby 
directed and authorized to execute such additional documentation 
as shall be necessary to effectuate the closing contemplated by 
the installment purchase contract and the assignment thereof, 
including requisition certificates (if provided by the form of 
installment purchase contract) providing payment to the sellers of 
the Property upon delivery of any portion of the Property or for 
reimbursement of previously appropriated or advanced costs 

5. The Finance Director is hereby authorized to make all 
administrative transfers necessary to implement this resolution, 
including current fiscal year debt service account, and to establish 
appropriate construction and financing accounts. 

6. The City covenants that, to the extent permitted by law, it shall 
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take all actions within its control necessary to maintain the 
exclusion of the interest component of the payments due under the 
installment purchase contract from adjusted gross income for 
general federal income tax purposes under Internal Revenue Code 
of 1986, as amended (the “Internal Revenue Code’), including but 
Not limited to, actions relating to the rebate of arbitrage earnings, if 
applicable. 

7. The City hereby makes the following declaration of intent for the 
purpose of complying with the reimbursement rules of Treas. Reg 
§ 1.150-2 pursuant to the Internal Revenue Code: 

a. The City reasonably expects to reimburse itself with proceeds 
of debt to be incurred by the City for the expenditures made to pay 
certain costs associated with the Property which were or will be 
paid subsequent to sixty (60) days prior to the date hereof from the 
general funds or capital fund of the City. 

b. As of the date hereof, the maximum principal amount of debt 
expected to be issued for reimbursement purposes, including 
reimbursement of debt issuance costs, is $2,000,000, which debt 
may be issued in one or more series and/or together with debt for 
other purposes. 

c. Areimbursement allocation of the expenditures described in 
paragraph (a) above with the proceeds of the borrowing described 
herein will occur not later than 18 months after the later of (i) the 
date on which the expenditure is paid, or (ji) the date the Property 
is placed in service or abandoned, but in no event more than three 
(3) years after the original expenditure is paid. A reimbursement 
allocation is an allocation in writing that evidences the City’s use of 
the proceeds of the debt to be issued for the Property to reimburse 
the City for a capital expenditure made pursuant to this Resolution 

d. The expenditures for the Property are “capital expenditures” 
as defined in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-1(b), which are any costs of a 
type which are properly chargeable to a capital account (or would 
be so chargeable with a proper election or with the application of 
the definition of “placed in service" under Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(c)) 
under general Federal income tax principles (as determined at the 
time the expenditure is paid) 

e.No proceeds of the borrowing paid to the City in 
reimbursement pursuant to this Resolution will be used in a 
manner described in Treas. Reg. § 1.150-2(h) with respect to 
abusive uses of such proceeds, including, but not limited to, using 
funds corresponding to the proceeds of the borrowing in a manner 
that results in the creation of replacement proceeds (within Treas. 
Reg. § 1.148-1) within one year of the reimbursement allocation 
described in (c) above. 

8. The City acknowledges and consents that the bank, underwriter, 
or other financial institution entering into the installment purchase 
contract with the City (the “Underwriter") may offer certificates of 
participation in the installment purchase contract through a public 
offering, and assign the installment purchase contract to a trustee 
and/or transfer and paying agent for the certificates of participation 
The Finance Director or the Deputy Finance Director is hereby 
authorized to pay the fees of the transfer and paying agent for the 
certificates of participation and to execute and deliver an 
agreement with the transfer and paying agent relating to the 
certificates of participation. By adoption of this Resolution the City 
assumes no obligations or liability to the Underwriter for any loss or 
damage that may result to the Underwriter from the adoption of this 
Resolution, and shall not be responsible for any costs and 
expenses incurred by the Underwriter in preparing for the public 
offering of the certificates of participation 

9. The Finance Director, Deputy Finance Director, Mayor, City 
Clerk, and City Attorney is authorized to do all acts and things and 
to execute any documents or certificates as may be necessary or 
desirable to enable the Underwriter to issue the certificates of 
participation, including approval of circulation of an offering circular 
describing the City and the certificates of participation and 
deeming such offering circular “final” for purposes of compliance 
with Securities and Exchange Commission Rule 15c2-12, 
application for ratings on the certificates of participation, and 
purchase of insurance for the certificates of participation 

10. The City hereby agrees to enter into a Continuing Disclosure 
Undertaking relating to the Offering Circular in order to enable the 
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Underwriter to comply with the requirements of Rule 15c2-12. In 
the Continuing Disclosure Undertaking, the City shall agree to 
provide or cause to be provided, (i) certain annual financial 
information and operating data, including audited financial 
statements for the preceding fiscal year, (ii) timely notice of the 
‘occurrence of certain material events, and (li) timely notice of a 
failure by the City to provide the required annual financial 
information on or before the date required in the Continuing 
Disclosure Undertaking. The Finance Director or Deputy Finance

The Public Services Committee reviewed the proposed changes to 
the Sign Ordinance, Chapter 1442 of the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing. The proposed changes would define an 
abandoned sign as an “unlawful use" to help expedite the removal 
of the sign. The Building Safety Office strongly supports the 
change and maintains that the changes would allow its officers to. 
remove unsafe signs and the signs from companies that have 
been shut down for over six months. If the owner doesn't remove 
the sign, then the City could remove it and place a special 
assessment on the property to recover the expenses 


Jack Nelson, Manager of the Building Safety Office, addressed 
the concerns raised by Joseph P. Maguire, President of Wolverine 
Development Company at the public hearing. Mr. Maguire noted 
that business properties often remain vacant for longer than six 
months between users and conscientious landlords, like him, 
maintain vacant premises and signs during those periods. Jack 
Nelson explained that it was not be the intent of the Building Safety 
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Office to affect those landlords if they maintain the premises and 
the appearance and repair of the signs. 


The Public Services Committee unanimously endorses these 
changes.

The Ad Hoc Committee on Housing Final Report 
Lou Adado, Chair 
Members: Joan Bauer and Carol Wood 


The Committee analyzed the City of Lansing Housing Market 
Study and other pertinent information. Housing in Lansing has 
unique strengths. It also has hurdles to overcome as well. The 
Committee recommends that the City needs to continue its current 
housing related programs. The City, however, needs new 
programs developed to overcome the hurdles that exist if the City 
is to increase population and property values and boost 
retail/commercial areas. A renewed and invigorated commitment 
to housing by the City is essential. The City needs to 


1.Encourage the development of loft apartments and 
condominiums in and around downtown. 


We believe the City and EDC are making every effort to encourage 
the development of lofts and condominiums in the downtown and 
Old Town areas. The development may be at a disadvantage by 
current ordinances and codes, especially those pertaining to 
entertainment venues in those two areas. Amending the 
ordinances and codes may needed to achieve the appropriate 
balance to increase the compatibility and success of both efforts 


RECOMMENDATION: The Planning & Development Committee, 
working with the Administration and the Principal Shopping District, 
should undertake a review of the pertinent ordinances and codes 


2. Encourage the rehabilitation of homes near the downtown and 
in established neighborhoods for single family residence 


Currently in Lansing, there are four different nonprofit housing 
groups with limited funding to obtain property within targeted areas 
for rehabilitation. The nonprofit groups spend between $50,000 to 
$70,000 to rehabilitate them. Once completed, first time home 
buyers typically purchase these, The nonprofit groups have little to 
publicize the programs and assistance they provide 


RECOMMENDATION: The General Service Committee should 
work with nonprofit organizations, CDBG administrator, and City- 
TV to implement a public relations campaign to highlight ALL the 
programs and funding available to residents to purchase and/or 
rehabilitate homes for single family residence. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Public Safety Committee, working with 
the Planning and Neighborhood Development Office, should 
develop policies and programs similar to the Blight Strategies from 
Grand Rapids. This should also address boarded and abandoned 
properties within the city. 


3. Support and enhance the capability of the Citys neighborhood 
organizations. Continue the action plans that enhance the quality 
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of life of neighborhood residents. 


There are a number of programs available to neighborhood 
organizations, from the Mayor's grants, to "Neighborhoods In 
Bloom." The City must continue to fund and promote these 
programs. The City also must help neighborhoods develop 
promotional materials and campaign strategies to assist their 
efforts to "sell" their neighborhoods to realtors and prospective 
home buyers. 


RECOMMENDATION: The General Service Committee, working 
with City-TV and Lansing Community College, needs to develop a 
grant program similar to the Mayor's grants to promote 
neighborhoods with brochures and videos 


RECOMMENDATION: The President of City Council along with its 
members, the Administration, and Neighborhood Planning and 
Development office continue to promote the Lansing Home 
Ownership Program. Lansing businesses and institutions should 
be encouraged to offer similar LHOP program. To assist in that 
effort, the City needs to develop marketing information on the 
LHOP program to present to those businesses and institutions 


RECOMMENDATION: The Public Safety Committee continue to 
review quality of life issue in the community and offer solutions as 
to how best to improve them. 


4. Create an environment that would stimulate new single-family 
home construction, as well as an understanding why people are 
buying or selling in the Lansing community. 


RECOMMENDATION: The Planning and Development Committee 
stay actively involved with the Boys Training School project to 
enhance that development. The Committee of Whole should 
receive regular updates 


RECOMMENDATION: The Planning and Development Committee 
work with the Administration to send out a questionnaire to 
determine the reasons why people are moving in or moving out of 
Lansing. 


In conclusion, the City Council should annually review the Lansing 
Housing Study and these recommendations to ensure that the 
goals are being met and new ones are established to meet current

In the construction of this chapter and any subsequent 
amendments thereto, the words terms shall have the following 
described meanings, except where the context clearly indicates 
otherwise 

Abandoned sign means any sign which is still on the premises 
six months after a business ceases to operate or moves from the 
location. AN ABANDONED SIGN SHALL BE CONSIDERED AN 
UNLAWFUL USE AND AN UNLAWFUL SIGN. 

Alteration means any construction or repair which sig changes a 
sign, including additions or deletions to the sign structure. 

‘Animated sign means a sign which indicates movement using 
lights or moving parts. 

Approved plastic material means material approved-by U.B.C 

Standard 52-3. 

Area means the entire area within the limits of writing or pictorial 
representation together with any frame or other material or color 
forming an integral part of the display, but excluding the necessary 
‘supports or uprights on which such sign is placed. The area shall 
be determined by measuring from the outside edge of the frame, 
material or color forming the sign. If the sign has no backing, but a 
wall or canopy is used as the background, a square or rectangle 
shall be formed around the text or symbols, and those dimensions 
used to compute the area. When a sign has two or more faces, 
the area of the largest face shall be used in det the area of the 
sign 

Balfoon means any device capable of being inflated with air, 
helium or other gas, and mounted, tied or tethered in such a 
manner as to prevent the balloon from being carried away by the 
wind 

Banner sign means any sign produced on cloth, paper, fabric or 
any other combustible material either with or without a supporting 
framework 

Billboard means any display sign which contains a message 
unrelated to or not advertising a business transacted or goods sold 
or produced on the premises on which the sign is located 

Building facade means the front of a building facing a right-of 
way. In the case of a comer lot, or in the case of a building 
covering an entire block a building may have more than one 
facade 

Canopy means a structure or frame covered with canvas, vinyl 
or other material and usually extending from a wall of a building, 
which provides shelter from sunlight and the elements. "Canopy" 
also includes awnings. 

Canopy sign means a sign displayed and affixed flat on the 
surface of a canopy, which does not extend vertically or 
horizontally beyond the limits of the canopy. 

Changeable copy sign means any sign designed or constructed 
whereby the lettering or message usually contained thereon is 
capable of being changed by rearranging or installing new letters 
or messages without removing, replacing or resurfacing the face of 
such sign. 

Combination sign means any sign which combines the 

characteristics of two or more signs. 

Department means the Department of Planning and Municipal 

Development 

Dilapidated sign means any sign which, by reason of damage, 
exposure to the elements, age, natural deterioration, lack of 
maintenance or other causes, has deteriorated so as to have fallen 
into a state of disrepair 

Directional sign means an on-premises sign containing 
noncommercial messages, including, but not limited to, designation 
of rest rooms, telephone locations, restrictions on smoking and 
door openings. "Directional sign" also means a sign containing 
noncommercial messages for, but not limited to, private traffic 
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control and parking signs 

Director means the Director of the Department of Planning and 
Municipal Development of the City, or his or her designated 
enforcement officer 

Display surface means the area available on the sign structure 
for the purpose of displaying an advertising message 

Disrepair means any sign as defined herein, which by reason of 
neglect, damage or deterioration, requires repair. 

Double-faced sign means any sign containing two sign 

Existing sign means any sign which is displayed on and after 
the-effective date of this chapter- 

Gasoline price sign means any sign more than two square feet 
in area, which is used to advertise the price of gasoline or other 
fuels. In the event that brand education is used or is a part of the 
sign advertising price, it shall be considered as part of the gasoline 
price sign. 

Ground pole sign means a sign which is supported by one or 
more poles, uprights, or braces in or upon the ground, which are 
not part of a building 

Height of sign means the maximum vertical from the uppermost 
extremity of a sign or sign support to the average ground level 
elevation at the base of the sign 

Muminated sign means any sign which has characters, letters, 
design, faces, backgrounds or outlines illuminated by 
incandescent or fluorescent lamps or luminous tubes as part of the 
sign proper, such light sources being either external or internal 

Institutional use means schools, churches, hospitals or any 
other public or quasi-public use permitted in a zoning district. 

Mansard roof means a sloped roof or rooflike facade 
architecturally comparable to a building wall 

Marquee means a permanent rootlike structure extending from 
part of the wall of a building, but not supported by the ground, and 
constructed of material such as metal glass, wood or any other 
construction material 

Marquee sign means a sign which is attached to a marquee. 
The signs shall be treated as walll signs. 

Message unit means a word, an abbreviation, a number con up 
to seven digits, a symbol, a geometric shape and/or a person's or 
firm’s initials containing up to seven letters. Letters or numbers 
four inches or smaller in height and punctuation marks are not 
counted in computing a number of message units. When a 
double-faced or multiple-faced sign is only the message units on 
one side of such sign shall be counted in computing the permitted 
number of message units 

Mobile temporary sign means a sign supported on a mobile 
frame with or without wheels, but not including motor vehicles. It is 
not permanently affixed to the ground and is capable, with minor 
modification, of being moved from one location to another. For the 
purposes of this chapter, a trailer sign is considered to be a mobile 
temporary sign 

Moving message board means an electrical sign designed to 
exhibit a pattern of letters or delivered in such fashion so as to 
appear to be moving lines or words of type 

Multiple-faced sign means any sign containing three or more 
words, numbers, figures, devices, designs or trademarks visible to 
the general public, and designed to inform or attract the attention 
of persons, so that such messages as contained on the sign face 
are visible to persons viewing such signs from two or more 
directions. 

Noncombustible, as applied to building construction material 
means a material which, in the form in which it is used, is either 
one of the following 


A Material of which no part will ignite and burn when subjected to 
fire. Any material conforming to U.B.C. Standard No. 4-1 shall 
be considered noncombustible within the meaning of this 
section 

B, Material having a structural base of noncombustible material as. 
defined in A. hereof, with a surfacing material not over one- 
eighth of an inch thick which has a flame-spread rating of fifty or 
less. 'Noncombustible" does not apply to finish materials. 
Materials required to be noncombustible for reduced clearances 
to flues, beating appliances or other sources of high 
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temperature shall refer to material conforming to A. hereof. No 
material shall be classed as noncombustible which is subject to 
increase in combustibility or flame-spread rating, beyond the 
limits herein established, through the effects of age, moisture or 
other atmospheric conditions 


Flame-spread rating as used herein refers to a rating obtained 
according to tests conducted as specified in U.B.C. Standard 
No. 42-4 


Nonconforming sign means any sign, existing on and after the 
effective date of this chapter, which does not comply with one or 
more of the requirements for signs as contained in this chapter. 

Parapet means that part of any wall entirely above any roof line 

of a building 

Plastic material means those materials made wholly or 
principally from standardized plastics listed in and described in the 
U.B.C. Standards 

Political sign means a sign announcing the candidacy of a 
person or persons running for public office or issues to be voted 
upon at an election 

Projecting encroaching sign means a projecting sign that 
projects beyond a private property line into and over public 
property. 

Projecting sign means a sign, other than a wall sign, suspended 
from or supported by a building 

Roofsign means a sign erected over or on, and wholly or 
partially dependent upon, the roof of any building for support, or 
which is attached to the roof in any way. 

Rotating sign means any sign or advertising device that rotates 
or gives the appearance or optical effect of rotating 

Setback means the protected area within which there is no 
encroachment. For the purposes of this chapter, all setback 
dimensions shall be measured from the property line 

Sign means any device, placard or structure that uses any color, 
form, graphic, illumination, symbol or writing to advertise, 
announce the purpose of ot identify the purpose of a person or 
entity, or to communicate information of any kind to the public 

Sign support means a supporting structure with or without a sign 
thereon. Temporary sign means a sign, banner, inflatable or other 
advertising device constructed of wood, cloth, canvas, fabric or 
other material with or without a structural frame, intended for a 
limited period of display, including decorative displays for holidays 
or public demonstrations 

Time and temperature sign means a sign with numbers 
expressing the time and/or temperature and designed to reflect 
changes in such information 

U. B. C Standards means the standards for the Uniform Building 
Code, being Part XI of the Uniform Building Code, as adopted by 
the City and as amended from time to time. 

Uniform Building Code means the Uniform Building Code, 
published by the International Conference of Building Officials, as 
adopted and amended from time to time. 

Unsafe or dangerous sign means any sign which becomes 
insecure or in danger of falling 

Unlawful sign means any sign that is erected or maintained in 
violation of this chapter. 

Wall sign means a sign which is attached to, and/or affixed to, 
the face of the wall of any building, structure or part thereof, 
provided that no part of any such sign extends more than twenty 
four inches from the face of the exterior wall 

Window sign means any paper, cardboard or painted graphics 
or other material conveying an advertising message, which is 
designed for or placed behind any window visible to the public. 


1442.06. Sign permit 


(a) Permit Required. No person shall erect, construct, relocate, 
or cause or permit to be erected, constructed, relocated or 
significantly altered, any sign in the City without first obtaining a 
permit therefor from the Department of Planning and Municipal 
Development, except as defined in subsection (d) hereof, A 
separate permit shall be required for each sign. Electrical signs 
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shall, in addition, require an electrical permit 
(b) Permit Application. Each sign permit application shall require 
the applicant to provide the following information: 

(1) The name, current address and current telephone number 
of the applicant 

(2). The legal description or the permanent parcel number, and 
the address, of the parcel on which the activity is to occur. 

(3). The location of the proposed sign relative to the property 
lines of the parcel 

(4) All points of ingress and egress on the subject parcel and 

on adjacent parcels if there are adjacent parcels within sixty feet 

of the proposed sign location or alteration, and the location of 
parking spaces, if any. 

(5) A sign plan which includes the following information 
location of sign on parcel sign dimensions, sign message 
dimensions, height, width of building, parcel zoning district 
and a sign sketch 

(6) Construction design information 

(7) Any other information which, in the determination of the 

Department, may be necessary to adequately review the 

proposal 


Sign permit applications, along with the appropriate 
nonrefundable fee, shall be submitted to the Building Safety Office 
on forms made available by the City. Upon receipt of a sign permit 
application, the Building Safety Office shall forward the application 
to the Planning Division for review and approval prior to the 
issuance of a sign permit. If it is discovered that the sign permit 
application contains any false information, the Building Safety 
Office may revoke the permit or deny the permit application, 
whichever is appropriate 


(c)_ Enlargement or Relocation of signs. No person shall enlarge, 
alter, modify or relocate any sign, except in conformity with the 
provisions of this chapter relating to new signs. The changing of 
removable parts of an approved sign that is designed for such 
changes, or the repainting or reposting of display matter, shall 
not be deemed an alteration, provided that the conditions of the 
original approval and the requirements of this chapter are not 
violated. 

(a) Exceptions. No sign permit shall be required for the following 
signs: 

(1) Signs less than ten square feet; or 
(2) Temporary signs as permitted in Section 1442.18 


Such exceptions, however, shall not be considered to relieve the 
owner of the sign from responsibility for its placement, erection, 
maintenance, removal and disposal in a safe manner and in 
compliance with the provisions of this chapter. 


(e) Appeal Procedure. An appeal of any decision by the 
Director shall be made as follows: 


(1) Appeals pertaining to the structural features OR 
ABANDONMENT of a sign shall be made to the Building Board 
of Appeals. 

(2) Square footage of sign area, setback requirements, 
message unit limitations and other dimensional requirements 
shall be made tothe City Board of Zoning Appeals. 

(3) All appeals shall be made within thirty days from the date 
of receipt, by the Director, of the decision that is being 
appealed 


An appeal fee shall be non-refundable and paid at the time of 
the filing of the appeal and shall be in an amount as established by 
resolution adopted by Council The appeal application shall specify 
the particular grounds upon which the appeal is based and shall be 
signed by a party aggrieved, or his or her authorized 
representative. If a variance is sought, the appeal shall specify the 
requirements from which the variance is sought, and the nature 
and extent of such variance 
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(f) Inspection of Work Covered by Permit. A person conducting or 
performing work covered by a permit required by this chapter 
shall notify the Director when such work has commenced, in 
accordance with the inspection schedule established by the 
Building Safety Office. Unless otherwise indicated, no person 
shall conceal any portion of such work until it has been 
inspected and approved by the Director. When required, a 
certificate of inspection will be issued. No electrical or

Belinda Fitzpatrick of 224 South Holmes stated she was surprised 
by the competence of earlier speakers on the subject of the Junior 
City Council. She wishes she had had the opportunity to learn 
parliamentary procedure that will be offered by the Junior Council, 
and that the Teen Council will also provide a forum to practice 
skills. 


Brandon Collins of 5301 Granger Drive said he is a student at 
Everett High School and a member of the National Honor Society. 
The citizens of Lansing take great pride in their city. Lansing is 
progressing towards a great vision. Many youth are concerned 
about the lack of activities for youth. This proposal for the Junior 
Teen Council will be a great source of freedom for the youth and 
will provide a hands-on arena. Without the Junior Council, it will 
seem that the city is collapsing. Mr. Collins would like the council to

Isaiah Thomas of 516 Everett said he is a Junior at Everett. The 
Junior Teen Council would help the youth become a stronger 
voice.

Latrinda Townsend of 2210 Luwanna is a VISTA volunteer at the 
North Network Center. The Center is located at 847 West Willow. 
The Center has equipment for young people, but is looking for a 
computer for adults. One goal of the Center is to make everything 
accessible to the community, 


Robert Byerly of 6323 Marscot Drive came to speak to Council on 
behalf of the Junior City Council. The intent of the Junior Council 
is to serve as a liaison between the City and teens. All voices must 
join the decision since it affects the lives of youth. He asked what 
would become of the current council member when they are in 
their older years. To make good decisions, Lansing youth must 
have the opportunity to learn under good leaders. Lansing needs 
to involve leaders with strong ideas to look out for youth of Lansing 
today. The Junior Council would be a forum for kids to voice 
concerns and ideas. 


Mike DeRose of 1876 Meirose said in his four years of High School 
there has never been this type of a vehicle to make a difference in 
the city. Teens in Lansing are not rude like most people think. By 
allowing youth to get involved the City will be setting the stage for 
the young people to reach goals 


DelRae Finnerty of 214 Lathrop says she feels her children were 
illegally taken from her under the guise of government agencies 
She also doesn't feel that children need to be treated with drugs 
and that there are various other resources which allow public 
agencies and schools to damage children 


Sam Sinicropi of 1217 Pershing stated that he was in favor of the 
Junior City Council. Students have put a lot of hard work into this 
effort. These kids are the future of the City. A lot of people 
throughout the schools are in favor of the Junior Council. The 
Lansing School District supports the Junior City Council initiative 


Peter Bosheff of 227 Custer said he has worked with the Genesee 
Park group since last summer. The process regarding the sale has 
not been fair for anybody. It is important not to give up on 
neighborhoods. In consideration of the information presented 
tonight, any project manager would consider this new information 
as relevant. These people need to be made welcome. Please re- 
consider your decision 


Robert Chapman of 125 Denver thanked those who supported the 
Teen Council by turning out tonight. He would like to see the 
Junior City Council in place, especially since the City already has 
the other branches of the government in place for the youth. Mr. 
Chapman feels that young people deserve this. 


Damien McCoy, no address given, is a senior at Walter French 
High School. He told the Council that by voting no you are giving 
up on the young people. By voting yes you are telling young 
people you support them. The Council was invited to come to the 
next meeting on the Junior City Council scheduled in the Brown 
Board Room of the Board of Education 


Robert Bennett Jr. of 907 Chicago stated he wanted to point out 
that all voices need to be heard. The young people are the future 
of the city. This Junior City Council allows young people to become 
qualified to take over council 
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Brian Smith of 1077 Woodbine stated that regarding Genesee 
Park, he keeps hearing about the houses being built on the 
greenspace. What about the empty homes in the city? Mr. Smith 
stated there is a need to support the Junior Council, as it 
stimulates young voters in politics. 


Gabriel Lopez Betanzos of 5011 Grape Arbor Lane said she is the 
Co-Chair of the Capital Area Young Coalition. There is no way to 
put a value on such an opportunity as the Junior City Council. This 
would boost self esteem of young people and pave the way for 
many things.
